After 1 had run through the whole Courfe, and 
the Captain was informed I was capable, he got me

to be Mate (or radier Affiftant) on board the AHnm 
Frigate, Captaki if^a/e Commiuider; and on the fe- 

cond of May, 1699, we fet fail, (bound for 
maica) with a fair Wind. As foon as we loft Sight 
of Land, I began to be extremely Sea-fick, and bore 
the Jells of the Sailors biit indifferently, who cry'd. 
There's an excellent Mi^fter's Mate, heUl hit Jamaica 
to a Hair, ^ Ill^nd wore no bigger than the Bung* 
hole of a Caik. 1 mnft conifiersy I believe taiy feif to 
be the only Perfon who ever fet out on his firft 
Voyage as Matter's Mate, without having (een a Ri- 
rer that was Navigable. But in a Day or two I 
was perfediy weiJ, and was never tronbled with aoy 
Sicknefs afterwards, ' 

We had hothmg material happened to ns till we 
entered ^ the Bay of Bi/cay^ wheie we were encoan- 
ter*d with a dreadful Storm ; the Billows ran Moun* 
tains high, and our VefTel fctm'd to be the jSport 
of the Waves : A Ship that overtook us the Day be* 
fore, and accompany 'd us. tho' it w^e not at half 
a Furlong Diftance, was fometimes loft, by Reafon 
. of tfaetieiriiUi of the Waves. The Storm oontino'd 
with this violence three Days, and at Isft abated 
ibmetbing^of its Piercenefs, but ftill blew very hard. 
The othtT VefTel, by firing a Gun, and making a 
Signal, made it appear flie wris in Diitrcfs, but the 
Sea ran fo high it was impoihblc to give them any 
Aftiftance, yet we bore down to them ( being to 
ICindward) as nigh as we could withont Danger to 
oar felves 1 we enqoir'd into the Matter, and found 
Ae had fpning a Leak ; they had all Hands to 
1 pump by Tunis, but yet the Water gained on them, 
^ They begg'd of us to hoift out our Boat (their own 
being fiav*d) to give them Succour upon Occafion ; 
Accordingly we put out our i«png-Boat, with two 
of our Men in it^ but the Rope tlat held her to the 
Ship, .broke .by die Violence of the Waves, and 
dVtlv^ a^way with the two unfortnnate Men in her, 
iUid what became of them we could never learn ; 
' ' As ^ ; but

1>ut uadoubtedly ilipjr pedih'd the Sea« or Hub* 
^er, we bring tv/enty Leagues froan any Shw., Th« 
St^ipf after prodigious Labour of theSailOrs» aad in 
cban ten Minutes, funk to the Bottom ; out of 

tif^y feven Men, but four were fav'd, and they, by 
^ood Fortune, laid hold on Ropes we threw out for 
"Ijat Parpofe ; but it had not been poffible to fave 
^tiy, if we had not bore down ta Leeward wheu, 
^^^c &w tbem in the laft Excremity. And here v/e 
^ugbt to admir^ at Providence ^ for this very Vefiel 
.^as a Pyrate, onp Captain Jcnes, Commander, who 
in an open large Boat fet out from D^vu-, and, near 
*" €DJ^^'^i^9 ftole upon a French Veffel in the Night, mur- 
^er'd the Captain and fome others, and let all the 
Sailors alhore that woald AOt ex^bcace their De- 
^^n5» and iud refolved to attack as as foon as the 
Storm' was over. Tlxe four Men that were iav'd^ 
^ere three EngUJbmen^ and one Frenchman^ who 
^id they were forc'd, with feveral others, by th« 
^bove-mention'd Captain Jones, to t^ke to that 
4jourfe of Life; but whether true or falfe, I caa't 
'tell 5 indeed they behav'd themfelves very well 
^ith US all the Voyaye, and were entered into our, 
Books as four of the Ship's Crew, loftead of two we 
jeft on Shore, who were not to tc foqwi when we 
iet fail, and the two poor Wretches that were loft ia 
the Boat. The Storm IHU continu'd, but the Wind 
fair, fo we ran it away with a tiv*d'Fore fail all 
Night, and the next Morning we had a violeyf 
Storm of Ratn» ^nd fome Thunder, but a^out No94i 
the Sky cWd up, the Rain c<:as'd, and tiie Tempeft 
>v as laid ; the' Wind however continuing fair, with, 
a iJiidling Gale. 

May the 28th, we difcover'd the Canaries^ and 
/ .the Pike of Teneriff, and pafs'd this Ifland, or ra- 
(iP ther Rock, of a prodigiotts Heighth. At Night the 
Witid rofe again, and continu'd to. blow very hard 
for two Days. As I was walking oa the Deck oi^c

IvJoW we had under the Gratings, clofe to our Steer- 
age, a large Ciftern, lin'd with Tin, where we had 
unwittingly placed feveral Carriages of Powder, but 
happily for us, whether it was our Firing, or in the 
BviiUe fome Match dropt in, I know not, but the 
Powder took Fire, blew up the Gratings, with fome 
Part of the Quarter- Deck, and thirty of the Enemy > 
at Icafl, into the Air. Upon that we fally'd out, 
a^id drove the reft, with our Cutlafhes, into their 
own VefTcl again, with the Lofs of feveral. But 
this fignify'd little, for with the Fall and Breach of 
OUT Quarter-Deck, the Powder- Room was intirely 
llopp'd up ; nor could we, without great Difficulty, 
clear it from the Lumber, fo that we had not any 
Powder, but what was in the Mens Carriages, for 
their Mulkets However, lyc fired briikly with em ;

into the Air. The Englijb relying upon the League 
between Spain and England, made no Reil ftance, but

M^verthelefs he gave them fix of the BWfip ^^ett^tfaey 
took at Men;is^ to .^nbark themfelvcs, on Conditio^ 
they would iail iiihiiediately for EngUiid'y which 
liiey a^e^d to ^Ai lUe fix.VelTels not holding ail, 
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reft were left on thelfland, for another Opportunity, 
No fooner w^s7oUJo out of Sight, but the remaining 
Fart of the Eftglij^ li^aibiw» took fnSh Coun|ge^ 
and rebuilt feveral FcHts^ and made every Thing reat 
djr for Defence, if Occafion ihooU be« In the mean 
'Cme DefiMmittc fuflferM a great deal of Hardfhip, 
thro' ill Weather, and Want of Provifion ; having been 
at feveral Iflands, intending to fettle, with his little 
Company, but not liking any of 'em^ and hearing that 
the Enemy were gone to the Haivana, and the Eng* 
gljfo were bufy tilling their Grounds, he retnniM to 
his former Station, where they fiiffer'd- mapy lUfH^^ 
flups ; till fome VeflTeh frotA the Nethrlandi arrived, 
and fumifliM 'em with Provlfions, Ammunition, and 
Cloaths, upon Credit: But in a few Years they paid 
all, and grew rich, from their plentiful Stock of 'I o- 
bacco. Sugars, Ginger, and Indi<;o, till they brought 
U to the rich and .flonrifhing State it now remain$ in. 

Having ended our Affairs, we fet fail for Jamaica^ 
tlie tjft tA Auguft^ 1699; and, on the 7th of Sef- 
timber^ anchored fafe in Port Royal Harbour, in 
the great and flounlliing liland of lamaUa^ without 
any Accident. This was our laft Station : Here we 
were to unlade the remainmg i'art of our Goods^ and 
take in it's Return, Rum, Sugar, and Spice. 

This Jfland of Jamaica is the only Mart of all 
Ammea for the EngHJht which drive a large Trade 
ierei bnt Wickednefs is in its full Perfedion: I re- 
member Captain IVafe afk*d one of our Men, that 
had fpent forae Money afhore, what was his Opinion 
of the Honefty of the Women oi Port Royal? Why * 
truly, {gysTarr^ very bluntly, if there*s one honeft 
Weman fhonld happen to. tnnible down,^ I believe 
thoe^'s never another to take her up. Provifion is 
. prodigions dear here ; two or three of us went on 
Shore to Dinner, one Day, at Port Royals where wc 
b^d only a roailed Turkey, wretchedly lean, and no- . 
thing nigh fo well tafted as onr Engl^fl? Turkeys, and 

' Otfr Eating came to thirQr Shillings h but thi^, to make 

Amends 
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amends. Money is plenty enough. We had a Saftir 
to board, thd had befen a Taylor by ^i^ac^e ; 
FcRoW 20); LeavHB t6f the Captain to go on Shore fbr 
m Mbntli,' where he cleaf^d, by working Journey- 

fWork, twelve Pounds for that Month : But then he 
Jiad the Ship's Provillons carry 'd on Shore to him 
t^o or three Times a Week ; had he been to have 
^|Mud for his Diet, he had fav*d but a fmall Matter. I 
^ivas Mightily furpriz'd to fee a Market for Tordc^ 
in t^e nme^Maniief ar onr 3atdi€rs* This is a Me^t^ 
kfr talUter FtAr, of an odd Nature, hot of BnexcenciH 
Tafte ; the Lean looks like the Flefli of Pork, but , 
Something of a deeper red i the Fat is a Sort of a light 
green, but very lafcious; this is the common Diet of 
the^idve.8, or ipeaner Sort of Feojde ^ but if Strang- 
ers cat too much of it, it's apt to giv^ 'cm the 
Stoody-FInx. Tliis is a very reig^ipg; Diaeinper Ixere, 
and carries oIF abandance of new Comers-. ' The Iflaod 
at yamtiica lies— — Leagues A crA^ from the South* 
em Continent jlmcrha^ in the Sea cali'd Man del 
Nor ; and South from the iile of Cuba^ about twelve 
X.eaguesi and ' twenty iiom Hifpaniola^ in eigh- 
teen Degrees NortherH Latitude ; and bearcth from 
-ABatb^ North-Wefi, an hundred and^fifty Leagues; 
from SiMtd Martha f N. N\ W, an hondred and thirty 

five J from Carthagena^ N. an hundred and fotirtcen; 
from Portobcllo, N, E, and by A^. an hundred and 
ninety ; from the Ifihmus of Darien, N, and by an 
hundred s^nd fevcnty j and from the Bay of Mexico 
an hundred and fifty. Its Form is atmoft oval; be- 
ing ip Length, from Ea/t to fFeft, about fifty four 
X'eagties ; from NeM to South, in the broadeft Part 
twenty three Leagues, going narrower toward each 
End, like a Rowling Pin, (a good Comparifou.) 
Circumference one hundred and fifty Leagues. The 
Air of this Ifland is n\ore temperate, and the Heat 
more tolerable, than ally of the other Iflands, by Rea- 
ibnof the cool Breezes which conilanlly blow from 

tlie £^/, with fiettaent* Showers of Rain, and Dewi 
• • that 
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that fall in the Night. ThefeDcws arc very peroi- 
cious to carekfs drunken People., that lie exposed all" 
ISight to 'em. This is alio the only Lie of the Barm 
loventif which is not fubjed to viioieat Storms, and 
Huriicancs, ii9.thc other Iflaods are* And the Difea- 
(e$ thai are predominant herer are only bred by Xof ' 
temperatice ^ as Sarfeits, BIoody-Fltix^ Fe?ert» aod« 
Agnes; or occafionU by ill Diet, or Slochfolnefs. 
This Ifland is well-water'd with Springs and Rivulets, 
of frefh Wa.ter, (with many handfome Rivers ftor'd 
with feveral Sorts of lih and is all over (efpecially in 
the Wejtern Parts) full of high Mountains and Hills : It 
is aUb well wooded ; for the l^ortb and ^outh Parts chief* 
Ijy ahoiiiid with large and tall Woods, Neither Is there 
i^antang Savana's, or Plains. The Commodities of 

this Ifland are very many ; and "firft, for Vegetables^ 
the Sugars are io good, that they now out- fell thofe 9 
of Barbadoi^ 5/, per Cent, Tob^u:co is fo excellent,, 
that it is bought up fafter than the Planters can c^re 
it: The Indigo is alfo here very good : The Cotton 
is iqoch the beft of all the neighbouring Illands : Tpr<- 
toillBihell is very pla(ity here. Here are alfo great 
Variety of Dyewood, as Fujlnxick, Red njuood, a kind 
qI Log-nxjoad^ ^dar^ Mohogat:y^ Lignum P tto'^ Ehmy^ 
Granadilht and many others. Nay, tliere's many 
Mines, both of Silver, Copper, andC^oidi but that 
tbeliihat»ttafit9 think it would be dangerous, to break 
jem yp, for &ar of drawing the 8paniff> and Frtiuk, 
Voocaiuers 4ipon *enu There afo feveral EiOiermeii, 
who have found P of Ambergreafe upon the Sur- 
face of the Water, near the Shore. Ginger grows 
better here than in any other Part America^, and 
Cod-Pejyper very pleiitituHy : Aj^airo, a certain Kind 
oLSfij^ ^^^A^ Pimite, \n Form of kajl- 1 idfa Pcpt 
Miv of ^ vc^y a^omaitieal and eurtous Tafte» fm^ 
hingf ^8 it were, of feveml Spices together : It grawS; 
wild among the Mountains, and is highly vala*d a* ^ 
rnong the Inhabitants. Of Medicinal Plants I have 
i&^/^V/ei^^ 9i^.G^hiCi^p Cbina-^i, QaJJiay Fijlula 
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p^euiJhrd^ Achiotes, Tamarines^ Contrayerva, Cifarai^ 
^^^di an turn nigrum, Aloe$^ Cucumis, Agrijiis^ Sumach, 
^jtcada, JMlffilto^ with many other Drug9 and fial- 
-fams. The ingenious Sit Hans Sloan has wrote an 
elaborate Book of the Plants of this liland. Cociimt 
i» produced hy i, Pbnt that groves in Ais Conntrjr/ 
but not brought to Perfedion without much Care 
Sitid Induftry. This Ifland is alfo very well ilock'd 
with Cattle, as Horfes, Cows, and A lies ; there have 
t>een many Mules, bat the Inhabitants made fo little 
%J£e of 'cm, that now there are but few. Sheep 
jire large and tail, and their Meat indiffeiently good« 
l^ut dieir Fleece worth nothing. Goats (or Cati^ 
r-i^t^O without Number, being a Beaft peculiar to 
the Country. Hogs, both wild and tame in Abun- 
d#ince. I have been hunting the wild Hog in Porta 
^Qrant Bay, and k gives good Diver iion» tho* fonie- 
aimcs daiigat>tts : You go with fomeTen or a Dozen 
iD4k)nipany, arm'd with a Midkct and a'Ciitbih; as 
Ibon as ever (with your Dogs) yon have foond 'em 
oi^t, yon all take Aim, and fire as quick as you can i 
bat if you don't kill 'em immtdiatcly with yoar 
Shoe, they fet upon you open mouth'd, fo that you 
jnuft either hew *em dowA with yo^J^l^|patlaihes, or 
club your Mulkets. Generally as ic^ol^ you have 
Vm* yott flea *eni, as yoa do Motton, and BarbUut 
*em» even in the very Place where 700 kill Vm; 
that is, you cig a f<juare Hole in the Earth, thea 
clap four Stakes at each Corner, and on 'em put 
your Meat, fo make a Fire under it, and when one 
Side is done enough, you turn the other, For tame 
Fowls, they have of all the Kinds that we have in 
England I befides Gmnea HenSj ParrcU, Parachttes, 
MacbawSf and Booties, (which are BoMit indent, 
for they will fct upon a Tree, or Poft, till yorf come 
and take 'em ) They have three Crops a Year, in 
this Ifland, and the Trees are always green. They 
Jiave three Sons of Bread, one of Englijb Corn, ano 
^er of Gnintm Whea^ and t}ie thinl of « Root thev 
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• call Ca/a*ui, which is rank Poihn, till prefs*d and 
t>ak*d in an OVen ; 'tis very white, but ^ftejefsi and 
tlie Biea4 made of it, the Sm of our diaii Cbt-Cakei. 
Boft of all the Fmtt this Ifland ptoduces^^e Pine- 
Apple is the bcft, which grows very low, with 
Leaves fomething like the Indicut Ficus that I ha^ e 
ieen in Gardens here in Engiandi the Ta&e ex- 
celloaty that I know not what to compare ic ta» it 
luiviop; the ReiiOi of aU fine flafonr'd Fniiu. There's 
a Froit that giowt upon a lowBofli» call'd the Pfidde- 
Pear, the Infide ef which Is red, and on the Top 
is a little thorny Thing like a Star, which if you do 
sot take away before you eat ic, may prove pcr< 
nidoos. If yoii aX but two of this Fruity it will 
make your Ufine as red as^ Blood. Phnuins aie a ve- 



us 'dby the Slaves inllcad of Bread : *Tis a Fruit with 
a Skin on it, like oar Beans, which is taken off, and 
then the Fruit appears about the Size of a Bahgnut 
Sottlagc* Bannanas is another Fxeit fomething of - 
the hmt Kind* bat ifaorter^ and more lofcioos : ooih 
tfaefe Fruits are rq>e all the Year, for when ibme are 
fit to gather, others arc green, and fome in Bud. The 
Oranges and> Lemons, are neither of 'em good, -a 
my Opinion: But their Limes are wonderlul, they 
grow upon a Tree full of Thorns, where you molt 
be fure to prick your Fi&gers, if you*Il^ther Vm. 
Theiie, with Spring Water and Sugar, was the chief 
of my Liquor, while we ftaid there. 1 he Pouioc^ 
are very fine here, exceeaing, in my Opinion, even 
thofe of Ireland. Then there's another Root call d 
Yams, fomething like a y^ri^/i/^/ri Artichonk, l^ut iar- 
gcr and firingy. The Onions of Jamaita arc mueh 
milder, and better tailed than our EngiiJ/j Oniony and 
very . wholefome : They us'd to make a great A ddi- 
iion to our Crogick Brewis ; that is, Bifkc: foak'd in 
faij^VVater, for fome Time, tlicn the WiiCcr thrown 
awQy, and the B;iket drew d over with Salt, Oil, 
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^15 a dainty Dilh. There is a feniitive Plant in this 
J.ilajKl ; the Stalkf fiirroQDded w^th Leaves full of dark 
8pdts« bean t fwett fmdling Violot colqarM 
jFknver ^ ^ LWtes,- as iSoQQ as toachM, dofe tfp to- 
gether, and die; and accordingly, as they are hkl3 in 
^lie Hand a (horter or longer Time, this Alteration 
continues. Ginger grows plentiful here; the Male 
plant (for there^a Sexes) bath genmlly bigger Leaves 
^}um' tke Female : The Stalfe, widch aref without 
jCnotr» htte more Leaves apwaids than downwatDTt 
^nd fpreads along the Earth, ftill taking Root anew. 
-V\^hen the Leaves wither, then the Ginger is com^ 
^^only ripe, but it has not that f oinancy whilft green, 
^ when dry'd. The Cotton of this Place (of which 
^lie Cloaths and Hammocks are made, and vended ia 
^ott Parts of the Iftfitm World) grows on a Tree 
^bout the Heighth of a Peach Tree, with a ftrait Stem, 
^x- Body, out of which llioot Boughs of an equal 
j^ength, and irt equal Diftance : Between the Leaves, 
^bsch aie naVrow and long, grow red Flowers, and 
from oval Cods^ whicfa^ when ripe, inclofe the 
Crottoa; 'ilind a Seed like Pepper; Of hortfal Crest- 
tares, there is the Crocodile, ox Alligator ^ which ill'- 
fefts many Rivers and Ponds ; this 'Is a Creature of a 
^©nftrous Size; I have feen one twenty fix Foot long ; 
St moves iwiftly and ftrongly forward, but turn^ 
^cyHTKtbey are impenetrableevery. wber^ but in the 
gye, or Belly; they have four Feet, br'Fins» with 
^vhich they go, or fwim; their ufual Courfc of get- 
ting their Food is to lie on their Backs as dead, then 
a fudden Onfet, they fpring upon their Prey, 
whether Man or Beaft : But 'tis eafily avoided by a 
]^an, by Reafon of an Aromatick Smell that comes 
from the Body, whkh may be fmelt five hundred 
Yards j but if a Man has got a Cold, and carft fmdl* 
jf he has Eyes they are eafily avoided ? for if they 
run right forward, it is but flipping on one Side, for

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tempers. Thcfy, Jay timr Eggs (aboat the Sise of a

Datarally creep into ^ Waten One of thefe Crei- 
tures ivvam after us fifty Yards in Pcrto Morcmi Bay, 
aod lais'd his Hea<d upon the Edge of our Long-Boat, 
which waa deeply ladnii.with Caiks of Watexj our 
Carpenter, who had bMiiUUii|;: of Thdbcr to wood

gave a fort of Shriek, which nobody ever heard before,

ken off the Bark, yoQ mud be beholding to a Saw tt>

^ily gathef'd, and was conveying to my Mouth, but

my Sword in the Scabbard, fell to bdabonr the 
>r Fdlow for his Infolenoe, for I liaving teen 
iiliar widi hiai, and tafc*d* to hiiii along the Roid; 
h ought he made oor old Eaglijh Proverb true, 
rgnfe Inch^ they II take an E/t; but it feem'd the 
^'ellow fav'd my Life by it, for this Fruit, which wai 
^gjyd SL Mangintil A^Uf was rank Poyfon, but what I 
. jai rirr had fnrn or hrinl nf hrfiirr I was fo conecm'd 
the Blows I had given the poor Fellow, thiti 
^a^ve him a Dollar to make him Amends. I remem* 
^ei* I was aftapwards walliing myfelf at a River, in 
^l^e fame Bay, and it raining very hard, I went under 
^ /rree^ to iave my Cloatlu from being wet, and in 
.gy^cifigthem together in a Cavity of fheSlMM^'tht 
^^rofrn of Rain fell on a Mamgwel Tree, and on 
Back, bat in lefs than half an Hour, my FWh 
l^urnM very hot, and white Biifters appear'd upon my 
Skin, infomuch that I was in a high Fever; but a 
' Illatiftre of the Place being with me, ran for fidt Wa* 
ter^ and waih'd roe all over, and afterwards got fome 
OiK ^ dippM my Shirt in it, and put it on my Back, 
wliich gave me Eafe immediately ; but the Spots le*

of our common Sailors, by eating two or three of 
tliefe Allies dy'd in three Days raving mad.

The Spaniards again poflcfiiDg 
it» remaui'd Qomolefted, till Jnno Dom^ 1654, when 
O/mevt CrmnioiU^ thctn Lord Prote£lor» fotd^ oat a 
Fleet of Shqpf to n»ke a Deilcent on Wfpamola, an- 
der the Command of Colonel Vcnahles ; but being 
diiappointed of their Hopes, and meeting with ill 
Succe(s» Aeer'd away for ^amatca^ and on the icth 
of Mcy (after a fldut Refiitance) made tbcBifelvct 
Maflen of it. The Ifiand is fapposM 10 ettitaitt two 
bimlrcd and fifty thou&nd Inhabitaats, Shurct iocla* 
dcd. The chief Towns are, ift, St, Jago^ about fix 
'Miles up the Country. idh\ Fajfage^on.'m^ (ix Miles 
froai that, ylly^ (And indeed the larg^it, before the 
Eanhqoake deftiojf 'd it) Port Rtyal^ it contained n 
thobfiuid Honfet, many of them eouaent Buildings i- 
but as it is now baiit on a, (iaall Neck of Land, 
which forms the Harbour^ I take it to be about the 
Bigaefs of Deptfcrd, At botli Ends 6f the Town is

came on bond, which happened the very next Night, I ^ 
when fomc of the Men coming on board with a |!?^\ 
i^ad of Logwood, the Spaniards caus'd the fix Men | ^% 
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to rand upon Deck, and on Pain of Death, OQt to 
diftovettbeTtath ^fthe Matter, Which' haopen-d aa 
they defirMy for tte Men coming on i>oara careleil/ 

without their Arms, were all feiz'd immediately, and - 
clapp'd in Irons. The reft that were on Shore, won-^ • 
dering at the Stay of the Boat, fent a Canoe with fix 
Men, to know the Reafon of their Delay, which wcrC 
like wife taken In the iiune Trap widi the. former* 
The Man that tbld me this Stofy, was one of chele 
laft Six, who found Means fecrctly in the Middle of 
the Night to flip into the Water, and fwam alhore, 
the* half a League off, where he happily inform^ the 
reft of the Crew (which were forty three) of the 
Mssfortuiie thftt had happen^ to the reft , of their 
Compaqjoos ? Wherenpon th^ confulted what they 
had beft to do; where it was ananimoufly agreed, 
to fcize upon three large Canoes, that lay at the Bot- 
tom of the Bay, that oelong'd to (om^ French Hun^ 
ters that were on Shore ; which was done accordingly : 
On board they immediately c^, well arm'd, and 
lleerM away for their Sloop : Bat as they defign'd to 
trick them die fame Way as the othell had done their 
Companions, they confulted what to Jo if they 
ftiould be difcover'd before they could get on board, 
which was probable enough. At length it was agreed 
to carry on the Plot in otder to deceive them, and as 
fooo as ev^r they could get over the Ship's Side^ tO' 
sdlkalt die Enemy with all tbeVfgonr imagniaUef, 
appointing two or three to rcleafe their Companions, 
and put Arms into their Hands, to be affiflant in re- 
covering their Liberties. Every Thing happen'd as 
was faggefted, for when they came * within half a 
Furlong of the.Vefiel, they wer6 faailM by fonre of 
dieir own Meo^ as it' is tifoa! in fticV Caftar^' Which, 
was anfwerM by then! in the Canoes, with Sweifrins 
and Curling at *em, for not coming afhore with 
their Long-boat, as ordered, but to force 'em to bring 
d»eir Wood Aboard in Canoes. They afk'd from on 
fcow: Wtoy were come with *eaii All (a»- 
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iWcrM they m the Boat) but three, thiit we left f 
ill ore to look after our Arms, and a fmall Remainder 
I^ogwoody which you muft goi^M^ Jctch immedi- 
^tcly witji the Long-boat, (which they pretended ecu 'd 
3r»ot go to 'em before^ by reafon flic had a Hole ^kf 
in her JJow, agatnft a Piece of Rock, that gave *eoi ft 
^reat deal of Trouble in getting her to the Vcffcl.) 
^Jur People fmilM to themfelvcs to hear they had got 
xlielr Lcllon lb ready, in aiking and anfwering tnefc 
iQueliiOQs^ they had reached the Veflfelj ftod getting 
xiimbly up their Side, (key drew from under their 
^"atch-Coat9, their Piaols and Codalhes, and fitil 

fir^d upon the Spamartfj, who were running to feizc 
•»^ni, half unarmed, as not fufpcfling any Rciiftancc : 
•rliofe whofe Oiiice it was to relcafe the Prifoners 
itnder Hatches, did it imniediatelyt by killing the 
t\i/€» Ceatineb that watched over, *em ; and then com* 
jns up with this fre(h Recruit, foM oreroube the 
SfiamardSf and made *cm call for Quarter : Which wa* 
yiot granted till they had thrown down their Arms. 
* VViien they bad furrender'd, they chain'd*em all under 
Hatches; and io the Conquerors became Prifonersi 
and the Prifoners Conquerors. After the AAu>n was 
^ver, they -lookM amr the Dead, which was foond 

to be ^i''*^ Spaniards^ and one Englijhman^ who waS 

iVppos'd to be killed b/ our own Men, in the iril 
Fire. 

Upon this good Succefs, thqr having Notice that 
there tey a rich Ship in the Harboar before the Towa 
of Campitle^ they refolv'd to try their good Fortnnt 

farther, which they contrived as follows : They hpi- 
,iled Spnvijb Colours, and faiKd away immediately for 
the Port of Campeche^ where they arrived by next 
Morning, faktcd the CaftJe and Town with feven 
Goiis. as Friends, and were pakl back the Comple- 
ment. The Shore was filPd wkh Numbers of People, 
to fee iht Etiglijhmen brought afliorc Prifoners; but 
ihcy vvere miilaken. The Ship which they had a De- 
jiga iipoa la/ .about a X^eague from thf 7'qw°> 
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ving arrived km. two Days before, but was to jput far* 
thcr in that Very Evenings before the Sea-Breezc 

' feil'd » our Men boarded hicx on the Starboard Side, 
whick lay from the TowUp and todk Hov wilhoofi 
firing aQln, cnt her CabltSt and WfA^ out ioSca» 
before the ToDm knew what was*theMMerf Bntas 
foon as ever they fmelt the Trick, a Spanijh Man of 
War of thirty. Guns (being all that was in the Har- 
bour) flipped her Cables* and crouded all the Sail (he 
CM*d, to come up with ns ; we finding ihe gained 
npodniy caU*d a Conodl, and at hft refol/d to bring 

mp inoft of onr Spmiti/t Prifenen bound, and expofe 
*eni to the whole Fire of the Enemy. Which fuc^- 
ceeded accordingly, for the Ship coming dofe up to . 
OS (without any firing on either Side) commanded us 
aoftrike. Upon that we orderM the 5/^7ff/^ Captain 

-to ky befofo 'cm their Conditionf which profited Ik* 

' lie at firll* bot after many Inlreaiiei from them, and 
Threatnings from us, the others were prevailed upon 
to ileer off, and make towards the Town, while we 
made the beft of our Way. fiat the Spaniard making 
up to the Town agaioy was met by feveral arm*d 
Sonts^ with the Governor himfidf-m one of them; who 
gave a ftriA Command noc to regard aiiy '^bing, boff 
nfe all poflible Means to retake the Ship, and the Py- 
rates (as they terra'd us.) When we perceived the 
Boats making up to the Ship, and obferv'd her tack 
about to ^ive .us Chace^-we gue&'d' at the ^Matter, 
mid finding ihe gain'd upon us, we pnt ourfeWea 
into a Poftnre of Djrfence^ and proposed to engage her « 
in the Prize we took laft, which carry 'd I'wenty 
Guns : We mufter'd our Men, and found we had 
fevcnty one ; but then we had two hundred Spanijh 
Prifoners, who, we fear'd, if by any Accident they 
ibouU get loofe, might prove onr Ruin; whereapoit 
« Confmt was immediatdy held to put moiPi^ them 
to Death. Upon which the Captain of the firft 
Prize Rood up, and faid (in pretty good EtrgUJh} 

GeutlemeOi you h^ve taken us fairly^ and done no 
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ore than we onrfelv^s did to youjf^iow feeing' 
Ship which purfues us, and gains dpon us every 
eelitt ia comine in mtler to fig^t you, we (hall 
_ %, more ^trertain Di^er by it, by hmngjow Pri- 
i£yoaejqpofe«»tddieFii«oftheirCanttoli, iff 
did bdbre; and if they do really fire, I may ^ 
ell take them for an Enemy, as you, fince we arc 
to receive the moft Damage.

Arms. After we had fettled every Thing, we 
Ijijr by, <feeing it impoffible to efcape without Fight* 
jjig) in order for their coming up to us, which they 
^^.iA'ii,ifaort Time, and'XonuDg within Hail, they 
ordered us to ftritce inunediatety, and mdce no Kefift- 
j^nce, or clfe they would have no Regard to thrir 
Friends on board our Ship, but fink or take us, and 
^at every Man of us to Death. Upon which the Sfa* 
^ij^ ..C^P^ixi that was our Prifoner, made Anfwer, 
•That if they offiBr^d to fire a Gun, every Spaniard 
board xdTolv'd to fight agatnft *efn as Enemies^ 
VV^hich was -anfwcrM, They muft obey the Gover*»- 
jH>r's Orders, who had juft left 'em, and was re-i 
furn'd on Shbre. Upon this they fired a Broadfide 
^pon OS, but we. returned, it immediately with our 
' * . fmay- 
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flnall Arms, and great Gans, which W«rc well ply'd 
by our Spamjh Prironers. The Fight continued half 
an Hour with ail the Fierceneft imaginable : at lad 
the Spaniard prepared to boivd us with his Boats at 
Ae MM Time, bat Tfere wetif M br^dyi attdifo* 
dttn a ged bf otir Haad*Gtaiuido^; dtft they -were- 
obliged to make to the Ship with great Lofs. The 
Hand-Grauado *s ftood us in great Stead, for we dif- 
patch'd three or foar of our Men into the Main«Top, 
wbo fom llieBce difcharg'd federal Grana(jo*9j that b/. 
tbek OWQ Report ldlL*dr amd woonded above tiurtjr 
Ifeo. Vbejr fltlempted to bosnf^* m mce i^n,;aiid< 
came on briikly with firing and loud Shouts, eo4!er<** 
rify us ; but we retum'd 'cm their Shouts and Firing 
with Intereft, for with a lucky Shot we drove away

Ailing 'em ; but that was not once thought of^ for 
Defire of Revenge made Us fight like Furies. The 
next Broadfide we gave 'em, ftruck away their Rud- 
der, which rendered *em incapable .of Peering- their. 
Veffidy or tacking about: Upon ndiidi we ptrcdiving' 
what hadhappen^ tack*d about,, ami with a Broad- 
^de that lak'd her Fore and Aft, kill'd 'em, by their

^ fc>cr taken (after fighting on our Side) they muft all in* 
^vitably fu ft er Death ; Which prov'd happy for us; 

it had been impoffible to have efcap^d *€m, even if 
^1 the ^pamarib on board had flood neater. 

. >^ftcr we had clear*d oar Veffel (rf the Blood aod 
jke9A Men, and fcfrefli^d oarfelves, we call'd up onr 
<lpamA ^^<^^vs^ that they might refreih themfelvcs 
Jikewife, and rieturn'd the others (who had fought fo 
t>ravely in our Defence) our hearty Thanks ; and the 
.Sf^^^^J^ Captain cxprefs'd himfelf fo handfomely, that 
^cir Mailer ^y ofer'd him oor Sloops VidnaU'd add 
^ady iittedjip, to do tdiat he thought fit with. ITpoa 
tiiis kind Offer, the Captain fmird, and told him, he 
^ould not take k without buying ; And as for Mo- 
fiey, I have not a hogleDoUar, (purfued he) but if 
yoVk)X liftcn (o a Stratagem of niiiie» V\\ engage to 
i^ifli yoa with Money for your VeSd, and lome-^ 
thing oter and above. With that he proposed to take 
£ix of the Spaniards that had fought for us, and in oaf 
J^ng boat to go on Shore to the Governor^ and de- 
joiand a Kanfom for the Prifoners we had taken; 
which was agreed to : Accordingly they went a- 
fhore, and told theGovemorr if he did not unmc- 
diacely fend fifty Dollars a Man, for two huadred

common Sailor had to his Share 800/. Moreover the 

Captain ordered me in particular 200 /. more, for the 
Service 1 did in Swimoii^g aibore . iuipmeiv'^t to 
sive 'em Notice. 

. After eodiM hkStoiy, I .tfc'd hifo how he had 
unproir'a hit Money- from thai Time ? Pflia I (fiud 
he) that, and five Times as much, is gone fince then. 

And this is no \^onder, for Sailors are fuch Fools, 
that what they get with the utmoft Danger, they 
fpend as the meane;il Trifies. We faJI'd before the 
wind iix Days together, tpwft|i)t the Bay, but on the 
fevcfitk, the Clouds darfcen'd, and the WcUdn fecni*ii 
all on Fire, by Times, With Lightaing» and the 
Thunder roar'd louder than ever I heaid it in my 
Life ; in Ihort, a dreadful Hurricane approached, 
whieh was fufpeded by a deceitful Calm, and Show- 
en of Rain, Defcrib*d by the ioiflutable ibah/ptaf 
thus : * .

TheStorm lafted with all its Violence three Hours, 
^ipd at loft infenfibly abated, till it was flark Calm, 
jigiil not one Breath of Wind was ftirring, ooi aoy 
Sign of'Oiiet b&ta little Froth M* the Suiftce. 
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en of Rain: This Cloud comes down in Form of a 
Pipe of Lead of a vaft Tbkkntb, and by the Force 
of the Sun fucks 1^ a great Qmitity of Water. ^ 
ilood ao Hour to dbftwe it ; aftor it Mad contiiitt^d 
about half an Hour in the Water, it drew up tnireii* 
fibly, by degrees, till it was loft in the Clouds ; but 
in the doling of the fame, it Ihut out fome of the 
Water, which feU into the Sea again, with aNoife like- 
thatofThundaTrUdoccafion^d a Smoke m the-Walery. 
dttt lafted for a confideraMeTSma. The SaBors id-^ 
fbrm'd me, that thefe Water*Spoat8 fometimee did- 
great Damage to Ships that by Calms were too near 
*cm when they fell. One Fellow told me, that he , 
&w a fiark of fixty Tun fuck'd out of the Sea by 
oncof*em, which causM the breasting of the S^pOtttf. 
aadOmk thoVcfftl witbtheFaU of ttoWmm. Iir 
tlbtSiriigifs, fi^e»ShipsappitNKh thifeailf flhgHies, 
they fire ofF a Gun, and that breaks *em before they 
come too near. The Perfon told me, that at the- 
Pall of Water, the Sea was curi'd as much as if you 
had thrown a large Stone into a ftan£ng Pond ioC 
Water. . We hafe finaetiiiieft at a OiAance km ioarw- 
tecD <k Itfrnn at a Tisae^at Work, bat I never tmr 

one fo large as this. 

In the Evening we caught a (mall Shark, with 
two fucking Fifhes that ftuck dofe to her till laid on 
the Deck, and then dropped dowa of their own Ac-* 
card. I Tiiis ia aUow'd tiie iS^MTii of die AocieMis 
It ii aboot Ithe Bignefs of a Madtrd, *w||k a flat 
Head, and is of a griftly Subftance. Thefe flick to 
the Sides of Veffils very frequently, and fometimes 
.fwim upon the Surface of the Water, and are even 
caught with a naked Hook. J have fometimes^ieen 
thefe f^flies Akkiag to a Logof Wood^ in ihe Waicr»< 
When .we hog^d our Ship (a Hog is an infirimeat 
of fix Foot fquare, fomething like a Harrow, affid> 
Stumps of old Blooms fix'd clofc in the middle Part) 
this is put to the Bottom of the Ship, wiiii a Rope 

hetcm and another afc^ fix d to the C^ayliand^ which 
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^Milteydfel fmtU SomofFil^^^ IlMveieet 
ja^iany of *cm m the Hog together, with Baraicks and 
^^ilers, and feveral other Shell-fifli. 

Oaobir the 6th, we anchorM at 7riji I/land^ iu 
slie Bi/ of Campiiie, and fent our Men aflioic at 
^gnMf9od'Criikf to Mi fon the LogwwMUGatfeOir 
^fip ioiviodiatdy caflie on Imrd. The Bargain wai 
/k>on ilruck, and in Exchange for our Rum and Su* 
^rar, and a little Money, we got in our Lading in -

Now A jgetting op to Jamaita again, seBeiaily 
e^€a up two Months, becaufe we are oblig^ to ply 

the Way to Windward, One Day it being ftark 
<^alxn, I went into the Water to walh myfelf, tho' 
J was difluaded by all the Sailors, by reafon of that 
^>Mlft being infefted with Sharks, which often aiTault 
pMV^ «id bite joiF a IJmb: fiat being these had not 
fy^eo luay feeii that Day, I woa'd ventore, yet ty*d n 
^ope about me, for fear of any Accident that mi^ 
^appen^ or the Wind ftriking up of a fudden. But I 
yxgid not been long in the Water, be^e they cry'd 
ft^m the Gttooel, a Shark ! But I thhdciig they had 
^nly bantered, as fometiiiies they do« when any one k 
in Water, did not inind *eni, till at hft they pul- 
led me by main Force, up the Side of the Ship ; when 
j^^king into the Water, I faw a fwinging large Shark, 

^ white Belly turn'd up in oida to bite at me, j 
XJfon which I thanked God and good Friends that 
liad pre? ciiied hinif by fwiftly palling me ap 1 thoogh" 
the Rope had robb*4 fSkt Skhi, and fomePart of 
ffiy Flefh, with the Force. Now a Shark cannot 
get his Prey, without firft turning himfelf upon his 
becaufe their upper Jaw is much larger and 
longer than their under : Which often pievenu 

I one Day weift down Into the Hold, to bottle 

off a fmall Parcel of Wine jhat^^iad there, for fear 
it wotil d i i awf and .ft oT being ff*t6iy cleanly Place, 
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I was foon ia a filthy Pidc]« : Coming upon Deck 
^^gaiAt 1 wanted to clean myfelf, bu| 4id not care to 
go into the Watcr» as before* fp imr ipto tbe.Boal 
a-Seni, that we ho ifli jgrboard iw the- Mbniitig, t# - 

look ^fcer a Wreck that we difcover'd upon the Wa- 
ter: Being in the Boat, I began to vvaih myfdf, and 
when I had drefs'd my/elf again, ) pulPd a Book out 
of my Pockcly and £ue Reading niihe Boat 2 when» 
beface I ms ave«nef t Ston^.begi^.^ liie, fo tbac X 
could not get ap the ShipV Side as nfuai, bnt calPid 

* for the Laoder of Ropes, that hangs over the Ship's 
Quarter, in order to get up that Way ; bat whether 
it was not failen'd above, or whether it broke thro' 
HottenneTs, as being ieldom. us'd, I can't tell, but 
down I fell into xhp Sea ; and though the Sliip (as 
they- told me afterwards) tiick'd about tp take ttie up, 

* if k was poflible ; yet I loft Sight of 'em, thro' the 
Du&dnefs of the Evening, and the Storm together* 
Now I had the moil difmal Fears that could ever 
pafleis any one in my Condition: I.was.forc'd to ^ 
drive with the Wind, which fate (by good Fortune) 

with the Cnmnt^ and having kept myfelf above Wat 
ter, as near as I could guefs in this Fright, four Hours; 
1 fck my Feet every now and then touch Ground ; 
and at !aft, by a great Wave, was thrvwn and left 
upon the Sand ; yet, it being dark, l knew not what 
to do; bat I got op and walk'd, as weU as my m% 
Uifib§ would Jet i^ei and every naw andthea-wae ^ 
Wataken by the Waves, but not high enough' to 
Wh me away. 

When I had got far enough, as I thought, tob^ 
out of Dang(^ai 1 could not di(cover any Thing of 
X«Md, and I immediately conje£Ur'd that it was bitt 
Bank of Sand^ that the Sea wopM overflew al 
l^h Tide: Wheieupon I late down to reft my^ 
weary Limbs, and fit myfelf for Death, for that was 
all I could exped, in my own Opinion. Then alt 
my Sins came liy inn^my Face, which I repented 

itf witb aUthe«iad^ie^iM^> lofief'd up my 

fervent 
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fervent Prayers to our 'Almighty Creator, not for my 
.Safety (becaufe I did not cxpeft^y foch Thing") bat 
^al) my paft Qffeatetl and I n^ay redly^fe^, 1 c«» 
^fltdmy I>Mfi)liiii0ii Wittl^limieft that inade hie 
-t*iilk'fhlrflMdeFmf l^eace^vith Heaven. At laft I fWl 
dfleep, (tho* T try'd all I could againft it, by rifing up 
^nd walking, till I was obligM thro' Wearinefs to lie 
- ^own again.) In the Morning when I aWak'd, 1 was 
junaz'd to find myfelf ambhg foufor-fite'Very low 
fi^ndy Illaiids, bot all feparated half * ]|f He* or more 
^as I guefs'd) by the Sea. With that I b^gan to be a 
little chearful, and walked about to fee if I find 
^ny thing that was eatable, but to my grea^Grief I 
found nothing' but a few Eggs, that I was obliged to 
cflit JttW ; this laid my Condition btKbre my l^yes in 
moft horNfid Manner, and the Fear of ftarving 
^licaMto mo €0 be worie than that of drowning | 
and oft did I wifli that the Sea had fwallow'd me, 
j-ather than thrown me on this defolate Ifland : For I 
cou*d perceive by the Evennefs of 'em, that they were 

I fiot inhabited either by Man, or Beaft, or any Thing 

etftt btn Rats, and feveial Sorts of FowL 
. Upon this Ifland there was'fome fcw Boflies bf % 

' Wood they calPd Burton Wood, which us'd to h6 

* say Shelter at Night ; but to compleat my^Mifer}', 

■B .there was not to be foiind one Drop of frefli Water on 
iUk^lfkiitA I fo chat I was forc'il to drink my own Urine 

^ * fof two dr three Days tegctheri ifrfaieh' made my 
f Skin come oifF like the Peel of a boiPd Codlin. At 



Strange Cktamancesindeed'l to wtOi to be devoor < 
alive, as the leifcr Misfortune. 

I had liv'd a Week here upon Eggs only, whej 
by good Fortune, upon a Bufh I difcover'd z Booh 
Acting, I ran immediately, as^|||ft as I couM, as 
Kith aSckk kAock'4 hisi 4o«tnr I ner^r-Gonfider 
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whether it was proper to eat or no, but i fuck'd the ^ 
Hood, and eat the Fieifa, with futh a Pleafure as none * 
can exprefs, bat cheat that have felt the Fain of* 
Hnnger to the fame Degree jas myfdf. After I had 

devoured this Banquet, I walk'd about, and difcover'd 
many more of theie Birds, which I flew. ' * 

Now my Stomach being pretty weil appeas'd, I' 
bcpn to confidcr, whether I could not, with two' 
8tM»» inftlns a Fire, as I bid feen Biath in Jamenea : ^ 
I txf A with all the Wood I coald get, and at hdl' 
kappily did it. This done, I gathered fome more* 
Sticks, and made a Fire, pick'd ieveral of my Bot>hiej, 
and broii'd them as well as I cou'd ; and now 1 re- 
folvM to corae to an Allowance. This Bmi is a Water 
Fowl, about thd Bigneft of a large Crow ; of grey 
Coioar; it ha» long flrtmg BiD, and Feet Kke a: 
Dodc, and tHe ^leflr feemM to me to tafle fometMfigf 
like a Duck*s, but ftronger, and a little Fifliy : And 
it is luch a Booby, that it will not get out of your- 
Way without beating. ' . > . 

At'Night I and the reft of my Fellow-Inhabitants, 
hal a pttx Stem of Rain and Than^, with the; 
itUoft L%%tnit)g r had ever feen, ^htbh well' wafhM^ 
•s al^ I believe ; as for mylelf, my Cloaths (which 
were only a Pair of thin Shoes and Thread Stockings, * 
and a Cotton Waiftcoat and Breeches) were foundly* 
wet; but 1 had this Happinef8,^to £nd in the Mom** 
ing feveral Caviciea of Rmi-Wafeinry which pat in mjr 
mad a Thought of making a deep Wdl, or hoHovr' 
Race, that I might have Water continually by me, [ 
which I brought to Perfeftion in this Manner : I 
took a Piece of Wood J found on the llland, and- 
pitched upon a Place under nBurtm Tree, where 
with my Hands and ^ Stick together, I dug a Hde* 
or Well,, ^eaott^ fiO cootani a Hogfhead of Wa* 
Ifer, then put in Stones and pav'd it, and got io and 
ftampM 'em down hard all round, and with my 
Sticks beat the Sides clofe, fo that I made it capaUo 
af holding Water, fox a long Tim^. 

Sat 
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Bttt BOW die Difficidcy was, how to get the Water 

thare, which at laft I conlriv'd very well, for with 
tny Shirt I cfFeSed it, by fuaking it in Water for 
fomc Time, and then afteiVards it wou'd bear it 
very well i fo with this HoUand Backet I cou*d cany* 
two Gallons of Water at a Time, which woa*d qot 
teak oat above a Pint, in two hundred Yards i to ta 
- two Days Time I had fill d my Well. 

Now I began to think of Life again for awhile, 
for I had ready broil'd forty .of thefe Boobies, 
dtffigoiittr 10 allow myfelf half a one a Day. I 
alfo mMo.jB^feir aCapboard' of Earcbt mvdng 
Water with it, which was four Foot io Xeogch* 
three in Heighth, and two in Breadth, though it 
lailed but four Days, the Sun dr\ ing it fo faft, 
that it crack'd, and afterwards fell in Pieces. 
What mod amazM me, and pleas'd me together, 
titfit my Boobies coAtfaiv*d fweet without the 
teaft Taint. I had a fmalt (Md prmted by Ebuwri 
ivhich I had by good Fortune pot in my Breecto 
Focket, when I was going up the Lacfder of RopcSf 
:gURd by being prels'd dofe was xxot quite fpoilM, 
tiut only the Cov^ off, and fiainM a little with the 
Wet. This was a great Mitigation of my MUhx- 
tcHMs, for i cooldento^nmyfelfin this Book, vader - 
^Burton Bulh, till I fell afleep. I remained always 
in good Health, only a little troubled with the Head- 
Ach, for want of a Hat, which I loft in the Water, 
jft. falling down fiom the Ladder of Ropes. But I 
remedy 'd this as well as I could, by gathering ^ 
jWcel Chicken- Weed (which* grows there lo 
plenty) and ftrevving it over the iS*^/ /i3.;-Biillics, un- 
der which I fate. Nay, at laft, finding my Time 
snight be longer there than I expefled, I tore off one 
^ the Sleeves of my Shirt, and Un*d a Wooden Cap, 
ebat. I had made of green Sprigs, and twifted with 
the green jBark that I peePd off, Co that if I hsd 
been feen in this Figure, I ihottid have^ ^fP^'^' 
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like a M^dman^ with Uie Baflbd ^ a Cudgel 
Us Head* 

One Day oraung from Waihing myfelf (which I 
iifed o<m to do 10 cool me) I kdiid afloanciiig In 

die Water, and taming myHead, to fee from whence 
the Noife came, I faw che oddeft FUh, I believe, that 
ever was known. It liad (as I fuppofe) chas'd fome 
other Fifli very eagerly, apd run itielf too far on 
the Sand, and the Tide being illnoft at the loweft, 
k had left ft there. It was (as near as I ooo^d gueft ) 
about fifteen Foot long ; It had a Head like a mit^, 
and oQt of the Mouth came two Horns curled tike a 
Ram's Horn, only twice as large ; it had but one 
Eye, and that was at the Extremity of the Nofei 
it Teemed, as it floonc^d* to be fometlung of a chaag^ 
able Alh-Coto«r, with a Tail that tqier'a to tKe 
End in a (harp Point : It look'd fo terrible to me^ 
that I was afraid to approach it ; as it labourM 
It feem^d to groan ; it lay in this Hole of Water 
half an HoUr^ with its Body in, and its Tail out ; 
and as fooB as the Tide came up to it, it ihakcd 
itsTia to and 60, as ^JDog doies when he feeras 
pleat^, all che while it felt the Water ; it firuggled 
hot now and then, and at lad, when the Water was 
pretty high, it turn'd its Head, and made a Noife 
fomething like the Clucking of a Hen with CfaickenSy 
but louder % and when if had Water enoogh fo 
Avim away, it lay moving up and' down ^ 'qoait^r 
of an Hour, being as I fuppofe hurt with its itrug* 
gling. But when it had rccover'd itfelf, (as I ima- 
^inM ) it gave a Spring into deep Water, and I iiiw 
ii no more. 

I had been here now a Month by my %eckomt^t 
and in that Time my Skin look'd «s if it had been 
Tabb'd over with Wahiut-Shells. I had a Mind 
icveral Times to have fwam to one of rhc other 
Jflands ; but a«? they look'd only like Heaps of 
Sand, I thought ! had got the bcii L'irth, lo con- 
tented myfdf \vith my owa Station* BQahUs i could 

get i 
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ret enottgh, (who on the Ground) and aootlier 
lird that lays the Eggs which I us'd to ^at, but I 
nevejr yenturM to talte of 'em, though as their Eggs 
^ere gCKK^iWi^ipuiy fupi^e their Fle(h was fo too: 
- JSut hpweifiBVtX.was fo well fatisfifd with myA^iuh 
th$t I did ntt care to try Experinents. 

This Ifland, which I was upon, feem'd to me to 
he about two Miles in Circumference, and was al- " 
inofl round, and pq the fVefi Side there is a good 
^(kji^oring-pla(e, for the*W^^^^ ^^^f within 

lpf99^f^fi^om of^tk^ ^mp' God fbfgiYiii nir>.M I 

to liav^vlHMt Cofl^panioDi in mfWh 
,iortu|ie, and hopM every Day either to have (km 
fome Veffel come that Way, or a Wreck, where per- 
J hapsy I might have found fome Neceffaries which I 
wanted ; I would often obeck myfdf in thefe 
Cogitations, as^nqt ^K^afing 4 Chriftian, yet they 
^ Imiis^d as; often. aw^e.i^i.iny^Mifd, ip Spfte of ^ifl 
Pevotioii and other good Thoughts; i( btvfg 
'natural to defire Company. I ufed to fancy, that 
if I fhou'd be forced to ftay there long, I (hou'd 
forget my Spimh; fo I u&d to Ul}c aloud^ afk my- 
/isU Qgd|ion8| and anfwer 'em/ bot if any Body 
lii^.b^n by to have heard me, they woa'd.certiunb^ 
have thought me bewitched, : I afed to aflc my^ 
fuch odd Queftions. All this while I cou'd not !»• 
form myfelf , where, I was, or how near any lah^- 
bited Place. ^ 

One Morning (which I took to be the 8th of No- 
n^imber) a violent Storm. i|ro&, which continued till 
. Noon ; when in the mean rime I obferv'd a Bark la^ 
bouring with the Waves for feveral Hours, and at 
iaft, with the Violence of the Terapeft, was perfcaif 
thrown out of xhe- Water upon the Shore, within a 
* Qgartcr of a Mile from the Place where I oblervM 
Vm. I ran to fee if there was any Body I cou'd be 
affifting to, where I found four Men ( being all that 
was in the Veflel) bufy about faving what tbey could 
i)ttt of her : When I ca^e up with 'cm, and haird 
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em' in EngUJh^ they fcem'd mightily fur^^'d ; they \ 
afk'd me ho^ I c^n^e tho'e, and how long I had 
been there ? When I told 'em ray S(Qiyf • they were

out lying, I never was i^ore rejoic'd in my^ w^hole 
Lifei foir tjiey ' liad ^{a tk^a^xli pt^ty of every thing 
Ibr k ih^dvc^o^th,^ and not/ any Hung fpoilU 
Hi^heu' lading (which was Logwood) they had thrown . 
over board to lighten the Ship; which was the Oc- 
cafion of the Wind forcing her fo fer : Had they 
kept io their Lading they wou'd have bulg'd in tlys 
8mb half a qii^jffqf'of a Milcirbm the FJace^wheiit 
Ihey di^^^ thii Sea flying over Vnv*woaM not . \ 
only have'fpoil'i tjhcir Provmons, but perhaps becii 
the Death of *em all. By thefe Men I underitood 
where we were, 1;/%. upon one of the Ifles of Alcra* 
nes^ which are fiveJUands, or rather large Banks of 
Sand^ (^r there is not .a Triee. nor Bafli upon any 
ijpt' that vvlceii ti^e were) th^ lie in t^e Latitude of 
Twenty. tWo lichees tforth^ twenty- five Leagues from 
*yucatafty arid about fixty from Campeche Town. ' 
•We work'd as fall as we cou'd, and got out every 
'fhing that Wou*d be ufeful to us before Night* 
•Vft had fix Barrels of fait Beeff three of Pork, two 
of ^eafe, aifd two of Flower, and deven Barrels or 
BIftet ; a fiiiall Copper, and Von Pot ;' feveral 
wearing Cloaths, and a fpare Hat, which I wanted 
mightily : We had befides feveral Cags of Rum, 
and one of Brandy; and a Ched of Sugar, with 
nuiny other Things of Ufe : Some Gnn-Po wder, and 
Fowling-Pieee. We took off the Sails from the 
Yards, and with fome Pieces of Timber erefled a 
Tent big enough to hold twenty Men, under which 
wc put their Beds, that we got from the Bark. 'Tis 
true we had 00 Shelter from the Weather, for the-

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Trcc$ were fo low they were of no Ufc to us. 
tiow thought myfetf b a Palace, ttid wai at m&t^t 
I iaJi befah iLt Jamaica, 4r c^en Ht home in mf 
o^X:&ntryi I cMM jiiik^bMr tnd then, and.tdi* 
mcny Tale. In Ihoft, when we had been lliiic 
fomc time, we began to be very eafy, and to wait 
contentedly, till iriovidenee (hou'd fetch us out of thii 
Illnid. The Bsuk lay upoii the Sands, fifty Y^dj 
jfrom the ^Vkt^ ^hth at the Ughefti, ik itm l p'^ 
to Ke.U lite Chbin, by flieiie wM Mjwe 
Beds aftiore^ than was for my four Companion?, 
isir/«. Tbomas"kandal, of Cork in Ireland, (whofe Bed A 
yjftza laigeft, which he did me the Favour to fparc ^ 
^ Pitt of ^ now'' and thin, when ffic Wind wa^ high, 
and I did not care to lie pn boH) JW^Wif^/V^r f 

r/i, and iJ^///^ MiMUtok, CftO^ivj in the o/WiHe. 
ThefeMc^; with eight others, fct put of /*ar/-%tf/ 
about a Montli after us, boiipd for the fame Place : 
Bot Ihofe otliers lying and wandring too far 

up Hi the Country, wefe lAe^ sii'twf^pposU by f^^^^ 
Spaniards and Indians, who ftt upon ^em : Yct by all 
Appearance, they fought defperately, for whenfttt. I 
Randal and Mr. MUdleton went to fcek for /"*' ^ 
Jgfc, found, all ^he eight dead, with mtn Indtans, 
and Spamards i all ihejngmmen had (cveral 
Ctttiin dieirHcad*^ Arms, Bi«affs,£ifr. that iMc K 
very plainly appear, they had Ibid their Lives imnf* 
They were too far up in the Country, to bring dojW 
their dead; fo they were oblig'd to dig aHoie|P 
the Earth, and put 'em in, as they lay in their Uoatns. 
Jis for th^ hidianytixdSfaniaris, ,lhey ttrip d em ana 
left Vm above Ground, as they found em, and maoe 
all the Halte they could to imbark, for fear o» 
other unlucky Accident that might happen. ■ 
fct fail as Ibon as ever they came on board, andmaflc 
the bcft of their Way for la»uiha, till they were 
overtaken by the Storm that fhipwrcckM tm on 
hU%€ Shift yiand (as I bad nam'd it.) When l^^^ 
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diem of the ftwge FUh I had ken, there was not 

any of 'em, but Mr. Mufgra^Cy that had ever fcea 
the like, and he told mc, when he was a Prifoner in 
Mixico^ he had feen one there, and they calTd it the 
hm Fijh I but he told me, I was miftaken concern- - 
log the Eyes^ for they were on the I'op of the Head» 
but very: fmatt not bigger than^ aMulket-fiall; and ' 
that which I took for an Eye, was a Hole that they 
fometimes fpouted Water through, . This that he faw 
at Mexicoy was carried about for a Shew in a Cart,' 
but it was but eight foot and a half in Length, and wa» 
by Order of the Viceroy, fent two Leagues into the 
Bay, to be buiy*dt for it ftank (0 tntdet ably». they 
were afraid it woald breed an InfiiQion. 

Now we had all Manner of Fifliing-Tackle with 
OS, but we wanted a Boac to go a little Way from 
Shore to catch Fifh, therefore we fet our Wits to 
work, in order to make fome Manner of Kngioe, ^ 
and at lalt we pitched uppn this odd ProjeA: We took 
foL Caiks,-and tarrM them all over, then ftopp'd up 
the Bongs with dork, and naiPd them dole down 
with a piece of tarr'd Canvas, thefe fix Cafks we 
tyM together with fome of the Cords of the Veife/, 
and upon them we placM the Skuttles of the Deck; 
and hx'd them, and made it fo ib-ong, that two 
Men might eafily fet upon them, but Jo\ fear a;Ssorm 
AottM happen, we tyM to one End of her a Qoil or 
two of (mall Rope, of five hundred fathom long, 
which we iix'd to a Stake on the Shore j T hen two 
of them went out, (as for my Part, I was no Fiflier-r 
man) in Order to fee what Succefs they (hou'd have, 
out returned with only one Nurfe^ a Fifh fo called, 
^Qt^ two Foot long, fomething like a Shsg-k; only 
ttsSkin is vory rough, and, when dry, will do tho 
fcme Office as a Seal Skin. The fame boil'd in Le- 
IBon Juice, is the only Remedy in the World for ihe 
Scurvy, by applying fome of the Skin :o the Caifs 
of your Legs, and rubbing your Body with fome 

the Lquor* once or twice. We fent oat but - 
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JFiAenncii fh^ next Day again, and they ^tft'd 

%vith two old l/ i^esf and a young S/jarl:, about 
rvvo Foot long; which we drefs'd for Dinner, and 
trhey prov'd excellent eating. In the Morning fol- 
lowing, we kiird a yoang Sea/, with oar Fowling- 
Fi«ce ; but firft ihe wa» fo kind ta t;ive me a tiow 
<^n the Fbtfehead, thiit cut tte Skitiv and bkd VBiy 

jiitich? which was done with her Fins, for as thef 
run towards the Water, they throw backwards the 
ravel, as Horfes do when they gallop hard ; this 
iaited, and it eat very weU» after lying twa or 
Sbree Days in the Brine. 

We paft our Time in this Mah Shift Ijlani^ (for we 
liad given it thw Name) as well as we could ; wc in- 
vented feveral Games to divert ourfelves : One Day, 
^vhcn we had been merry. Sorrow (as after Gaiety 
often happens) ftole infenfibly on us all. I as being 
the youngeft, began to reflefk on" my lad Condition, 
in fpending my Youth on & barren Land^ without 

. I^opes of being ever redeemM. Whereupon, Mr. 
Randal^ being the eldeil, rofe up and made tSefoDoW* 

•ing Speech, as nigh as 1 can remembcY; 

Mr/ Falconer, and my fellow-Sufferers; but *tis 
to you (poindng at me) that I chiefly aidrefs my 
Speech, ifeing you; fcem to ^fpair of a Red^tion 
Irom this Place, niwe than any other. Is the 
Providence of a Power Supream fheWri in Ac* 
cident in the Life of Man ; even you ycurfelF, HcWr 
jtiuch better is your Condition now, than you coua 
have imagin'd it Wou'd have been a Month ago? 
There is a Virtue in Manly SuiFering, and to repine^ 
Teems to doubt of the AU-fecing Power, which regu- 
lates our Aaions. If you feem confeictos of yo^^^ 
deferving (as a Funiilimcnt for any Crime you' aa^« 
committed) what has happened to you, why do yott 
not with a contrite Hearty lift up your Voice to Hea* 
vco, »nd fincerely rfc Forgivenefs of all your patt 
Oilbnces, and tttfit Way free yourfelf of thofe grojs 
Errofs that are crept into your weak Fadth.^ Thu* 
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yoatjiat the Divhie Pmvideneie thsLt aJk Jonas ttoik 
the Bowels of the WlaU, has Mt the fmt Flower 

ftill left, to aid and fetch ds from this Place. 

Here (purfu'dhe) we have every Thing that can 
be required to fatisfy Nature ; we have Beds to he 
on^ and a Covering from the Weather ; we have 

. Krovttons for a Twelvemouch/ and if we fhould 
contimie here a longer Time» we* need not fear fiarv* 
ing, the verjr Ifl^d pfoddcitig wherewfthil to fup* 
port Nature, as Eggs and Fovvh ; and tho' there is 
Ho River or Rivulet of frefh Water, yet it rains (o 
/fequently, we need not fedr even that, being we - 
have Veffels enough to fave it in : You have the 
lead Reafoft to fpom at Providence of any one her^, 
diat had only a Hole iit the Earth tb fave yoi^r Wa^ 
tw, which had > not lafted tvPo Days longer, bfcfoife 
we (very happily for you) were thrown On Shore. • 
Is there not a Providence In being thrown on Land, , 
when you cxpeded drowning before tJie Morning 
dawn'd, whfch happened otherwife? Is there not a 1 
Providence in getting Fo6d, whefi you tepefted tp 
•arve? Is there not a Providence in getting Fire' bjr 
fdbbing two S.icl.^, which you know yoa couIJ 
not effedl fince, tiio* we have all endeavourM at It ? , 
Was it not a Providence, that your Boobies remain'd ' 
fvreet, even till theDa^ that we came her^j And' 
was it not a Provident thai we were thrown here, 
which brought you all Sorts of Provifions^ {I mean 
A 'that U nccelfary) with Flint, and Steel, and other 
Utenfils? And can you then doubt of a farther 
Providence, that have had nil thefe ? BefiJes, even 
Company is fome Allay to Sorrow 5 you were aionc 
before, and had only yourfelf to talk t6. 6ur Bark . 
is ftrong and firm, and by degrees^ 'I ddo*^' dout>t 

. but with Time .and mach Labour, to get her into the 
Water again. I have been a board her this Mcrniug 
when you were all afleep, and examined her carefully 
^infide and out, and fancy our Liberty may foou be 
eSci^ed * i only wonder we have never thought be- 
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fore of clearing the Sand from our VeHel, which once 
done, I believe we may launch her out into deep 
^ater j we have all our Tacklings, Sails and MalU • 
«itire, without Damage ; I don*t ^Nurof thcMer^ 
of God in working oar Deliverance^ whofe Ways 
paft the Knowledge of os poor infignificant Mor- 
tals. I mylelf have more than once, been in the lame 
or worfe Condition. 
- ^ In a Voyage I made twelve Years a^o, I fiiffcr'd 
Shipwreck, and not one Perfon fav'd^'but myfctf: 
I fet out from the City of Cari in IreUmi, on boirda 
»ark bound for the Bahkk^ we pafs^ the Straigbu of 
JE jff^ m Helfinbmrgh, without meeting any Thing 
jxiflfianal; when one Evening it began to Thunder, 
Xighten, and Rain prodigioufly ; the Storm was fo vio- 
lipnt, that we expcfted every Moment, when we (hould 
Ije drove on Shore on the Coatt of Swndknd, or 
Jfonvay, and be dafli'd to Pieces. The Storm con* 
daued fo long, that all our Malls came by the Board, 
oar VdTcl fprung a Leak, and the Water gain'd upon 
- us every Moment; at.Iaft it overpowered us fo much, 
that we left Pumping, as believing it impollible to 
favc ourfelves, and recommended our Souls to the 
Merqr of the Lord. At IsA our Ship funk dowa* 
s^ht, and mofl of our Men with it ; but I and two 
more )iad Ae good Fortune to lay hold of the Main- 
Maft/ (that had been ^ut above Deck, being it was 
fprung below, ai^d thrown 0\ef- board to prevent 
any Danger) which was tangled in Ibme of the Cor- 
dage; but the Ship finking downright, with the 
Rope that was tuniM to the Main*Maft, gaire it 
fuch a Tpg, that pull'd it dnder Water ; but after* 
wards loofing, or flipping off by good Fortune, it 
rofe with two of us again, but the thirJ was never 
feen after. The other that fav'd himfelf upon the 
Mad, was the Mader, a Man about iixty ^^^> 
who held pretty well for about an Hour, ^t at lait 
thro' Weaknels and Age (recommending his Soul 
to God) fell off. but yet ^all'd [qz Help, and« 
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1>^g willing ta give him wlu^ Affiftancic 1 cou'd^ 
laid hoU of him, which I had no fooner done* buc 
'lie grafpM at and laying fait koU of the Skirt 
of my WaiScoat, (haTuig never a Coat on) palled 

me off the Mail ; but with his Weight, and fome 
Struggling I made to fave myfelf, my Skirt ripp'd 
oiT, and the Mailer funk to the Bottom, and I by 
good Fortoiie laid hold of the Rigging; that hung to the 
Maft ; fo once nore got on ftrlde it, >Qt with littlo 
i^imei of Life ; yet doing my Endeavonr to lave n^* 
ftlf, but wkh a Refignation to die Will of Heaven. 
At lall, after being tofled about for two or three 
Hours more, the End of the Maft rufti'd §vith fuch 
Violence a^nll a Rock, (as I fupposM) that with 
Shock I wa» thrown off ; but laid hold of fome 
of the Corda^ «gain, and held fi|ft till it fix*d itMf 
in fome of the craggy Clifts of the Rock. 

By this Time the Tempeft was very much abated, 
and the Waves not dafhing fo often, nor fo fierce, 
I fonnd that the Maft hung on the craggy Clifcs of 
the Rock, which I €limb*d up as faft as 1 coaldp 
kft another Wave ihould da(h ne agginft it, and beat 
sny Bnki0 ont.. After I hadsot IB high at I coold. 
and oat pf Danger of die waves, I kn6el*d down ' 
and returned Thanks to the Almighty for my won- 
derful Deliverance ; which was wonderful indeed { 
. For tho' the Maft beaf fo often againft the Rock, 
yet I efcap'd without being fo mach at bruised. 
When I had pour'd ont the Fullnefs of my Sbal to 
die All-fceittg Power, that bad protefied nm from 
loch an kumtnent ]>angcr, I composM mryfelf to 
Sleep, but with a Calmncfs wonderful, (even to my- 
fclf ) wonderful in every Circumfliance, that the Al- 
mighty Providence fhould chufe me out of thirty pooit 
Sools that perifhM in the ftormy Deep,. &« a Mo* 
aument of his Mercy^ 1 flept, bat yet my Dreams 
were troobled 1 I thought in my Sfeep, I "was caft 
M Shore upon a barren Rock, where thm wai^not 
a Creature bat myfeUy no Foocj^ nor any Thing to 
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jfultain Nature; wfakh provM too Ime. I was a^; 
^akM bf* fottctfaiiig that Uck'd my Pace^ wUch tti^ 
Fr^ht I kid hold oiii but fooD lat it go ag^ 
^pott finding it haky, wliich ftartfed me very much; 
^r.d tho' ic was ftill dark, I could not get to Sleep 
^gain for the Concern I was in, for Fear feme 
devouring Creature ihould come and feize me. I 
^ lifteaed^ and obfemd the Sfi6rm was kdd» and tha 
'X^ftwn ajppreaiching, I began to coiitpofe my Miail'i 
^nd te pat my Tfuft in him» that had hitherto pre* j 
^fved rae. • » J* • i 

When it came to be light enough to perceive any j 
Object, imoit up and began to view the Fiacej when ' 
to tny jgll^Surprize, I found k to be onfy a large ! 
Slock, woiir4ialf a Mite Sin Oifoimference at near | 
^ I <:oald gue^'r' ^tlie Vh 
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tliere was no gettir>g -to the Top of it: Looking 
^bout me, I ihw coming hwuing towards me, a 
j^rge Birch, which was the Creature had awak'd 
tf%e by licking my Face. I Biuft confefs I was far* . 
prised and pleaa'd, and nsade xtiuch ol my ne^ 
C^o0ipamottw V hapM fims 4c I Aodd^iind ti^h»* 
f^ane Oreatures ; bntf^lbaM^iiing about and not %ieeC« r 
ing with at!y, I was more grieved than before) yet 
iWll I refign^d m) felf to the Will of him that lets all

lip ad| down U a fittle Cavity of the iSbek, I met 
with iSven young fmek'ing Puppies, that *I fotand be-

Then a Thought came into my Head, that this might 
fome Refort for Fi(bermen, and I ftiould very

I had been here now fifteon "Days, and nothing 
to feed on but thefe Sort of ^hell fifh ; yet my 
Strength aad HeaUh conU|ued tp aMifaeifiiil jQept 
veell, tho* mjr Bed was f(^thing hiard U wsfk ^com- 
foi'd of part of xhe Rigging that eame ^itii - 

Ibe Maft, wbkh I had uotwifted* iu)d.pttU'd.iii(o.S¥«^ 
lod laid it under a hollow Part of the Rpck, ' where 
no Raia or Wind could hurt me, unlefs it blew hard ^ 
South, which whea it did, would force a little int9

Looking oat one Day. I faw a Boat coming to- 
mtds my locky Ifland, tiie Sight jraisM my Spiritf 
wooderfolly, bat obferving her narrowly, I ftmnd 
me was only driven by the Wind and Tide, without 
any one in her : However, I got down my Rock, and 

waited for her coouog oa Shore, v/hidi ihe 4id within 
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:c«r€»cy Yards of me ; I inunedsatdy got in her to 
sriunnuige berji and, farprizing Provideioel foittd 
twenty dry d FMh, a Salt-Box fiird with Bi&et, and 
:^ouc half a Pint of Brandy in a Bottle After gi- 
Ving God Thanks wiih great Sincerity of Soul, I 
£e)l to, and eat heartily. There were two Oars ia 
zht Boat, a Boat-Hook, a fmall Fiftcr-Nct, and a 
binder Box, with a Grapling Iran and Rq^ for a 
Cable: Upoii this I began to be exceeding eafy» and 
choaght myfelf to be in a hajppy Condition: I brooglit 
say Fiih on Shore, and ilovv'd it in my Bed -Chamber, 
nnd over it, (for fear of my Bitch,) pat feverai Pieces 
of Ropes. I had a Tinder-Box, and could firike a 
X»ighr, but had no Candle to bum, nor afty Provi&m 
to drefs.

Here I found upon the Ground a Neft 

of Eggs, about the Bignefs of a Duck Egg, yet' I 

ccrtrid not difcover what fowl own'd them ; But I 

t^olc *em all away, and ventured to fuck one of 

Aetn^ whkh I ionnd as plea^t as a new laki Hen- Egg* 

Here the Bitch grew very uneafy, and by her whining 

and fruitlefs Endeavours to pafs the Rock, |whicn*was 

perpendiculai) let me underlland fhe wanted to be 

wiib her Puppies. Finding nothing here for my 

Benefit 
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Benelit, hut my Egg?, I got on board, and cndea- 
voiu-ed CO go round, which I did, till I came to the 
Place where the Seal lay that my Bitch found, but it 
flank abominably^; yet ihe fell tOj ancl after having 
eat, ran up the Rock, and fo (as I fuppofe,) to her 
Puppies. 1 went on board again ; but there, arofe 
fach a Fog of a Aidden, that I could hardly fee the 
Length of the Boat, fo rather chofe to go back again 
than venture farther out of my Knowledge, which 
I did in a little Time» the Sea being higher over the 
Sand, and arrived at my own Habitation. 

I puliM up my Boat as high as I could, and went 
onShuic, and coming to vific my young Companions 
found the weakefl; dead for Wane of the Dam, which 
I immediately took, cut open and fiay'd off the Skin, 
when after being^dry'd, f made me a Cap of, by cut- 
ting it in form» and fewing it together with fpxne 
fine Rope Yam that I twifted on Purpofe, and my 
Fork I ubM inllead of a Needle. The Fat fcrv*d me 
to make Candies in this iVIanner, by pulling to Pieces 
fine Rope Yam, and twilling it hard j tiiea I flruck 
a Light, and with an Egg-Shell heated my Fat, and 
drew the Rope Yam thro* it, fo I provided myfelf with 
a new Sort of Candle, fiat then I had but a fmall 
Piece of Match, and when that ftiould be gone, I 
Ihould he at a ftrange Lofs how to light my Candle. 

Finding my Provifion decreafe, I came to an A I* 
lowance of a Quarter of a Filh a Day, and liali^ a 
iiilket, and not to touch that, if I could get any 
.Shell- Fifli, which began to be fcarce tO| for fome 
Days I could not find above ten or tweke ; and 
when I came firft there, 1 ukd to take them up 
by Handfuls. Upon this I began to rcQedl, that 
Winter was approaching, and confeqgently very cold 
Weather I and then pe rffg^ I iliOttld not get any 
Foods I refolved wityHnyfelf to venture in my 
Boat, and (ail which fi^ the Wind fhould dircS 
me; but then I was put to it for a Sail, (tor we had 
cut oif the Yards and Sails of the Main-Mall^ before 
> C s we 
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^■v'C threw it overboard) but at lafl: I thought of a 
-vv^hite dimmity Waiilcoat ihsLt 1 wore, which was 
Jin'd with Linnen, this I unripp'd and fowM togc- 
^ber again, fo pieced the Lining to the Oat^des, and 
j^xade me a tolerable Sail. But in the mean Time 
j^jic Wind blew fo high, thai 1 darii not veaiure out; 
^nci continued fo long, that my Provifion was di- 
xTi iniili'd to two Fi(h, which aiinoll put me to my 
"VVits End. Shell-fifli were not to be had. So at laft 
X refolved to kill one of my Bitches Whetps s which I 
^id, made a Fire with foroe Boards I found at the Bot ^ 
x^oni of my Boat, and roafted it ; 'twas palatable, and 
^j£i,t wonderfully well, they being not two Months olJ. . 

T don"'t que (lion but you'll ail laugh at me, w!ien 
j[ fliall tell you that it went very much agaiuil me 
kill this harmlefs Creature i but my Neceffity had 
l*^^ f befides, I had obferved but two Days be- 
fore, that the Sra/^ which was the Dam's Food, 
-^ns gnaw'd to the Bones. In (hort, after lome Strug- 
^lings with myfelf, 1 kili'd five of the fix, and faktd 
of cm ; for after eating my Bifkets out of 
^jje Salt-Box, I found a Handful or two of Salt ar 
^{le Bottom, which I made Ufe of in that Manner.* 
•^rhe lutrails I boii'd and gave to the4>i!m and other 
J'uppy* heartily, making no Scruple 

cbo' ^heir own FleQi and Blood. The fixth and lail 
poppy I refolv'd not to kill at all if I could help it, 
jr being fo Mkc the Dam, and wou'd always be 
^ith me if it couW, when the others would only plajr 
g^bout the Hole where they lay. 

Jn ftioit, I began to fnd the Weather cold, and 
fo refolv'd to fet Sail in my Boat, with my two 
Companions, my Bitch and Puppy ; and on the i ft 
0f September^ after being on the Rock fromifif^j the 
30th, I fet Sail with the iSj^ about N. E. a midling 
^ale, and fteering with tfc^ other Oar; for jrott 
niuil know my Boat-Hook was my Maft, and a Piece 
cf flit Wood that I favM from the Fire was my Yard ; 
fo that I cou'd make Shift to ply it to Wuidvvard:

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upon Occa/ion, bot was refolv'd to liEi^ .be%r( Xh^ 
Wkli till I difcovor'd iAn4i for my Bc^ h&6% 
pretty large^ and i^jr .SftU but fmall, I ii^ould AOt 
make my Way as I might have done with a Sail 
fiued to the Boat, fo that I could not difcover Land 
that Night, but failed on till about Midnightl 
then I was fatiga'd, that in Spite of uiyfelf, I w«i9 
oUig'd to lie alopg in th^ Boat, aod feU^eep^ (And 
flept fiiU J was .awakentd bK ^ ^iihj^mnjiii. i Ih^ai^ 
wiuMA I nnderftbod ^\ {9mA br^hU ]>iateft 
to be a Dane* I gave him to UDderfiand my Con^- 
dition, by Speaking and Signs together^ whicii he 
feem'd to be lorry for, by, bfi^tjug .i^s^rj^ft, .and 
fliaking his Head, ^ * ^ ♦ . 

He carcjr'd me afhore to a ViUage* nnrbere^^tb^y 
laade .very .much^if tee, and igave me^Cloaths j: but 
I would not ftir without my' Dbgs. My Boat wa$ 
fold, and the Money gave me, f ojr my joyrn .Ufei 
After I had ftaid at the Village ; thr^e Days, I wa^ 
carry 'd to Copenha^enj to Mr. Brufgivater ihe Fa£lor 
forfevaral Englijh Merchanta, wAo^l^ad^ a..<^4thering 
for me, whtcdi amounted to twenty feven Pound ia 
l^nglifif Moaey. Tbe King of D^t^ri^ i«nt ^^^tv 
. ton to me, wbo uOnderftood^firj^/^ very ,we)l» Uod 
took down ike Particulars ot my Vpyage in the 
Danijh Language,, that J faw afterwards printed th^r^^ 
but 2u> one could ever fix upon the Rock that ;I 
00. One (aid it was fuch a gae, anothejr iuch ^ 
one ; and fome^ coiyeiftttr'd it to be a ptrt of tjie 
Main Land of Smaeden^ which I fliould haV'O fotidd if 
I had ventured farther when hinder'd by the Fog. 

l>ut I forgot to tell you, that by printing iliis 
Account, a Man came to demand his Boat, tiiat he 
feid he had loll by the C^rei^uefe of a Boy^,^|j^, 
whom he had gtveii\it Charge*- who Ae^C 

^£iften it on Shore, it 'drove oot- to Sea,- and 

• afherel had the good Fortune to meet with ir, or 
•Mher guided by the Eye of Providence, to be the 
Means or loilrungieiit .of laving my Life;, which

^^^iiherman that own d the Boat, had a new one given 
Ji\m in the Room on't, and to tiie V aloe of £ve Founds 
* gar the Things it contain'd. 

Thd Gentleman that was orderM to take the 
f>4oi:es mentiosi*d above, broaght me a hundred 
^/iA Guineas, coUeded frcmi Mercluuiu and Geatk^ 
^leo of tke City. The King likewife orderM me 
^ hundred more from his Privy Purfe; fo that on 
^owemhcr the 1 8rh, I went on board an Englijh 
Ship, caird the Hapfy^ Captain John GibfoK Com* 
^ OTa«*der, We immediately fet Sail for London, and 
" jirrived at Deptft^d^ Diamhtr the a ^th, being Qbnfi* 
fhas Day^ 1688; but finding Things out of Order 
jn Englandy I thonght it was uq Place to fettle in. 
So January the firit 1 tooh; Horfe for BrifioU 
from thence embark'd for Cork^ where I had fome 
liaiaU £fie&9 and happily arrivM there, January 
^ilke 14th ; where I wa» «velcom'd froni £)eath, >^ 
my Friends. 

Bne I forgot one Thing which happened to me at 
Ccpt'^ih^igen, Dining with the Gentleman that fpoke 
jSngii^ very well, ard fc\ eral other Danes, I happened 
fO ilrink to him in EngliJ^^ with; Sir^ my humhU 
S^rwce to you, and aiVM hhn if he would Blidge mj 
XJpon which, he told me, I muft -never oiention 
pledging among Danes i for, added -he, *tis the 
^rreatcH Affront you can put upon 'em. How fo, 
Sir, faidi? Why, faid he, I know it is your Cuftom 
in England^ but if you all knew the Meaning of it, 
yott would forely aboiiih it Whereupon, I preis'd 
hiiA to tdl me the Foandation of that CuOom, ac- 
cording to his Notion. Why, faid he, when the Asw 

invaded England, and got the Better of the NatlTOf 
xhey us'd often to eat and drink together; but Hill 
allowing the Danes to be their JVlafters: And very 
often, upon ibme Pique or Intereft, they us'd even * 
to ftftb 'em, when they were lifting the Cop to their 
Moutiis. Upoo the EngUjb beiK ftaqnently mur- 
dered 
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(kr'd ia tiiii Manner, the/ contrived at lad wheit 
thqr were at Meals, of drUikiisg with the:P#jy#i^ ta

while the other drank; and accordin'^ Iv the other 
would guard him while he drank. When done, the 
other wpold drink ; and then he that draak before^ 
was to fiand his Pledge likewiie. thy, it, came ta 
be fuch a Cuftom at lafl; that^whoa <sm Eng/ijhma$0 
came -into the Company of feveral Dams, he woo^d 
fay in caking up his Cup, to his next Neighbour, 
Will you pledge me, with an Emphaiis; upon the 
other's answering he would, he might driak without 
Fear. 

After fiaying the Winter at Otri, I defigbM to 
embark with Captain Clark, on boan} the Ship 

Gill:fio<vjcrf and accordingly we fet out from Cork^ 
4t^il the 2 ^^d, 1 689, for Boftm in Ne^iM^England^ 
and fo for Virginia ; we arrived at Boflon Jf^*ie the 
3d, having a quick t*ailiage. After having done our 
Bufinefs thcfe, we fet Sail for Firginia, We dou* 
bled C^i^C^^ without anyDat^er; but one Night 
a Storm rofe, that flung us on Shore upon the Main, 
within fix Leagues of Cape Cbarles where our Men 
were all fav\i, but in a poor Condition. Oar Ship 
lying upon the Sands, a Furlong from $hore, fourteen 
eat of twenty of pur Men that could fwim, went 
iato the Long i>oat, and went on board the Ship, ta 
fome Neceflaries $ as £90» as they had got what 
they wanted, they carae towards the Shore again % 
bat the Boat being deeply laden, could not come 
Bigh enough to Shore to unload, fo that they re- 
fofvM to go farther to feek for deeper Water, and 
hid us follow along the Shore, which we did ; bat 
they doubling a Point of Land, .we loft Sight of ^em: 
However, we followed on ftill, when going over a 
little Swa mp, we perceived leveral Indians in a Wood 
^ Ottr^ iiight Hand, Whereupon we be^au to be

lis many Indians \ we will take you to our Wera* \ 
€u;anc£, (i, e. King^J and he will order us to burn ym§ 
^kere we will drink -yoor Blood/ |nd fted upon 
your Pldh. "They harry 'd ds alotig that Nigke 
at leaft iwenty Miles up in the Country, and next 
horning brought us to their Village, where was 
fheir IFero^ivrvce, fick in his Cabin ; but hearing of 
4>ur coining, he rofe up, and with fev^rai of his Offi- 
cers (who are caU*d Cockoroo/es ) cam^:^^ard8 us. 
ikiter hie had exaaain^d 4fae in^^i (af Htfe fappofe) 
Jiow we were ts^en, hd crder'd a FiJ^ ^ 
^ade, and iiad us all ifd^ to one Scake fix'd in the 
£artii ; bit we were no fooner ty'd, and the Signal 
^tven for hnng the Wood about us, but we were 
unty'd) and brought back to the T^nt, to tey, as we 
^re informal till the next^Bay^^ iiit more Indiam 
could come to be Spefiators of Tragedy. They '

When he came to my Lancets, and being informed

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I'Was the Murderer of the Indians that weie 'taken'

Body, and that we were Strangers to thofe Englijh' 
that kili'd iheir Indians^ he abated of hfe Anger,, 
and afk'd me if i could Ihew how I let Blood,

I told his Interpreter that he fhould 
tell him I would feel his Pulfe, that I might know 
whether it was proper to let him Blood or noi Feel 
his Pulfe ! Wbat*s that, faid tlie Interpreter, and' 
tlieu|;ht'I meant fotA^tli'ine eUe ;< wliereupon I took 
hint by the HiHnd, •and- (hewed him What i nmnt. 
When the jnterpreter had fati^fy'd him with what I 
Uid, he beckon'd me to him, and held out his Hand, 
which I felt, and f(>and he was in a high Fever I 
told the Interpreter tbat'facr mud be let Blood, for" 
Ills Indifpofuion Was a Fever^ and explained hia Di-' 
Attnper, winch '-h^ Ending to «giii?e witdi bii Oon*- 
difkm;! ftem*A to* Ynighiily pleased!; he wonld 
have me bleed fome otiier of my Conipamotis before 
him. I pitch'd upon one that it would not injure, 
and bled him upon the Ground till he had bled 
enough, and then ty*d up hii Arm. -Tie Wcrozvance- 
aad the reft of fhe Ar^^ir/'^re'afiia^Vl'Jto (ee him^ 
Ueed liich a Qaamliyi atid alcM me if he mall bleed 
as much? 1 told em, yes, or rather more,; but that

As for myfelf, (rho' not raarryd,) 
i did not mucii care for fuch a tawny Rib, tl-ierefore 
told the I'Vcro^anci^ none of our Profeiiion ever 
0iarry^di he being well fiuisfy'd with this Anfwer, 
fparM all our Uvea, ^tn my Fart i had ^Hoafe

Whereupon, the King afked mc 
if I would go to the Englijh^ and come to him again, 
and give him a true Account of ^em i but faid he, 
yoa moft leave your imgaamrk (meaning your Box of 
Inftroments) behind you* I told him i would make 
it my Bnfiiie& to lofiMnn myfelf ie erery BanicttfaHi^ 
but that I did not know the Way ; he told me 1 .

carry me within a League of the EngUJh, I muil 
coofels I went with Joy and Sorrow s with Joy to

Cmfort ; but coming about a League or thereabouts 
near the Illand, a Boac came down the River, and i

digg'd the Sand fo entirely from her, that ihe retted

JbeliarVifihad eodaavoor'd « to have Mt o& bottri 
«p,die other Sid^ whic)) was highfft, PHt ^tif^ 
the loweft for my more cafy Entrance, was the Ciafc 
of the Accident that happened to me. , When wc 
W^e fntcr'd into the Veffel, and fou94 our Endea- 
iroon to find theevBox of In(lriu9e|ifa ffuitlefs, we 
weff ali mightily coDoeniedi for; we. i^fl^^ 
'tiut.Ueeding would have cared Urn $ nay^ evaa ht 
himfeif faid, that if he could be let Blood, > w» 
^rtain his Fever would abate, and he ftould 
cafier ; yet to fee with what a perfe6t Refignation he 
fubmittcd to the Will of J^eaven, it would have in- 
fi>ir^ one. with a troe Knowledge ,of the Being good 
Meir enjoy after a Diflblution aft^r ^ F^*^*^} ^ 
He was dill worfe and worfej but yet lb patient in 
his Sufferings, that perfedly amaz'd ttS -alL 
continued in this Manner a whole Week, witb^t 
tailing any Thing but Water-gruel ill made, for 
what little Oaimeal we ha4, , was fower. When 
yte &w by th^ Cpurf?, of NatiWt it was iwppfliWc 
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kcftiould laft long, we all were very much gn'ev'd ; 
as for my own Part, I could not forbear H^edding 
Tears, for I had taken fuch an Affeflion to him, 
that almoft a Child's Love .tsK> Parent 

He feeing me weq>« €all*d ise with, m £uiit Vokt 
laimib biiiil and when I was near him, be made me 
fit down by him. After fevcral kind Expreilions, 
which made my Tears flow more plentifully, he faid 
tome, Mr. Falconer, if you grieve for me, dry your 
Tcfure* X* defir^ nothing but your Fra^rs. I am 
foiog IQvMy! e Pebt incumbent on met by Nature, 
% IMit chat: lieft be paid, which was contniAed 
at my Birth, and Death will 90t admit of any Eva- 
fion i all Mortals owe the fame Acknowledgment, 
but fome fqoander away that Subilance which ihould 
be freely paid when call'd for. How happy are 
Ihey that provide againft foch a Creditor, that may 
.eoiae at any Hour of Day or Ni^ht/ and laiHully 
demand his Duel Here is no Shaflm^ as ia worldly 
'Ijfatters, do putting oiF the important Vifitor; there* 
lore as we are fure he will call upon U5, 'tis good to 
be always provided, again ft the Time. How happy 
are hondl Minds, when they have provided to fatisfy 
iheiiif worldly Creditors; they thou live in a Con- 
mawbi of Mindt-peculiar fo an honeft Heart : But 
what moft be faid fov the laft Debt, upon which de- 
pei^is the Welfare of the Soul, our doing well or 
ill hereafter, is it not of the utniod Importance ? 
Therefore as I ain endeavouring to pay that Debt, 
whole utmoft Limit will foon expire, help me by 
jonr Pmyers to finiih what I Jhope I have^well be^ 
gna* andL as a Frietid> Adirioe^ prepare to make 
np your Aoooants to Heaven ; ' for yon know ndl 
how foon they may be calPd for ; befides you will 
have one lefs to eat of jjie Provifion that is left. Af*

expiring, he made tJds fhort Prayer, which wJ^' fe 
^mprinfed in my Memory, that I fhall nev^ forg<^ 
it; O Almighty Creator of Heaven and Earth, 
whofc AU-fccing Eye looks into the inmoft Corner 
0f thoHiearc I Pardon my Offences; «»biah I hsaitiljr 
repedt 0f», and rely upon the ittfimite (jfeee of tqr 
ivomed Mercy to abfolve me of all my foft OfiiMli 
through the Merits of my Lord and Saviour Jb^w 
Christ. Then lifting up his Hands and Eyes to 
Heaven expir^ fvith the Happiiiefs of continuing ifl 
&i8 right Senfes in fach a Fever, ii4iieii almeit al- 
ways attended with a Fmoty. 

After oar Sorrow for his Death #es fomethiiit; 

abated, we confultcd how to bury 
Meton and Mr. Mujgra^^e were for ftwiog him in 
his Hammock, and throwing him into the Sea ; hot 
Mr. White and myfelf w^re for bi^rying Mitct on the 
which they agreed to ; ihPM di^d the Hole, 
ivhtch I deiign'^d for my Well^ fe^n Foot loiig, and 
feven deep, -and return'd him Earth, ftott wlWW 
he came.

This took me up a whole Tree. 'Mr. Randal 

made no Will ; yet i claimed his Dog, btiing the 
WMp of dieBkck iie fobnd upon the Rock, whick 
k tlirown amit m tho Btkicjt^ the l^ch being 
dead ibimlream before. Wo wolte forced ib ^ him 
up after we had buried Mr, iRkuuUlt . ftr Widi hb 
Feet he would fcrape Holes in the Gravie two Foot 
(teep) and howl pfodigiou fly. * *' • ' • 
After this wo pi^ar d once more to launch our 
Vefel; but firft we put imboird wfaat Provifion wor 
hi irftf and tAl the TUoga that we took from thtnce* 
Mr. RandaP:% Death gave me (wWi the oitefs PefJ 
miilion) a Title to a Bed, wHich'I wanted before. So 
that I took up the Cabin winch was allotted me, 
and l^d on» board every Night. And now vvc bent 
OorThcKi^its entirely on our VeAel^ and on Monday 
Ae 3ifi ^0e€tmtir launch- d h^mt ^o theSea^ 
aBd deitgtiM to fet Sail the next, Da^. After we 
fctd ilx'd her faft with two Arichbra, and a HaMelR. 
on Shore, we went on board to dine and make our- 
felves merry, which we did very heartily, and to 
add to otir Mirth, we made a large Cann of Punch, 
whteh we tievc^ attempted to do before, being we 
hA bttt OM Botrie of Lime^Jaioe io aU^ and wok 
*^t (indeed) wer defignM &m Occaion; tor 
ftort the Punch ran dowp*fo merrily^ that we wevsE 
all in a drunken Condition ; but when it was all 
gone, we relolved to go to Reft : But all I couki do, 
Could not pelfwade 'em to lie on board that Nighc 
14' their Gabittdi (yet wWioQt>Bed$) bttttiifl9r would 
** venture^ 
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wamtg tho* they wtte obliged to fwim a JuinM 
Yardf before diey coald wade to Shore ; but lioir- 
ever they got fafe, which I knew by their hallowing 
and rcjo/cing, 

Having brought my Bed on board, I went to 
Reft very contentedly, which I did till next Morn- 
ing : Bot oh I ' Horror I when I had dreft*d n^kH 
y nd going on Deck» to call my Companions to cone 
on board to dine, which was intended over Night, 
and afterwards to go on Shore, and bring our Sails 
and Yards on board, and make to Sea as fall as wc 
could, I could not fee any Land^ which fo overcame 
me on the fadden, that I funk down on the Deck, 
without Senfe or Motions Uovir long I contiiui'd 
16 I can^t telK bnt I awdc'd fidl of the Seofeof mjr |{( 
lamentable Condition, and ten thoufand Times (fpight 
of my Refolution to forbear) cursM my unhappy 
Stars, that had brought me to that deplorable State. 
O Wretch diat i am f what will my unhappy fate 
do with me, is any one's Condition equal to mine? 
( I woqU cry.) Bet *tis a joft Paoifluaentp ui aot 
rendering to Go*d the Tribntc doe for his Mercie* 
that we had hitherto known. Inftead of coming 
on board to be Frolickfome and Merry, we ftiould 
Jiave given Thanks to him, that gave us the Eief- 
fiog of thinkji^ wc were no longer fobjeft to fuch 
Hndfliips, that we might probably have ondergone^ 
if we had been debiinM longer on that Ifland. it 
poor Mr. Randal had remain d aniong us, this Mm** 
fortune had not happened. He by his wife and pru- 
dipC Care and Condud, would have prevented this 
tmlucky Accident. What muft my poor Companions 
dihik.that are left in a more miferable Condition than 
myfelf, if it be poffibk; I haVe no Compafs, neither 
^ m I of myfelf capable of ruling the Vcffel in a tttot 
fnuch lefs if there fliould a Storm happen^ which'*** 
too frequent in this Climate. ^ 
After I had vented my Grief in a Torrent ot 

Woffds and Tears, I bean to thinlc how the Veilel 

^ Should 
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fhoald hare gone to S«i widioat my KnDwltdge; 

and by Remembrance of the Matter the Night be- 
fore, found by our Eagernefs and fatal Careleffnefs, 
had forgot to fatten our Cables to the Geers, 
aod pulling up the Ualfer that we had fkdtn'd ta 
OBe of the Ban^i Trees 00 Shore, percdv*d that 
the Force of the Veffel had puU'd the Tree out of 
the Earth. Then I too late foond that a Hurricane 
had rofe when I was found afleep, and ftupify'd by 
loo much Liquor, and carry 'd off the VefleK This- 
Reflexion wounded me deeper than before, whick 
I foUow'd wkh Carfes on that Liqoor that fteals 
m'ny ptir Seaies, and m^^es worie ihan^Beafts* of 
httflfiane Creatorei. 

Now I began to call upon him that hears us m 
the Time of Trouble ; even when tiie Wind blows 
loudeft, whofe Nod can (hake the Frame of Earth 
from off its Bafis; and wkh a Heart fmccre, and vl-- 
« doos Thooj^ts corroded, I fent tny Soul in Peni' 
tential Words and Tears before his Throne of MtrtfJ 
imploring a fpcedy Ending of my Life or Troubk-s ; 
when I began to be fomething better content^?d 'iii • 
my Mind, and thought of fuftaining Nature, alinoll 
ipcnz with the Fatigue and Grieving; one great Com-^ 
fort I Kad of my Side, which my poor (former) 
wretched Companions wanted^ that was ProvifiM fn 
Plenty, and frdh Water; fo that when I began to-d^-^ 
Mer coolly, I found I had not that Ca«(e 10 cotnp^crin 
which tliey had, who were* left on a barren ]ila»>i> 
Without any other Provifion than that very lame 
Diet which I was forced to take up with, when.ftrll 
thrown on Shore; that is, the BoMes, whofe Mtttti* 
beo were m^htily dimiai(h*d, before we'defign'd 
to leave the luand. # 
What made nic moll uncafy, was to think whnt 
*ny •Companions cowld jadge of me, whether tht*y 
ftould lakc^u for Dcugn or Chance j but then I 
ftili d that Thought, by knowing thcy'muft needs 
ihHC the Tree was forced away with Violence 

D ' beyond 
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beyond the Suength of iMan. Befide, I had ano- 
ther fmall Comfort, that' was the Company of my 
X>og» which lay oa board wiili mc^ wJiiclk I as'd to 
talk to as if he were a ratioilalCfcature; and tl|e 
poen B«iift would flaod and flve me in the Jface^ 
a» if be were fenfiWe of what I faid to him^ It 
was a very handfome Creature of the Danijh Kind, 
but very good natured, and would often go to the 
Cabbin where I lay^ which WjK that o£ his old Mfr* 
ftcr's, aQfl whine mightily. 

{ rfmain'd to6*d npoa the Sea for a Fortaight 
without diftovermg Land ; for the Weather centiBiied 
vetycalm, .but yet fo hazy that 1 could not perceive 
the Sun for feveral Days. One Day itarching for 
ibme Linnen that I had dropt under the Sacking of 
my Bed, (for I did not lye ia a Hammock) 1 found 
i|ti old Glove with 75 Pieces of Eight in ic^ which I 
took afid iewM in the. Waft Baed; of my Breeches, 
for fear I ihould want it fome Time or other. I 
made no Scruple of taking it, for I was well affored 
it did belong to poor Mr. Randal*, Befide, I had 
heard the other Pcoj^e fay, that they were fure he 
hiAd.iMQney fomewherei and after his Death we 
^arcb*d fortt,' but ootlld aot find any. 

January ihe 20th I difcover*d a Sail toLeewwd 
of me, but fhe bore away fo fall, that diere was 
not any Hope of Succour from her, and I had not 
Thing to difiinguifh me ; and I fupposM, tho* 
J coxUd fee them, yet they 4:ould not fee me byHei- 
foti of my want of Sail, which would have made 
iiie« the more confpicuous. The next Day I difco-^ 
vered Land, about fix Leagues to the 6*. W. of 
which I obfervM my Veffel did not come nigii, but 
coallcd along Shore; but I was well aii'ured it wa^ 
the Province of Jucatan belonging to the SpaniflrJi, 
and was the Place we came from. Now all 
was that Ilhould fall into their Hands, whoWula 
malu me do the Work of a Slave, but even that I 
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"thonglit was better than to live^ in continaaf Ffcar of 
Storms and TempeRs, or "Shipwreck. • * * 

I coafted along in this Maanr.er for two or three 
Days, and at laft difcoverM Land right a hea<l, 
whi^ I was very glad of ^ but yet mix'd With fome 
Fear, in not knowing what Treatment I fliot^d 
have. I began now to ttunk of foDne £vafion» and 
not to tell *em the Troth of bdonging to the Log- 
hvood Veflel, bat relblv'd to tell 'em that we were 
taken by a Trench Privateer, apd after being mmmag'd 
were turn'd oiF as uielefs. 

January the 30tb, I made the Ba^ and Town of 
Frand/coM Campecbe^ as it provM afterwards* and was* 
almoft upon it before I was met by any Thins ot aShip» 
or a Boat ; but at laft two Canoes came on board with 
one Spaniard and fix Indians^ who were n^ocH fur- 
prizM when they ur.derllood my Condition by fpcaking 
broken Trench^ which the Spaniat'd uijiderftood* The/ 
immediately carry'd me on Shore, and from thence 
to the Governor, who was at pinner; they would 
luve had me ftafd" till he had dinM ; but he hearing 
of me, commanded me to come ia wheic he was at 
Dinner, with feveral Gentlemen, and two Ladies; 
and tho' 'tis very rare any one fee$ the Women, 
yet they did not offer to veil themfelves. I was or- 
dfftA to fit down by nwfelf at a little Table placed 
for that Purpofe, where I had fent me of what com- 
pofed their Dinner, which was fome Filh, and Fowls, 
aod excellent Wine of fevcral Sorts. 

, The chief Town of the Province o( Jucatan^ lies 
twelve Leagues from the Sea on either Side, which 
is a Biihop*s See, and the Refidence pf the Gover- 
- noV of this Province. ' P^alladilul is the fecond City | 
andf Campeche the third ; yet tho' but the third rec- 
kon'd, it far exceeds the reft", for Riches and Mag- 
nificence. It is a well lituated neat built Town, 
and by Computation contains near two thoufand 
Houfes. It is well fortified both by Art and Na^ 
tor^. By the former in a ftrong well built neat 
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Caille, that contains a hundred Brafs Cannon and 
fcveral Mortars ; and the latter by a Ridge of HiUi^ 
that runs all along the Side of the City. There ii 
In the Caaie, a very oeat^iazzat confifting of about 
thirty liigh Arches. Thi^ Town has the chideft 
Trade; for from this Place, the other Cities and 
1\>wns are furniftied with all Necellarics that come 
from the Han; anna and other Places in America ; and 
likcwife from Old Spain. Yet for all their Power, 
Riches and Strcnjtfh, Capt. Parker^ an Englijhman^ 
tvkh one Ship, ana a imall Bark, and whole whell 
Crew contained but a Hundred and Forty Men, 
landed in the Middle of the Day, and in Spite of 
all their Forces, which were two hundred Horfe, 
and five hundred Foot, took the Place, with the Gover- 
nor and fevcral other Perfons of Quality, together 
with a rich Ship laden with Ingots and feveral other 
^altiable Ladings, before they knew of the City*i 
being taken. This Province of Jucatan contains ia 
Compafs nine hundred Miles, and is fituated be- 
tween eighteen and twenty Degrees Northern Lati- 
tude. The Air is very hot, and not altogether fo 
wholefome as fome other Parts of America are* 
^he Diftempers that reign here, are jnoftly fluxes 
and Fevers, which carry Abundance of new 
Comers. This Province was firll difcover'd by fcr* 
^itiando Cortivc^ among his Conquefts of Spain i 
tLtid tho' not altogether fo fruitful, yet by the In- 
duftfy of the Inhabitants, 'tis as rich as any of the 
other Provinces of Nenv-Spaim fot thqr are inoft 
either Merchants orTradcfmen : And it is the vulgar 
Opinion, that thelb People are vaoyq hard and bar- 
barous than any other Part of the Spanijh Wcji-In' 
dies ; yet, for my own Fart, 1 rcceiv d more Civility 
from tliem than if I had been among my own friends 
in England, 

There is a Tradition here among the Inhabitants, 
that they us'd a Ceremony much like our BaprifiOt 
and which had in their lAnguagc, tlie Teriti of 
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Reeeneratton, or Second Birth, which they thought 
to be the Seed or Grouodbvork of all good and joft 
Things; and afier being initiated, they were cer-' 
tain it was not in the Power of the Evil Spirit to 
hurt 'em in ]^oAy or Goods : Neither were they 
permitted to marry, without hrft taking that Order 
upon 'em, which they uiied to diftingui{h by an 
Oftridge'% Feather « urger and long^er than any 
odier they ufed to wear Ibr Qmamenti upoa dieif 
Heads. 

They have another Tradition, that this Province 
of Jucatan was firfl inhabited, and cukivaced by 
a white bearded People, that came from the Eaft ; 
after being tofs^d many Moons upon the Sea, and 
fufFerlng many Hard(hips for want of food and 
firefli Water» and other Neceflariesf yet itliev*d firai 
Want and their Enemies through the Power' of the 
Deiry they worfluppM, who even commanded the 
Sun to fhine, or not fliine ; who made it rain, or 
dry Weather \ who could heal Sicknefs, or fend Di- 
ftempersi in ihort, a. God that kept all the other 
petty Deities in Awe. 

^ This Storjr^ if trae« feems to- confirm aft old Tta* 
didon of oor IFelcb Chronicles, that tell us of One 
Madoc ap Ovjen^ Son to Guinethy a Prince of that 
Country, who was drove, by fome Difguft, from 
his own Country, with feveral Companions ; who^ > 
^iter various Adventures at Seat were driven oil aa 
imkiiown Land to the Wef^ man^ huadrfed Leai^y 
where they had Commttnicatioa la a friendly Man* 
Her. with the Indians ^ and made a Settlement. 
Whereupon Madoc ap Owen returned for Britain 
again, and got to the Number of Two thoufand 
Men and Women, befides Children, which mix'd 
-with the NaiiveSy and left among, 'em fcrvetal of 
their CMmoqs and Maoners, which th^ retained 
till the hft, when CorteK fttbdaM *em ; but now» , 
by the Cruelty of the Spaniards^ the Nauves are al- 
laaft cxtinguiflied. . - . / . .

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After they had feailbed aib for two or dine Bays, 
4hty ftftt me abooe wkh- ftraral Q£ce» appoiaced 
by the Oovernor, to make a Gathering, which m 

did with Succcfs; for in three Days we had got 
feven hundred and odd Pieces of Eight: And cwo 
Merchants there were at the Charge of itting up 
jay Bark, in orders U> iend it for my poorCoa^a- 
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us up, as fome Bottles of fine Wines ; two Botte 
of Citron Water, for a Cordial i Chocolate, and fe- 
veral other ufeful Things : But the. Difficulty was 
to get Seamen to go with me : At faft they remem* 
ber^ they ha«l Mfiglijhmin that were Frifooos 
there,' and taken in lie Bay of Cmftch^^ iq^ 
Sufpicikm 6f Pirac^p', - Ikit nothiag could be prdT'd 
agi^inft 'em; which they freed without any Ranfom: 
This did not look like Barbarity or 111 Nature i for 
I received as much Humanity among *em, as could 
be exped^ed fixm any of the moil civilized Nations : 
Bt>t they have a greater Kitidneft for the» Engli^ 
than they have for iheir Neighbom^Avl^ bdng 
the Engiijh arc more open and generous (they fay) 
^nd don*t ufe Stratagems co deceive 'em, as the Fnnib 
do frequently; tho' chey only pay mt in their own 
Coin, for there is no Nation udder the Sun more 
fraitfol than Al^SfMm^rds in PloUiiKigs and Ambuf- 
<:aues (as they ^ 'em) to dectan Aeii £nennes i 
^hich yet they think lawful. ' J 

On February the r5th, 1700, we fet Sail fteia 
Camf€£Jlfe BsLy, after paying my Acknowledgment *tO 
fbe generous Gcwemor, &c. but having no;lnng te 
Mefent him wkh'w<»th fA^iceptaiice, but my Ovid,^^ 
Jave hhk ttitft, wkich he^ook Tcrf kindly, and faJd 
he wooM- prize it mightily, not only iii thefifteem 
he had tor that Author, but in Reniembi*an0 of 
and niy IVlisfortune«.- * ' ^ ' . 

\Vc plv'd it to Windward rerv bliffcly, and l« 
fifteen Days difcover'd the Iflcs of xk^ Akc^r, hot 
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we durft not go in wkhia the Shoal9» becaufe we were 
ail ignoraVkC of the Channel. So we caft Anchor, 
aad Aoiftfd out our Boat, with two Men and xnyfe)f» 
and n»de to Shore, where we found my three Com- 
panions, but in a milcrable Condition, and Mr. Ma/" 
gra^e fo faint and weak, that they expeAed he could 
act live long. 

When they awak'd the next Day, after I was 
droVf off in the Dark) they were atl in Defpair^ to 
ind the VcffTel gone, which they perceived was dcca* 
4on*d by a Hurritarte, th^t they were affottd was 
violcn*. , becaiife it had blown down their Tent, 
tho' without awaking' 'em. Bat when they began 
to confider they had no Food, nor but very little 
fre(h Water, which was left in a Bairret without a 
Head in the Tent^ th^tr DeSpm iiMtes'd » but k$ 
M J^afidn can hft long that% vfoteat, it w6re ^ . 

♦WSA fheirOire for Suft6nance, which they dftigcotly 
fearch'd for ; but not finding any Quantity of Egg*?, 
or Booblesy the dreadful Fear of Starving came into 
their Minds, with all its horrid Attendants.

to feme other 1 ;ace. Neither could they find one 
Egg more, and vVeaknefs came fo fall upon 'em, 
with Hunger and Drought, that they were hardly 
able to crawl ; fo they thought of nothing but dying*; 
When at laft they i^ember'd the Bodjr of good Mr. 
XanM, that lad been buried a Woek, wmch the)r 

dig up, fl^hO<dt bcfing putrify'd } and that ffHKt 
IVrctch that helpM to ittpport our Misfortunes when 
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Mve with his (age Advice, now was a Means of 
preferving their Lives, tho' dead. They had by good 
fortune left 'em a 1 inder Box in the Tent, (we hav- 
ing two) with which they ilruck a Light, and made 
a i^ire, then cut off feveral Pieces of Flelh of the

till we came to relieve them from that deplorable 
Condition. Mr. Mu/gra^ue we brought to a little 
Life and Strength, by giving him fome Citron Wa- 
ter in iinali Quantities. When I faw the Carcafe 
of iny poor good Monitor lie for Food for hiimaoe 
Creatores, my Horror at the bight overcame my Rea- 
fon, and L believe I faid Things ihocking enough , 
however, when I had calmly confidered their Con- 
dition, I was very forry for what 1 had faid, and 
begg'd their Fardoo. After we had refreihed our- 
relv^^f^ we oace more bid him !n the £arth, havji^ 
ew*4iu9 poor Bones in one of the Hammocks* 

I muft confefs^ I never think of that gooi Mft^ 
ml Tears come into my Eyes, and Melancholy clouds 
IJ my Thoughts: For he was one whofe Ciiaradlef 
atne up to all we could defire in frail Man.

iic was a finglc Man, or rather indeed, a Batche* 
• i for he had often told me, he cou*d not bear to 
irtry-a Woman, to put her into Fright* and Fears 
kco iho Wiad blew haid» as^ em]^ gpo^' 



moft certainly be concemM for the Danger of her 
.Huiband. Belides, as it was his Fortune to lead a 
Seafarini; Life, he couM not think of Marrying, to 
be abfeni from his other felf fo long, (as he term'd 
it) not bat if he bad had a fuflkielBt Gpinpetency» 
be Ikkl, be belieir'd be jbodd btve etfter'd into, the 
' Marriage Sute in the latter Part 5f Life, that be 
might have fettled his Mind, and free from the Ha- 
zard and'Turmoils of the Sea, llippM into his Shrowd 
with CoQtentt among hi» f heocU and Acquaintance 
at Home. 

He was an excellent Sailor, and knew noft Party

His Journals were moll- ^ 
ly taken in Short Hand : But he had one fmall Ma-- 
nofcqpt, containing about twenty Leaves, Spanifo 
on the one Side, and Englijh on the othesi all in bi$» 
o^ Hnndi^wWcb I fuppofe be had cianflated for 
bis Diirerfion/ and to pafs away hia Leifore Hours..

And indeed diejr had their Arms reftor^d them, 
when they were freed and fent ott board with

I mall: confcfs, I did not like the Pcllow bein^ 
Nonpias'd now and then, in not koowing whdt to 
%i but upon Conflderetion, thought it might be 
m want of Words to exprefii binotfelf tevte^,* witidk 
is the OccafioA very often of People eomUMm 
Underilanding Stammering, and Humming, and 
Hawing, to put their Words in better Order ; • fo 
for that Timd I took no more Notice, not weighing 
it in lay Mind : But in the Evemng Mr- Mt^UeMi 
^ame to me, with a Face of Concern, and told me

Oh ? faid I, there cannot be any Danger 
in 'em ; for if they had any Inclination to ran away 
wiiii our VeiTe), th^- might Iijaw done it nvihai 
they were , fiwe M on;e, before we tocdc you. nk 
1 know Mil reply 'd MM/m/i't I have a Heart Ibie^ 
bedei fomething. Pfliaw, old Womens Fears; ((kid 
I) for, as I faid before, they would liave done it wheH 
they had more Power, before I landed, on Defpair 
' JJland^ (as 1 caird it) if they had any fuch lnten« 
iions. There is a Providence that rules a'er all oar 
Aftions^ (anftver'd Uiddhtm} that we can iia more . 
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fee into, than the Book of Fate ; bue if a fowbodlng 
Heart may fpcak, I am fure , foaiething we OuOi 
iaffor from thefc Fellows, that will be of Danger 
to us. If fo, reply'd I, there's no ivfifting the Witt 
of Providence ; for what will come, will come, and 
there's no Fending againfl it : But, «dded he^ d» 
icems fomething like Foreknowledge i and to refift 
againft that, feems like ftruggling againft the Will of 
kfe^v'n, that warns us by tMe ForefaodiDfi to pre- 
vent thefe Accidents of Life. I believe God, pur- 
fuM he, has fix*d a Period ta our Breath ; bat Acdk 
dents that happen in this Pilgrimage of life, ma/ 
be avoided by a timely Notice : As we ate all Par- 
takes of Free Will, and £rom that, formtog oar own 
Ha|>pineis, or .Mifery, it cannot be (aid but that the 
A^ns of Xife nay be related by that Free Will. 
Qw Maker never fiirmM a Villain I Neither do thefr 
eictefnal Parts tlifier from a virtuous Man's; if they 
did, they were to be eafily avoided . But as an old 
J^oet jCays, Jhtrii uq Art to Jind the Mind's Conjirudm 
j^g ^he Face, 

Upon this.Difcourfe, I began to dagger in my 
Opinion of their h^onelly, and therefore we rciolv d 
to lland upon our Guard. We took no Notice of 
our Conference then to our two other Companions, 
but refoJv'd to ftay till Night, we having a better 
Opportunity, being we lay together in the Cabbin 
AJil ^which 15 as much as to fay in the Stern, or 
|>chFnd) when we were to go to Supper, we calPd 
one another to come, but hve of the Sailois excus'd 
raiieinfelves, by faying, they had din*d fo lately, that 
^iey had no Stomach as yejtj whereupon we had 
an Opportunity fooner to coovede together than we 
disitgn'd. For being at Supper, we open d the 
fatter to our other two Companions, and they a- 
greed immediately that we were in fome Danger; 
fa we refolvM in the Middle Watch of the Night, 
to fcize 'cm in their Sleep. We were to have the 
Uril Watcht which we iet <t Eight of the Clock ; 



then they were to watch till Twelve ; and then in 
their third Watch, between One and Two, we had 
concluded to feize upon them as they flcpt; that is^ 
four of 'em, for one of them watcJiM with us, which 
was Franc, Hood, the Cook ; whom we agreed to feize 
and bind fall, towards the latter Knd of the Watch, 
and to threaten hixn with j^tk i( he ofo 4 ta joake 
the lead Noife. 

As foon at ever our firft Watch was fet, we feat 
Mr. Mm/gravi to prepare our Arms s in about Half 
' ao HooiTy or thereabouts. Warren callM to Hood 
ttpoa Deck, (they lying below) to get him a little 
water fof he was bloody dry, he faid : Whereupoft 
the other went down immediatdyi with ibnie Wafictf 
In a Cann to him. As Akid .as h^ was gone down, 
I had the Curiofity to draw as near, the Scuttle as I 
could to hear the Difcourfe. Now you mull know 
H»9dp t>ar Cook, had.beea employed that J>ay aboel 
fearching oar Provifion$» .oar Beef Caflcs, aari Porit^ 
to fee what Quantity we had, tliat we might know 
how long it wottM M; fe that, the others had not 
an Opportttniqr ta dif^ofe the J>ejign to him* As 
ibon as he was got down^ .1 coa'd )hcar Will, fVwmm 
/ay to lum, G— d — -n ye, ^ranc^ we bad like 
to have been finoak'd to ]>ay i and tho^ we had 
ffontrivM t^ Story that I told *em» yet I was a 
Uttle furpriz*d at their aiking me, because then I 
did wot expert it ; but we defign to be even 
with 'em in a very little Time : For, hark ye, fa id 
he, and fpoke fo low that I could not hear him; 
upon which, the other faid there's no DifHc)jlty in 
the Matter ; but we need not be m fach Hafte» for 
you know, as we ply it to Windward, a Day or 
two can break no Squares, and we can foon (after 
the efFeding our Defign) bear down to Leeward to 
our Comrades that we left on Shore j for I fancy^ 
added he, that they have fome fmall Sufpicion of 
you now, (which in Time will deep) and may be 
1^ their Guard s therefore ^(is beuer ta w^ic a Day 
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^If4feil'^t3r are afleep, reply d JVamn ; whwcupoa 
there were many Arguments, Pro and Com } (as I 
fai>cyM) bat they fpoke low, that I cou'd only heaf

A Kttie while after, jy'W eadte up again, «i4 
after walking up and down, and fixing his Eyes of- 
ren ^upon me; who in the mean Time was pro» 
vkled with a Coupfe of Piftols undef my Watch-Coat, 
and indeed were their own, that we hung up ready 
charged in our Cabbin ; which was one Reafon of 
their Defign to attack us in our Sleep, being tney 
liad no Arms till they cdu'd fcize on 'em where 
they hung ; or eHe they were fuch defpe^e Fellow^ 
ihty wott'd have done it in the open Day* Hthd, 
^ I before, feem'd.to fix his^Eyes frequently up- 
^rte, for till now L never w^iefc'd in the Night ; 
at laft, faid he very foftly, if you pleafe, Mr. Fal- 
iM^a 1 iuiTe a Word or two to fay to you, thai 
imch concerns you All. What is il? fiud t Why, 
anTwe^^'he^ I woa'd hate the reft of ytfur Com** 
pgxAoM Car Wtnefib too $ with that 1 caird 'em 
fogeth^j bat» fald he, let's retire as far ffom die 
Scuttle as we can, that we~ ftiay not be heard bf 
any below Deck ; fo we went int6 'die Cabibin, m 
openM the Seattle above» that Mr. Mu/grave, wke 
llccr'd, might hear what was faid.

but to you in particular, that have been the Mean* 
of their Freedom ; therefore, 1 hope, appointed by 
Providence, I come to let you know ic, that we may. 

Upon^ this (f nd* 
ing his Sincerity) I told him that we were provided

Confufion, I had forgot mine that were at my.Gir-- ^ 
die, (or elie we might have been hard cnoug!i for

'em about me. They had (Hut the Cabbiri Door -on* 
the Infide, till they had bound us, and never minded 
Mr. Mitfgrave iciiocking and marking a Noife, tilf 
they h^ fecur'd ut.

that they may be going, they won't be long before

When they had got every Thing ready, that ii 
to fay, a Barrel of Biiket, another of Water, about 
haif a Dozen Pieces of Beef, and as much Pork, a 
fmall Kettle, and a Tinder Box ; we were better 
provided than we expeded, by much. Befidcs, they 
granted us four Cutlafhes, and a FowIing-Picce, with 
about four Pound of Powder, and a fufficient Quan- 
tity of Shot ; together with all poor Mr. RanciaP% 
Journals, after their perufing *em, and finding 'em 
of no Ufe to them : When this was done, he or- 
dered 'em to tie Hood to the Mad of the Veifel, and 
was charging a Piilol to (hoot him thro' the Hea4» 
Qot coniidering it was charg'd before, for it was one 
of them I had at my Girdle, and which they took 
from me i but in his £agemefs and Heat oC^^ftfiPP

they were call'd to by him that fleered, (who rfti 
immediately to prevent it) yet they did mi ffli«* 
it, they were fo conceraM about IV^rren, And be*

that dy'd for our Sins, to pardon mkid. Wkh tlkat^ 
he crofs*d himfelf, and expir'd. • ^ • \i 

I muft confefs I was very forry for the unhappy 
Accident of his Death; but yet, glad that we were 
at Liberty; and were fomething eafy that the poor - - ' 
Soul repented before his Expiration; not doubting 
but the piercing Eye of Providence faw, that if ha 
had furviv'd, he would have liv'd a good Chriftiin'. 
And fure the Almighty's infinite Stock of Bounty, has 
enough Mercy to fave the repenting Soul^ th€^ lat^ 
before his Repentance comes. 

After we had fecur'd our Tdftafs^ we threw Mr. 
W^rtif Over-board, aad bore to the Wind ; for 
after our fifft ticking about ia the Morning, whcA 
the Buftle happeA'd, chey borc *Way with Tack al 
Cat^haad^ as beiag for their l^o^pofe; The thre^ 
thai' Were left, defirM'us ta.let 'em ha^ tht 
Umi aad g6 l^k thdr Cempaniont 1 Wiiidi wc reV 
in^it as not haviutt Il«id8-«!ioi]|fk t^ ca^ry 6or ViSffcfl 
Wjammta.

The next Day wc difcover^d a Ship to Wind- 
ward of us, that bore down apos tis with cr6#- 
ded Sails. We fili'd all the Sails we had, and cih 
lieavour'd to away tfrom her < at fi^ is «e 
icoa7d|'bttt ali to no Pitrpo|c; we faw they galu'd 
ppOD Qs every Moment, and: therefore feeing it 
was not pofiible for us to efcape, we back*doarfiiiibi' 
^ and ky hf for 'em^ that they night be more cM 
if they were Enemies. As fopo as ever they cine 
up with a$» they hail*d*as, and oidcr*d as to come 
■ou boud» whicli we dtirll not deny ; when MnJAj/^ 
gravtwDiU with^M and WHu fot Roivers, wmI 
dn board. 'enu We fwmi if SM^kno^kg '^ 
ihitt tiK9; were b» Captam and Cdmiid^ Now»as 
£W &xi» wt did not know,, bow we flkoa-Abehiia 
ooHehwsy or -wfaat we IbooU fty aboot 0^0rmi 
bat wo only to)d tbe< Captain how we.mt wilk 
iiis Men^ and that they were redeemed upoa vsf 
Account. He never aflc'd particularly for JIWh 
r*'^, but how they all did ; but when they fi»t 
on board to fearcA our Vcflel, they foon cameltf 
the Tmth on't ; for the other three told 'em thft 
Story, tho' not with aggravating Circumftanccsi 
Upon which poor //W was tyM to their Main mart, 
la{h'd with a Cat of Nine-Taiis moft abominably i 
and after that pickled in Brine, which was more 
Pain than the Wiiipping j but it kept his Back from 
feftering, which it might other wife have done ; be- 
caufe they flea the Skin off at every Stroke, and to 
prevent it they waih it with Erinc ; which is calU 
Whifping and Pickling. After this they wouM not 
Iccep him among 'em; but fent for the other three 
|4en from our Veffel, and order'd us all on board, 
^th another of their Men that was ill of a dange- 
rous FeVer, which they fear'd might prove infe6lious. 
□Tiiey ^ not t^ a^y tkmg frpm us^ mi W0;6xpe<^ 
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firfty oQly gave «8tke SickMaii to lookafter, wliidi 
wwm vciy well concoited with. So we parted 
witli 'em veiy wdl Atisfy'd, but moch better when « 
we were ont of Sighr, feaiiag they had forgot them- 
telm, and woa*d fend for ot back» and take our 
PMvifion from as, or one Mifchief or another ; for 
Pirates do not often ufe to be fo courteous. 
. Our fick Man mended apace, for we took great 
Care of him, and by keeping him low, only with 
Water-Gruel, his Fever left him} when I began to 
keep up his Spirits by my Cordials that I had by 
me, and in a Week's Time he was pretty hoddy, (as 
we call it at Sea.) Now we began to converfe 
With him, and he ieem'd to be a fenhble good hu- 
moured Fellow, 

- Among other Difcourfe, we alk'd him how Cap- 
tain M // and his Crew got a Ship ? Said he^ I 

can only tell the Story as I had heard it (for I wa» 
iick on Shore) : which is as follows : 

Sixteen of our Men got a Paragua from the In- 
iians^ who hate the Spaniards^ being under their 
Sabjefliony and love the Fruuh and EngllU^ very 
well; thefe fet oat to feize upon the fii^ Ship that 
diey thought they cou*d compafs; when after be- 
k% £ve Days cruiiing along Shore, they fpy'd a 
huge Ship weathering Cape Catoch \ but believing it 
to be too ftroag for 'em, they rcfolv'd to work by 
Stratagem, thus: Twelve Men laid down in the 
Boat as if very ^nt and wodc^ and made a Signal 
to the Shw^ aa if in I>iil^f| who vefjr charitably 
brought toos now they had no Anns with ^em, for 
when th^ refolvM to ofe this Straugem, they left 
aSJioie^ ai making thePietence more feafiblei - 

that when diey arrived at the Ship, they all went 
feebly up, as if not able to fiaod ; nay, fome were 
t^1ig*d to be led, fbrfooth, to colour the Matter the 
ktter. They then told *eni, that tlieir Ship was caft 
«Way upon LogerheacCs Key, about three Leagues 
/rpm Cafe Cat^ch^ and faving thcmfelvcs in their 

Boats, 
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Bofltf^ they got fi/e Jmo dlir Cafe r tttt fltoi uMl^ 
Bering up in the Couttiiy, t^/ wei^ meif %f Ae 
jkdfausf wka vaM ^em - barbaroufly, killing ekren 
of tildr Ntunber ; and wouM have ferv'd the reft fo, 
If thty had not mrdc tlicij- Fjcapc in lh:it Parff^^i 
that they were fo han-alb^d for want of Food, having 
been without eating two Days, that they fear'd fome 
of their Companions woii'd never recover. 

The poor Spaniards fwallow^d the Bait, and their 
Captain being a very good Man, relblv'd to relieve 
•cm, ancf aik'd 'em what they woa'd have him to 
do for *em ? They begg'd him to land 'em on the 
firfl EngUflj Colony, or IHand in their Way. He 
aniwerM, he was bound tor St. Domtngo in HiffS' 
nioJa ; but that he wouM put in at Jamaica^ tho 
fomething out of his Way ; yet, faid he, I {Jon't 
care for going to any of the noted Ports, becaofe 
thcreis a War talked ^ between England zxi^ •i/ ?' 
and tho' it wa» ndt pi^oeUdtnMy they might meet 
■wkk fome Trouble. They were mightily obhg'd 
to him, they faid, but they did' not know how w 
return th« Obligatioyi but by {ivftying ibr him w 
his* 

They falW very lovingly with *cm for three or 

four Days, till at M Fortune gave 'them an (^pg^ 

tuntty to pot their Bmerprize in Exeeuiidh. 

had Notidie thait the Ship le»k*d mightily, and t^t 

the Water «ame into the Btod Robm j uppnwWw, 

the Spaniards went down to remove the 

get^t the Leak, and did not leave niore than 

Men and the Captain above, whom they into^ 

feiz'd, and clapp'd down ihe Ilatchci upon thc*«|» 

When they had fecur'd ihcm, they arm'd ^tm- 

felves with Piilols and Launces, which were p'W^ 

in the Steerage of the Ship, and fo capitulated WlW 

'em ; but fiHl, they fteerM their Courfe back l- 

gain, that they niigiit not lofe any Time. -As they 

came up, one by one, thev hound them, till they 

were ail fo^ but the Captain and the Fiiot ; The Cap- 
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uia they confinM to his Cabbin, with a Gentry to- 
guard him ; bar tiicy let the Pilot go looie, that he 
might ileer the Ship. O inhuman ! cry'd I ! thus the 
Snake in the Friendly Boioai vvarm*d, turns and 
Hjngs his kind Prote£lor: Thus was their generous 
Hofi (if I may. call him io) betray 'd by his too much 
^ood Nature. 

After they had brought the Ship fafe to us, we 
embark'd, and put the Spaniardj on Shore with- 
out a Morfel to help themfelves; nay, if the Indians 
cou'd convcni^ndy meet with 'em, they wouM not 
leave one alive. I muft confefs, purfu'd the Man, 
that the barbarous Story fhock'd my very Nature;^ 
and made me hate the» Society ; and I really believe 
tke AUiomnce of this curt'd AdUon brouglit my Di« 
fteni^r upon me» 

How much are fome Beafts Acknowledgments of 
Kindnefs more than Man ? A poor Cur, fed but with 
% Croft a Day, will f<^iow the bounteous Hand 
tbt gives it/ Ingratitude is the Fouotain of all 
other Crimes^ for from thence flow all the rdl. But 
aH the Ki^wlcdge fome Men are en^w^d with, is 
hot to find the bed Way to deceive. Hoyr happy it 
wea'd be if fuch Creatures coa'd fliake off their^ 
Kimanity, and become BeaAs' in Form as. well as' 
Mind i tltth we fiiou^ have a Mark to flion 'em 
by. Our Creator has forra'd all kind of Beafts in 
^pes that tell us what tliey are; but Men ditTer 
ifi their Natures more than Beads, or are indeed 
under their Human Foiiii, the very Natures of the 
Brute Creation. How many Villains, underafmooth 
Face and T ongue, betray their Brothers ? The Father 
cheat'? the Son, the Son the Father ; Mothers fquan- 
der the Dowry of their Daughters, and then proititute 
'em to gain *em Bread ; which is not Gain but Pa- 
nilhment: But Ingratitude, like Murder, meets with 
its Puniihment on* Earth, as well as in the other 
World ; and an ungrateful Man Ihou'd have a Mark 
att* human Society may ihuii him, I think

After having taken all their Men on board, (and 
mvjBg Direaions on the Bark of a Tree for the five 
Men that were gone upon the fame Deiign another 
Way) we fet Sail, and had not been out two Days 
before we met with you. Pray, faid J, how came 
you among 'em if you likM not their Dehgn? Why, 
Sir, anfwer'd he by Accident i embarking for Ser* 
fHudas, bound for St. Catherines, or the lile ofPn^ 
andence, \vt were met by this Pyra^ in a Ship of 
twenty Guns, and a hundred and twenty Men, who 
took us, and rummaging us, thmteii*d to turn us 
a drift Without Provifion, if we wou'd not embrace 
his Defigns, which was Piracy. We, rather dian 
nndergo what he thrcaten'd us withal, confeotol 
with our Tongues; but our IncUnatiaiis were (&r 
from It. And from our firft bdng with him, 
were plotting to make our Efcape the next Opportu- 
nity. But toe other four (being bat fiv€ jn all in our 
VeiTeJ) wre unfortunately kilPd in that Engagenwiir, 
where they loft their Ship. What Ship was it thcf 
fought with? Why, Sir, a Man of War of twenty 
fix Guns I fent out on Purpofe to take her; for the 
Caiptain had committed foch Diforders wherever he 
came, that lie obligM the Govern our of JamaitM to 
fetid out the Ship calPd the Exptnment, to craize 
tin fte met with him ; which fhc did about Hvc 
Weeks ago. Our Captain, ioou as he law her, 
gucfs'd at her Dcfign, and rdoXw'^ to fight her to 
the lad; well knowing if he could take or fink 
her; he might be pretty fecu re to range where he 
picas'd, there being never another Ship of 
rearer than Earbadocs j who never came fo far Weft. 
After he iiad made a Speech to his Men to encou* 
rage Vm to fight it out, and told 'em their Ad- 
vantage, they confenred to hoift the Bloody Flag, 
aud neither to give or take Quarter. As fcpo 
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efcrthc MltoOfWar (aw^^oor Bloody flag buf, tb^. \ 
hoifted theirs^ and there enfj'd a dreadful Fight.

We had- not gone atmre half a League onwafd» 
)uc we heard dreadfal Shoutings as before^ and look*

;peed towards us. Upon which, we put down OWJ 
wo wounded Men that were on Horfeback, «b4. 

aoanted upon the Spaniards fpare Horfes. NoWWC 
»eing nineteen Horfem en, refolv d to Hand it: We

Spanifij^ ZxA French, zwdi Englijh, 2Jid Dutch. The 
next Day- the Officer mightily bragg'd of being an 
old Spanitirdy that is, born in Spain, and of an ancient 
Family; and Mr; Mitfgra<v'e made us very merry 
upon the Road, in interpreting the Don's Speeches. 
We found all along from thte Fort, a great many 
Gentlemens .Houfespleafantly lituated, and the Coun- 
try all along yielding delightful Profpefts. 

We were well entertained at a Gentleman's Houlc 
at Dinner, >vith Provifions drcfs'd after the Efjgljjh 
Wiay, and all Manner of Sweetmeats and cool Wines. 
Tfee <jent»Ieman had a Vault or Cellar thirty Foot 
deep under Ground. He fpoke pretty gocA Etiglijh^ 
and had been a Fa€lor feveral Years in Lond^fit 
and knew our Cuftoms and Manners very well, 
and preferred our Way of drcfling Vi£luals before 
their own He had an Engli/h Cook from a T^a-vern 
behind the Roynl Exchange, that he brought with 
hita into5^/y^», and from thence to Cuba, where he 
had a vaft Eftate* left ' hi^m. His Cook's Name was 
Hedges, a good underflanding Fellow., and made 
very much of us, and would fain have had us to 
ftaly with his Mailer iongcr. But as foon as we had 
di«'d, wc-werc obliged to get on . Horfeback, and 
away for the ^/lo^rt^;?^, which we reached about fix 
o'clock in the Evening. We had Rooms alloited

They were at the laft Article when I came up the 
Ship-fide; which was a Pair of black worfted Stock- 
ings thac coft I bfl?eve about Four ShiHings, which 
went at Twelve and Six-pence, tho' thcv had been 
vvc^rn. As foon as I Was feen by ^em fonie cry d 
out a Giioft ' a Gboft I and others ran away to fc* 
core the Cioaths they iiad boaght, fufpcf^ing that 
jiow T would have 'em again. When they 
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f-ri.fy d of my being alive, and were toJd my Story, 
the,' were all rejoyc'd at my good Fortboe, but cone 

would be prevailed ttpoi| to let me have my Cioaths 
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again. So I took up 'the SIop-Book» and call up 
what they were fold for, and found, that what co(t 
ine about twenty Pound, were fold for four Times 
the Money : When I wa^ fatisfied in that, I called 
«wy Peribn, one by one, that had bought any of 
'toy CI oaths, and ihuck a Bargain with them for 
i'aidy Money, and bought them for about too Pound i 
but the ready M3Ry pleas'd them mightily. ' 

*Caf)tain JVafe being iick aOmre, I went to pay him 
a Vifit, wjiere he was mighty giad to fee me, as be- 
lieving I had pcrifli'd ; he told me that the VclTel 
hung Lights out tor federal Hours, that 1 might 
know where to iwim, and laid by as long as the 
Wind would permit, as the Cre\V acquainted him 
when they came into Harbour. 7'he Captain tdd

Siid 
I, I don't defire to have any Comnflfcd over you, hot 
only to reprefent the Captain that's deceas'd : We 
have no want of any Reprerentat!ves+ (replied die 
Matter) and you (hall go in your own sfation, or 
jioi at all. It wjuld be a pretty Thing, added he, for 
jny Mate to become mv Captain, and as I was dcfign'd 
by the Captain to have the Command of the Veffel be-

I accompaniedji^o «giye Iiiftni£Uoas ID 
tli<€lfi(&r that commat^yi at tie Fort, to Atxe.thQ 
iiaier of the Ship, andllrder him before the Go* 
vernor at P§rt R^^' So we got on Horfeback, and 
Heach'd it;^.-thW^ays, it being almoft a hundred 
Miles. When wc came there, we found feveral 
Ships in the Harbour, but none that we wanted : So 
we w:ii lJ a Week, biu all to no i'urpofe, for fhe pafl 
the iiav, as millrufting our Defign ; upon this we 
were ODlfgM to return with a heavy Heart, and tell 
the Governor of oar ill Succefs. Who pitied me, 
and told me he would fee me fhipp'd in the firft Vef- 
fel bound for Engia?:^ : So I went on board my own 
Bark, where thfy wtre all glad to. fee me, tho' 
forry 1 was fo difappomted. Now I was very glad 
that I had not diipos'd of my Bark, for I thought 
now it might be of Ufe to me. We confulted to- 
gether, to know what was beil to do ; at la{t I made 
a Bargain with them, if they would venture with

In two Days after our firft Saihng we made Cape 
Jploriduy and enter'd the Gulph that bears tlie fame 
pjafne, and pafs'd it without Danger. But here s 
fudden Calm overtook uf, as freijuently happens when 
you're paft the Gulph ; and the Current iet Itrong to 
Weftward, occaiion'd, as we fuppos*d, by the Open» 
ing of the Land, upon that Coaft. The Calm laftiRg 
fbr four Days, we were infcnfibly carried widiin

Mufkets u^on) thena^^as ^mdil as they came within 
Reach; J fo we took < our .Aim, two at each Cm»^ 
mk £Fod Q]leiK*eiii| which did "em fone DinuiM 
for th6y (loppM upon it, which made make the 
bed of our W«)K^ but they foaaporfaed us with load 
aadj'iideShouts* By this Time, we had charg'd o«tf 
Mdkets and firod as belpre.at theteia DifiaaCiBtt 
bat^iviiateyorSlamage wa did'am^ they come on ai 
Sift at i^a)p<t>iiklt oat tiOD bcfocamhad oIiai^giQil oo^ 
Piecea . tha third Tme, . wbkh/we fired aa btt^MNH but 
did moie Bxacation^ as being uearer to aa; aadab# 
we charged ^eaa the.lbari&Tiaiey and bud tham ak>n^ 
'opon tbe Deck for a fartber Oceafion ; for they be« 

fo nigh that our great Guns would reach cm 
with our doable and round, which we fired one at 
a Time ; the firit we fired at was the largeil Canoe, 
which put tiiun in iuch Coafafion, that they fell

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fool of one anocEer, and being in a Huddle together, 
we fired the other three, th;^ made a mighty Havock 
' among *em. We now thooght of a Viamy, iotod 
of beiiig made Slaves, and bore up to tlunn that we 
Siii|^ make our Patteraroes of Ufe to us^ which m 
Bgcd upon em with Patndge'(or Muiket) Shot, thst 
mifim'd our End, for now tbey began to tnrnJTail^ 
whkk we feeing, £red our Maikets the foorth Tbe, 
whieh;^ killed them tutQ LuHms: And charging oor 
gretr Gnu with fingle fiall9, of % Ponod Weight, (or 
9 Ponndersi .as they call them at Sea) and Inag at 
their Bods (br Canoes) we funk one 'of then, bitt 
the lifeD:/wam to the other Canoes, and taking hokL 
of the Sides, whh their Weight turnM it ov er. Mr. 
jAulgra^ve^ and the reft of our Men, advifed to make 
up to them, and in this Confufion kill them all. But 
I was fatisfied with the Djfappoiutment they had 
jnet with, and as it was not in their Power to hurt 
us ferther, reioived to make the beft of our Way. 
But looking towards the Shore, faw cigV more of 
their Canoes making up to us ; this pat us upon 
jnaking all the Sail we could, and the Sca-breczc be- 
ing now pretty ftrong, we made gor J Way. 
fought the Canoes wouki ftay when they came up 
^ith the other three, but they made after us along 
v^ith thofe lu^mm that they haid pkj&x up. We had 
charged our great Gam with great Shot, and fired at 
them, btttmiis'd them; wechaVged them ihefecond 
7ifflcv and one Shot, by good Fbnune, took the m 
Omoe and dveri>fefc hei^ which put them into more 
Coafbfion than beftre s but iHU five of tb^ puna»l 
us, whieh were met with by. ibme - 
Balls, that gave two of them their Ss^Hm ^ 
iiring our great Guna. once more,- funk one ^he^ 
Canoes^ but the Men foo|i got into the other, arKi 
followM us ftill. Seeing tbU, we rrfcjv'd to make 
ope flrong Effort, and trnke the beft of oor Way. 
So we back'd our Main-Sa.i, and laid by. for Vai, ^ 

brought our four Guns to one Side, and our finw '^•'^ 
. lenroes 
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teraroes to bear accordingly 1 we chargM our Mufketf 
once more, and laid them in Readinef?, with two' ' 
half Pikes, and our Catlafles ; and now wq refolved 
not to fire till every Gun might do Execution ; we 
Aud till they came within two Ships length of us, 
and then we fired upon them as faft as ever we coul^, 
wUch proved effedual; for we kiird *em at leaft 
twenty. Upon which, they fet up dreadful oncpm- 
monNoifcSy and row*d back as fafl as ever they could i 
we gave them oar farewel Moiket-fliots, and made 
the beft ^ oar Way. fiy a moderate Computation 
we kiHM chem at leaft $0 Indiam^ withoat their onc^ 
iring at as $ neither coakl we cooeeive how they , 
intended to aflault v», or whether they had any Fire 
Arms, Ibr we faw none. After we had brDafi;ht ovr 
VtBtlL to rights again, we afiembled oarfelves to 
Prayers, and retam*d our fincere Thanks to the De- 
fender of the Weak, and Gtverof all godd Things, for 
our happy Deliverance. Wefa^ the Canoes paddling 
towards SJiore, and were met by feveral others, with 
a Dchgn, as we iuppos'd, to afiirl them ; but we 
were now too iar tui them, and there was notliing 
more to be iear'd, and fo we iail'd on with a profpe- 
rous Gale, and met with nothing worth Note, till 
Thurfdny^ July Liie 1 5th, we difcover'd Land, which 
amaz'd us all, for we did not think of falling in with 
any Shore *tiil we (aw EngUnd: We w«nt to confult 
our Charts, and faw we were near 'Ninufoundlani^- 
and finding that, we fteerM direflly into St. JchtC^ 
Harbour, which is the Capital of the liland, 1 mean 
of that Part which belongs ta the EngUJh. The Har- 
bour is large, fair, (Irong, and commodious, command- 
ed by4everal good Forts, and a ilrong Boom that 
(huts it up: The Town confiUs of about 800 Houfes^ 
built after the Mi^nner of the Houfes in England, 

Nen,vfourid!anJ, or Terra Novat was difcover*d by 
Sebdjiian Cabot, for I^enry the VII. of England. 

'This Ifland is feated in fifty two of Northern Xrat)« 
tadtf I and divided from the Contmeat by an Arm ol 
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^^j^u ^ Leagttw over ; it is larger than In- 
iand\ the Climate is much the fame as i n England^ 
, ytery WJiofefome ; has feveral commodio.s Ha 
The Efiglijh poffefs one Part, and the Frcmb the other { 
but the EngiiJJj are more populous. This Jfland is 
of great Benefit to the Engli/^j, as well as other Na- 
tions, from the vaft Quantities of Filh \ are caught 
upon the Banks cf Ntnu/QundLi nd. Thij is a very 
Jarge Bank of Sand, which exftnJs a hundred and 
twenty Leagues to the Weil, near the Continent, 
and about 20 Leagues broad in the Middle, and fhsrp- 
ens to each End. It is rcckon'd the moil cxtraordj- 
nary I hing found in the Sea of that Kind, for Ships 
may anchor tho' twenty or thirty Leagues from 
Land. The Fruits are the fame with us in England, 
and the Soil io very rich, that it will bear feafe, 
Beans, ^ c. without Tillage, which arc as good as any 
in The Beads the fame, only die Bear, whid 

is found there. In (horr, JV^a(;>W/W rcfcmbles 
England in every Thing fo much, that if a Man couU 
carry'd from thence in his Sleep, he woald only 
:hink he was firay'd fomewh^re out of his Know* 
edj^e. There is only this to bejaid, thattheie is 
,ot fo many Inhabitants, fo there is more Pknty of 
♦very Thing for human Life : Their chief Trade is 
7ifli,>utihey fend great Quantities of Molk, SahleJ, 
nd Furrs. There is not one Indian to be foBod 
pon'the whole Ifland, but what are brought from 
ther Coantries, and us'd as Servants; thi3' it is re* 
oi ted, about twenty Years ago, towards the North- 
Veft Parts, the r,\iuh met with fome Indians, that 
fed to help them to cure their Fifh, and make their 
HI. They defcribe them a civil Sort of People, but 
o Knowledge of a fuperior Deity, and when at* 
jinpted to be taught, they would anfwer; We are 
cH contented with our own God, neither do we 
L-fjre any other? Why 0-ould we olTer to change? 
Vc liiiiik our Fore fathers \virer than wc are, and 
k;/ woiflii|»p'd the iame with us : Therefore, as we 
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think jof going to the lame Plaee where they are, we 
inuft worSiip the fame Power. Vou have your God, 
and we have ours j every Nation muft have a God 
according to their Own Language. Should w^. pray 
to your God in owt ImSan Language^ how fiiootd. 
we be andei^ood? or iliould yon pray to ours, what 
would it avail y6u» beilng he would not know what' 
you iaid to him. Now we have not one God orly, 
but many $ a^ One. for PKhing, one for Fowling, and- 
another for Halbandry : And when we are about any 
cmT thefe particular BufinefTes, we pr^y to that Qod/ 
ibr it would be too much for one to mind them all.' 
Would it not feem ridiculous for one of uf, if we 
wanted Succcfs in Hunting to pray to him that takes 
care of Fifhing? or you that wear Cloaths, would 
you go to a Filherman to bid him death you ? You 
tell us there arc a valt Number of Worlhippers of 
your God, in all Countries, then what need yoa any 
more? We will fcrve you as well and as faiinfully as 
if we had but one God, and pray to our Gods to 
give you Succels in whatever you undertake. ■ If you 
fifh, we'll pray to that God ; if you go to fell Tim- 
ber, we'll pray to that j and fo on, to whatever you 
imploy yourlclvcs in. When you are out of their 
Dominions, you muft pray for yourfelves to yauv- 
own God. In ihort; there is neither fair Mean^ 
foul, will ever bring thefe poor Creatures l||t- tte* 
Knowledge of the true God : if yon are angny^vl^ 
them, they will comply with you, and fay, W^^y 
well, wc w ill do as you would have us ; but never ^ 
think of it afterwards: If you reafon cahnly with 
them; ^then they anfwer you as above. 
' .^ After beins here two Days we fet fail, and made 
our Courfe for England^ July a 5, 1700. We met , , 
with no extraordinary Accident in our PaiTage; *>till 
we difcover'd the Land's End, Jup^ the^aiil. How 
jejoiced I was to fee my native Country, let them 
iudge that have been in the fame Condition as I ha«e 
beea; ai\d I may wi(ih Truth iay, that the Tranf« 
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ports I felt in flrft feeing the white Cliffs of the Iflaud 
that gave me Birth, exceeded the Joy I received wfa«> 
I was deliver'd from the moll imminent Danger. Hoe 
we confultedi whether it were better for us to go » 
J[,ofu7o;i, or to Brifiol, but every one aUow'd LonM to. 
lie the bell Mart for ouj" Goods ; fo we made for tte 
Thames, and th# W^Sfcther being fair, and a bilk Galc^ 
we anchor d over agwft Dock. Novfrtf 

that we had to do was (0 ge| t ^pipvi i» oor 
Goods-, I applied myifM to i^McfCliant aponChnir/, 
' ^vho loon ftrock a fiargaia^ and with dm Conta 
of my CompanioBi, ibid tke Lading. Bottom and tSi. 
ior n^ne iiiHidred aa4 twenty PpoDds 5 reckoning the 
I^ug ftven hundred Ponad^, which was my owa, 
mid tWQ knadred and twenty for the Veffd, aai 
evciy Thiiig befides. They were all contented witli 
their Dividead, bat iliU refolv^d to go with me to 
Brifiol, to fee after my Affairs t]:ere : So we fet oBt 
on Foot, iotending to walk jc, and be a littie merry 
upon the Road, for we expedled more Diverrion by 
walking it leifurely, than going in any other Mannei-. 
I had turn d all my Mooey into Bank Bills, which 
j^x]Ounlcd to 800 /; with my Money that 1 had for 
my Goods, and few'd them in the Waveband of my 
Breeches, not that there could be any Danger, being 
fo many in Company. We took iheSaiiJbury Road, . 
llio^ fomething out of our Way, being I refolvM to 
carry my Frjend to Bruton^ the Place of my Birth.

Grief fo overcame me for a Time, tliat I vva-^ not 
able to fpeak ; J|fcbe robbM of a Father, and a Father 
I lov''d fo dc^l^^t'wsis a cutting Stroke i and 1 was 
conftrain'd tofeake Ufe of alj my youn^ Philofophy ' 
to fupport it. ♦■'lVlj''^r1ier had left the Writing of his 
Ertate with Captain Pultney : lie having only mort- 
gaged it before for five hundred Pound, to a Friend, to 
prevent its being feizM on by the Crown, which was . 
^ a, jedeemM by the Captainiby my Father's Appointment, 
When 1ie ca [ni »t O ' W ''tiin kft. I him his five 
haodred Pound, and would have given him IntereA fbt . 
it, but be would not accept of it, but advised me to 
pare with it, whhoat I defigoM to fettle in Englani^ 
which I thought wa» the bell Way» whether 1 ftaid In 
Bi»tand or not. The Captain undertook the Matter, . 
and fold it for four thonfand' Pound. But whilft he 
was buiy about it, I got Vkt.Mu/gra've^ tvho was 
always my Bofom Friend, to go to Hereford^ and 
it were poflible to find where my dear Father was 
bury'd, and :o fee how Matters flood there. Accord- 
ingly we hired a Couple of Morfcs, and (ec out ; when 
we arrived at Hereford, wc h;and k not a little diffi-

jo : He alfo gave me a Ring, which I priz'd miga- 
ly^ becaufc it had been my Father's from his Ib^ 
mcy, given him by my Grandfather. When he ns» 
rtU<wi every Thing, I went to fee ihe i'iace where 
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my Father's Bonefi were laid, which filPd me with 
fuch awful Sorrow, that I could not refrain from 
Weeping, in Spite of my Refolution to the contrary. 
I wouM have ereded a Tomb, or Moniiment for 
him, but it was his laft Requeft that he might be 
bury'd as obfcurely, hs he did defign to live there. 
' Afcer parting with my Father's Grave with a Load 
of Sorrow, we took Leave of my Friend, the Parfon, 
and Mr. Hall^ and rode for Briftol again, but were 
ovcf't^ken about £x Miles fvonk. Hereford by three 
Gentlemen tbe Pad, that had got fpfne Notlcp of. 
the Booty they fhould gain, if they could rob iis, 
for I was fo lAdvertent as to pot all m)|Money 
into my Bags, which I wore before me at my Sad* 
die i tk^ pa(s*d at iurfi, but looking wiflifitUy upon 
QSy gave Of fome Snfpiden of what they were. Mr.^ 
Mu/gran/e advised me to ride back again, and flay 
till we had more Com|>any > but t told hioi they- 
ii;ould' fooB overtake us, and .feeiiig us fearfiil wbu^d 

.make them more refolute ; io 1 rather chofe to face 
them* for we obfepT'd 4iey were returning to meet 
tts. We lefelvM to be beiore-hand with wem, and^^ 
we drew out our Piftols ready, and if they ofFer'd 
to come too near us to begin with them. As Too n 
as they came within twenty Yards of us, I calPd to 
them, and alk'd them what they wanted ; if 1: was 
our Money, they Ihould hrii take our Lives : They 
- anlwer^d, they had no fuch Lueation : Then vvliat is 

.your Reafon of palfmg us hrfl, and then meeung us 
again ? They anfweiM us, one of their Companions, 
in lighting to eafe himleif below the Hill, had dropt 
his Watch, and they were returning to find it if they 
cou'd. Why then pafs by in the Name of God, 
(fays 1) and accordingly they did ; bat we were 
cautious of letting thtm come too near us ; as foon 

" as they were pafs*d us, we fet Spurs to our Horfes, 
md got over the Heath before we looked behind as j 
but riding leifurely thro* the Village, we faw them 
coming, ^ter a fidl Gallop. Now #e rqpented we 
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had not ftayM in the Village ; Btft We ffcfolv'd, IT 
before, to encounter them if they alTaulted us: Thtj 
foon overtook us, ard coming even with us, told os 
their Companion had found his Watch, which he 
jgallM out and fhew'd us. They faid they couid 
not blame us in taking them for Highwaymeo; 
but they affufd us, they were Travellers as we were, 
and we're goint^ to Worcefier. We did not make 
any Words with them, but rode along with them, 
indeed^ bccaufe we cou'd not help it ; They rode 
with us for about a Mile, and then the Road goiog 
jiarrow, one of them pretending to go ibremoft fciz'd 
hold of %ny Bridle ; with the Sarprize, my Horfe be- 
ing a very good one, rofe up an end \ and he dif- 
charsfng his Piftol, *the fiall grazM upon my Cloak- 
Bagi and did not do any further Damage Upon 
this I fir'd one pf my Piftoli^ but mifs^d him, but I 
iJirew it at him widi all my Force, which hit him 
eti the Head fo fall, that he lUggerM a lictk, and 
fell from his Horfe : They other difcharg d a Pocket 
pidol St me, atid woond^ me flightly in the Left 
'Shoulder; bat,* going to difcharge another^ I fet 
Spars to my Horfe, and had the good Fortoiic ttt 
/"iiaich It from him, but in the Buftle between W it 
^Vent oF, and (hot the oiher Highwayman's H<tffe 
jn the Mead, which fo cnrag'd him, that he ran awif 
^ith him in Spite of ali he cou'd do to ilop hinr. Mr. 
J^u/gra^je who engag'd wich him, follow'd him, hot 
i^onfidering he had left me with two, return'd again, 
and in very good Time ; for the other Fellow that I 
|,ad knockM down with my PilloJ, had got up a- 
jrain, and had juil caughc his Horfe that was grazing 
5nder the Hedge. His other Companion, that 1 
take" the Piitol from, had drawn a broad cutting 
Sword, and was laying at me ; I, by good Fortune, 
liad before me a great Coat for fear of Rain, and 
ihe Ball of his Paiol had brotc the Strap, fo that I 
WrapP'^ round my Left Arm, and received hisi'lo^^, 
firhic^ did me no Damage ; and* in- the*meftn Time, 
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tknA my Sword into his Side up to the Htit> which 
nemcheleis did not kUl him. - fine he dUPd to his 
C^amamoiiy cone Harrys Iet*8 make ofF, for by 
1 bdieve I*m kill'd : Accoidingly they fied as fiift 
as ever they cou^d back again, tfie Way we came, 
with my Sword in his Breaft ; for when he received 
the Wound, he turn'd fo Ihort with his Horfe, that 
Wrung the I lilt out of my Hand. Mr. Mufgra^ue was 
for following them, but 1 found lome Pain in my 
Shouluer, and it began to grow lliff, being cold, and

feme Expedition, put us all agog» ana my JMtartl 
fir^nius for Travcl^^made me once more refolve to 
be Gadding. I open'd my Mkid to Captain Pultney, 
w1k> advis*d me to the cont/ary } bat I told htm I 
ivas To much concem'd for my Father'* Death, (ii 
indeed I wai) that I 0iott*4 ibooer wear k off at 
fiea» dian oa Shore, being here every Objca that I 



fa9f pot me in Mind of him. He was very «dl 
fati5fy*d with my Keafona at laft; but faid he^ I 
waa*d not have you go in any Poft, bot'aa aVo* 
Juntier, that yon may not be confin'd to (lay longer 
than yott' fhou'd defire. T thought this the bill 
Way* therefore rcfolv'd for London wkh all my Conu 
pinions, and get us a Ship. I liad Letters of Recon- 
jxiendauons to Secretary Burchet, and feveral Gen- 
tlemen that had the Management of the Naniy, We 

^^YlV^d Zt Lottdon, February itiQ Sth, iJOl, Mt.Muf- 
f^a^fe and I cntcr'd on board the BreJa, Captain 
^ag Commander, becaule we were in form'd Admiral 
^(.nho^ikj wou*d hold his Flag in that Ship. Mf.. 
JJ//^ro'^•^', having formerly had iome Acquaintance 
'^ith the Admiral, waited on him, and had a War- 
yjunt * Quarter- Mailer given him. The reft of our 
Co«»P>P'0"* cntcr'd before the Maft, that is^ common 
Sailors^ in the fame Ship. i^Wwas foon made Cook's 
]^ate, and the reft of 'em got fome little Office 
rhat rais'd them fomething above the common Sailors, 
^hp' they cntcr'd aa fach, ind all by the Means of 
Mr. Mufgta*ve, who acquainted the Adimiral witJi 
their Fortunes* When ve ha^ fent all our Thanp 
board, and not knowing when they wou*d fail, 
ivir. Mufgra^e and I got Jeave to go to Portftnoutb 
Land, where we arrived $mS4itMrdaj, March , t» 
-d, and fiaid there tiU the Eng/ifi and Dutch Fwt 
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amvM. A S^nadroa urn oriet^d oot to ariBfe» of 
wUdi odr Ship wai one, bac an iuil4cky Acddeai; 
' Uiider^d my going with her, (bat Mr. Mufgram 
was foic'd to go againft hit lodftoations^ and lea:re 
me behind him ;) whidi wib as foUows : On^Ev^* 
4.ing coming from fceiog a Play 93l ihe^ BulltHsad^ • 
\ Gentleman coming oat with a Lady, the Crowd by 
chance joIUed me againfl the Lady, which this Gen- 
tleman, Mr. Martin (Nephew to Johnny Gibfon^ Go- 
vernor of the Place) took as aa AfFront put upon 
him, being he had the Care of the Lady ; but I begg'd 
her Pardon, and told her it was an Accident I cou'd 
not help; but he being in a flrange PaiTion, calPd 
me fevera! genteel Names, as Rogue, Rafcal, and fuch 
like, and llruek me over the Head with his Cane ; 
tho' I did not much mind his Words, I did not 
care to take his Blows without a Return, which I 
did with Intcrcil, and we were foon parted. But 
an Hour after, being at the aforefaid BuU^Head at 
Sapper, the Drawer came up and told us, Thei^e was 
a Gentleman below deiir*d to fpeak one Word with 
Mr, Faiconer i there was one Mr. Langley, Lieate* 
jiant to th^lVMfor Man of War, that 1 had made 
an Acquaintance with at the Play, that promis*d to 
,COine and $ip with ns, and I took theMefTage to 
come from him, but was furpriz'd to find it the Gen« 
tleman that I had theBuitie with. He wanted to 
drink a Giafs of Wine with me» be iiud, and led me 
into a Room { when we. were there, he ,told me he . 
came for SatisfaAion for. the Affront I put upon him 
abont an Hour -ago, V therefore draw, added he, or

Yhc Gemleman coa* 
tiDis'd in a violent Fever a great whil^ mKl his 
JJfe was defpair'd of; -bat at M, after a tedious 
. lUncfi recovered, bot contini»'d weak. One Day he 
ctme 10 Yifit me in a Chair, where I was coofin*d» 
0nd toM me he was rtry forry for what had Sap- 
penM, and that to Day I fhould be at Liberty; add 
accordingly came an Order in the Afternoon for my 
Freedom, without paving any Fees. 'But to my 
g^eat Grief the Fkcc was faiFd, and Btdo^us 
j^qaadron defign'd for the /W/V/. Bit Mr. Martin 
begg**^ be patient, and he wou'd procure me a 

Fa/lage in a Store Ship that wou'd Tail in a Week at 
fartheft for Jamais , and he was"" ^s' good as his 
Word ; for the next Day he carry'd me to Captain 
you^^^i Commander of the Ty^^r Store- Ship, and en- 
Xitv'd me jnimtdiarely. Then my He^rt began to be 
at ^ gave him Thanks j and^ybr the Time 

toy*^ there, Mr. Martin and I w^re very inti- 
jnate i and he exprefs*d hioifelf fo genteelly about 
4>or former Encounter, that he gainM my Efteem. 

Paffion indeed is certainly a Madneli ; and there* 
fytc what is done Jn that 1/cat ought to be forgot, 
if the Perfons themfelves repent of it. But how ha- 
^ane it wou*d be, if in the MkHI of that Fire of 
Paflion which blazes oat, they cou*d fpiinkle the 
cool Water of Reafon and quench it ? Ht nothing 
niorc deforms the Mind or Body than P8flk>D,' and 
»tis then we lofe onr hamane Form, and ttt 
jnorphos'd into Beafts. How many great and 
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* Men have done fach Things in~ Pafllon, that they 
have repented of all their Lives after. Therefore Pai-, 
fioQ may be well tcrmM a pilfering Devil, that Ikals 
away our Senfes, and prompts us to do A^ons un- 
becoming the Form we bear. 

We fee Sail from Spithiad^^ May the i8th, 1701, 
and our Captain gave ns Hopes of overtaldjig the 
Fleet, by reaibn he faid, one Ship ooaM ^better make 
Way than a whole Fleet, being they were obltg'd- to 
wait for one another. We met with nothing extraor* 
dinary but a Storm, that drove us aUmoft upon the I- 
iland Maderm^ which being fo ' nigh^ our Captain re- 
folvM to aoohor at, and accorcUn^y we did in the Bajr 
of the City of Fumutl^ the Cftptfal of the Place : Cap* 
tain Tnmg and I went on Shore to view the Town. 

Ftuncat, the Capita] of this Ifland, is a large 
bandfome City, with one Cathedral and four other 
Chnrches* neatly built j two Cloifters, one for 
dieMen,^and the omer for die'^Women. The City 
contains i6o# Hoafes. There is alfo' computed to 
be upon diislfland ioo,oeo Inhabitants. I bought 
a Portugueze Book here that gives a better Account 
of the firft Difcovery of this Ifland than any I have 
feen extant, which Mr. Mujgra^-je tranflated for me 
Into Eftg/ijb. J have feen h in FrencJj Bnce, but not 
truly tranflated, being there was fomething left out 
concerning King Eduoard the Third, that conquered 
France. And as the Honour belongs to Englijh^ 
as the firft inhabitants, 1 lhali here give it you faith- 
fully tranflated. It being but fliort, I hope it will 
not be found tedious. For in all my Voyages I avoid 
Prolixity, as being cffcnfive to all Readers, and the 
Places 1 defcribe are generally fuch as are not fre- 
quented by the Engiyb^ it being my f oitttne to b9 
carry'd there.

-violent Storm arofe, and drove the Ship ^m the 
Ifland, with about fixteen Men, that were preparing 
all Things for failing the next Day. Thefc were toit 
by the Winds and Sea for many Days, but at lali, to 
their great Joy, difcovcr'd Land, where they ran their 
Ship on Shore, being fhe was fo leaky Hie could hardly . 
fwim. But their Joy for being favM from the watry 
-£lement, foon chang d to Sorrow, when they found j 
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• themfelves uken by the Moors, they being landed on 
the Coaft of 4f^ici, Their new Mailers (after hard 
Ufage) arrived at the City of Morocco, with their PuFp 
chafe, where they fold them in the Market like Ccwj, 
or Oxen ; but all declaring they were Men of Rank, 
f^ey were irpprifon'd, in Hopes of large Ranfoms. 

When Ltone/ and Arabella, and the reft that were 
left on Shore, difcover*d the ,next Morning their fi-

.^rc;fled a CroTs, to ihew thoTe tliat were inttn^ 
^here» dy*d under the Banner bf Christ : Upon 
^ark of the Tree, they cut in Letters tbe wb^ 
Story of their Misfortunes. The reft that leBteara 
upon the Ifland, proposed to themfelves of vcntunne 
into their Boat (which by good Fortune was left on 
Shore) and fteer their Courfe to the nigheft Main 
Land, where they happily arriv'd without Dangw, 
but ran the fame Fate with their other Companions 
that were thrown on the fame Coall in the Ship, tl^at 
they all thought was caft away. All the Conifori 
they receiv'd in their Misfortunes, was, that they 
were committed to the fame Prifon, that their Ccm- 
MSiions were in.* They were over-joy 'd, to find 
{hofc alive that were thought dead, but moum'd to 
tbink of meeting in fuch a melancholy Place. In 
the fi*nie Prifo^ was one Juan de MoraUs, a noted 
pUot, and an excellent Navigator; this Man wsi 
snighttlx pl«a8*d with the Tales oC theft Eng^fi' 
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tlemcn, and fo often begg'd them to repeat their Ad» 
ventures, that he had every Mark of the Ifland cxa6t, 
and perfedly faw it in Imagination. In the Yc^ 
I416, Don SanchOf Son to Ferdina?id King of Ara- 
goft, dy'd in Cajfile, and left confiderabie Sums of 
Money to redeem Sfamfty Prii oners that were captivq 
in Barhary ; among the reft was Juan de Morales ; 
and at tlie ikme Time the EngUJb Gentlemen got ^eir 
Ranfom, and fafely arrirM in their owtt Coantty^ 
with a Pardon for their Offence from the King of 
Efigland, and the Hufband of Arahelia. Mtraiis^ 
ana all tbi6 Ship's Crew, were taken by the Portu- 
gaUj^ who met indi |hem cmifing in thofe Seas ; . 
But all, excepting MoraUt^ had their Liberty givea . 
than, wl|o was detaiaM for his Knowledge in the 
Madiematicks i and Promlfes were made hitn of great 
Rccompence, if he would ftrvc King John otForiu* 
gai in hb Difeoveries. . , 

As ibon as they were arrtvM at tijhon, Mitraia 
'WftA prcfeated to the King, by Don Henry the Infant^ 
wtecf was a great Encouragcr to new Difcoveries, 
where he opcn'd the whole Story of Lionel and Ara* 
htlla : Which was fo generally received, that a Fleet 
was ordered immediately for this new Voyage, and 
June the id, 1420, fet out to Sea wel! arm'd. 1 hey 
defign d firfl for Porto San<f?o, as being nigh the Ifland 
as Morales conjedur^d the Englijh abandoned. 

When they arriv'd there, the InhabkaaLs advis'd 
them not 'tCL go any farther in their Difcoveries to- 
wards the .N. being there was a black Cloud 
which would terminate their Navigauon, becaufc there 
was not any one that ever attempted it, but loil their 
Lives for their Prefumption, and were never heard of 
more. Notwithftanding Gon/ales the Admiral, and 
^Morales the Pilot, were, well affur'd that vei^ .Cloud 
'was, the Idand they wanted to find ; they were the 
more convinced in it» by reafon the Cloud continued 
of the fame Colour thro' every Change of the Moon* 
Silt fhe^teft of the Ship's Crew We^e of the contrary

tliat he beiqg a Cajlilian^ (and confequently tbeii 
Enemy \ did it to difgrace them \ and that it was a 
prefumptuous Thing to pretend to leardi into theS^ 
crcts of Providence. 

Notvviihllanding their Grumblings, they fet fail 
j^om F9rio Safi^9p ^nd made forward for their Dif- 
Govery i but the nearer tHey approached this Clofi<i» 
the more frightful it gmt, which caas'd a te^le 
fear in all the Sailors* iatreating GMfalu to letara^ 
and not to be th^ Death of fo many innocent People* 
Bttt ftili they held their Coiiiift for all their Cla- 
incurs ; yet 'Qottfit/es, to encpurage the Sailors^ .a(^ 
iiir^d *em it muft be firm Land, and to diffipate tbdr 
jreara». tpade *em this following Oration : 
' Why JhQuld t he more hardy than you^ tut ihctl 
cotjjirrnd it is as 1 tell you ? Jf there Jhould he anj 
J?af7ger, hanie I any Means to extricate my/elf fMtt 
than yourfel<ves ? h not my Life as precious to me^ as 
iiny of yours, my Companions P A Fool-haydinefs does 
^ot become usy it^s true ; hut a firm Courage is wftat 
^11 Men JJjould be endued n-vith. E^'ny Perjun here has 
ttjefJtiir d his Life for his King in Battle before no^t 
tUi^ithout half the RccoJnpcife or Honour that nvill ht 
galfi^^ hy this Expedition, if nxe fuiceed^ as "we eer- 
tainh Jhnll^ if owt' ar/n ourf elves nicitb Refolution to 
^ercome all Dijfficulties : Banijh your Ftarsy and tall 
y0ur Re^/on toyour Jidt and let us proceed in theNanUt 
an^ fof' the Honour of God, and our King, 

They proceeded chearfglly, animated by this Ora- 
tion, and in a little Time ci^ered the Cloud, or fett'ed 
Fog; '>wt the Tide driving the Vefiel too ^ar North, 
they out their Boats to tow their Ship in the miaft 
of the Cloud ; .bat the farther they row^d, the Cloud 
feen»'d 10 decreafe, and prefently after they difcover d 
j[^nd to their great Joy, being it was what but few 
of them expefied : The firft Cape they difcover d, was 
called by GonfaUs^ Cape St. Lawence^ which they 

aouhled^ and faw a fine and fertile Coontry, fu^^ ^ 

lair 
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fiuir and. lofty Ti«ei^ iba^ made: the Profped ddjg^- ' 
fut. Sailing on^ they^ difcom'd a lai*ge Bay, wjiicli 
Morales j udgM to be the Pjace where tte EngH/h were 
thrown ; but it being late, Gonfalet Ordered to let fall 

the Anchors, not caring to land till they had the 
whole Day before them. The next Morning they 
landed, .and found it to be the fame Place where 
Lionel Muchin^ and Arabdhiy were buried. 

When they had given Account to the Admiral of 
the Stare of Things, he landed and took PoffefTiori 
of the Ifland for his Mafter, John the Firll, King of 
Portugal. They ere£led an Altar upon the Tomb of 
the two Lovers, faid M^s, an4 returned God Thanks 
for their happ)' Siiccefs. 

Con/alt s term'd the iiland Madera from the Quan- 
tity of its Wood ( which in the Portugucfe Language 
' fignihes Woody ) that was found all over the liland, 
hut no human Inhabitants. ' ' 

After they had fearch'd well on Shore, Boats were 
OiderM to row round the Ifland, being it was dan- 
gerous for their Ship, by reafon of many Rocks and 
Shallows that lay in the Water. So (leering We^» 
they difcover*d four fine fmall Rivers running 'into 
the Sea, th^ Water being extremely dear. Gonfafts 
ordered fame to be bottled, to prefent to the King of 
frugal his Mailer at his Return. ^ ' ■ / 

Going farth.er^ feveral Soldiers were landed in a 
Valley, which was waterM by a fine River^ and a 
noble Grove of Trees that made a perfeA narbbar» 
where Gonfales eredled a large Crols.* 

Sailing on, they came to a Point of Land, that ran 
a great Way into the Sea, which was inhabited by 
fuch a Number of" great different Birds, that the Men 
were afraid of being devoured by 'cm. This Place 
was nam'd Punt a des Gralhos^ from the large iSium* 
her of Birds. 

Going forward, they difcover'd a Valley covered 
with fine large Cedar-Trees ; next to that they found . 
another large oaci where was a gr^ Lake or Fond, 
' from

. which was formerly a Bi(hop's Sec, but is M the 
chief Place for Temporal Affairs. 

From this Plain runs three Rivers into the So, 
which form an Ifland, and Isndiock the Haveo, ie- 
cure from Storms and Tempefts. ' 

Gonfaks ftill fcnr out more Men for Difcovcrics in 
the Ifland, where they found a white Rock, call'dby 
the Portugueze Pra\'a For mo fa ^ or the fair Rock; 
below which was a fierce Torrent of Water, fo clear, 
that obligM 'em all to obferve it. Two reiolute Sol- 
diers puird off their Cloatb, and attempted tofwim 
a-crofs the Stream, bat were hurried away with iht 
Current in fuch an impecuons Manner, that they had 
peri(h*d, if they had not been timely fuccourM by thttj 
Companions by Ropes, which they threw Id, and poP 
^cm* op againft the Violence of the Stream. Tins 
Torrent thcf nam'd Soet9ri€ku 
' The moft tenutrkable Thing they fixmd in their 
Voyage, was a great Number of Sea-Wdifcs, ww» 
rulh'd ont of a Cave into die Water when diey af- 
proach'd 'cm. Gonfales gathered all Som of PiantJ. 
Koots, Flowers and Minerals, together with all Sorti 
of Birds, and a large Parcel of the Eard^ and oa- 
bark'd for Portugal, where he fafcly arriv'd 
the 2//, the fame Year 1420, where he wM xwoi»* 
with all the Favour imaginable. • . 

In May T421, Gonjaies was made Governor jfttC 
whole liland, with an additional Title of 
and in the fame Month fet Sail with his Wife 
two Daughters, and many more, for the inhabitirig 
the fame; where he happily arrived, and laid 

foundation for the prefent Capital of Funckelh ^ 
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fuimal^ but to honour Lionel M^chin^ who was there 
tntefd, he ^caird the PUice For to Maebino, and over 
tfift 'Grave he eredted a noble Church. Some WrK 
tMM relikte that Gonfalc$ fet the Woods on fire, that 
continued burning for feven Yean, which made Wood ^ 
fooe in that Ifland ; bat there is fuch Plenty of all 
Sbiii» that I look upon that Story bat as a FaUe« 
The lihind daily increasM in its ihhabitanti^ till it 
cuae to the now floorilhirig:State it remains in. 

hSmdira is fitaated in thirty Degrees and thirty one 
Mfentes. In Circumference arout forty Leagues, 
iwel^e' In Length, about two broa4. The Air, fo 
temperate, that neither Heat nor Cold is troublcfome, 
and the Soil lb fertile, that it yields more Corn for 
the Bignefs of the Place than any other Ifland as 
large again. The Grafs flioots up fo high, that they 
are obiig'd to burn it, and in the Aihcb they.plaiu 
Sugar-Canes, wliich in fix Months Time produce Su- 
gar. The Inhabitants are mpre civilized than any of 
-the Canary Iflands. 

■ After we had made an End of our Affairs, we fet 
"Sail from thence, and direded our Courfe for Tfw^;v/f^ 
one of the Canary Jflands, or the In/uia Fortu7iata: 
of Ptolemy y where \vc fafely nrrivM. This Ifland lies 
in twenty fcven ]3cgrccs, and thirty Minutes ; about 
"fourteen Leagues in Length. SanBa Cruze, 
where we anchored, is the chief Harbour. It is au 
liland very well inhabited, containing three CicieSj 
w large Towns, befldes a great Number of Villages. 

what it's fam'd moil for is the Pike^ or high 
' Mot tatain, that rears its Head above the Clouds, and 
wms to fcale even lit aven itfelf. I have feen many 
JPebpIe that have told me they have been at the Top 
W this Mountain : But none give fo good a Defcrip- 
doo of. it (and eiren the whole Ifland) as the Right ' 
'Severed Dr* Sprat in his Hipry o/the Royal Socutj % 
HKbiuh is as follows. 

' Having fomiOiVi ourfelves with a Guide,' Servant's 
Horfesi to carry our Wine and Proviflon, we (A

and rcfreih'd ourfeives till two io the AftcrnooD : 
Then we pafs'd through many fandy Way^, «¥Cf 
many lofty Mountains, but oatkod lad bire, and 
not covert with any Fine T»m« is.oiirfiril^i^iu't 
railage was. This expos'd us to «xcei6?c iMk 
till we arriv'd at the Foot of the Pia^ vrtwce W 
found many hug^ Stones, which fcem'd to hvc 
ftli'n from fome upper Part : Ahwft^ 'mtht&m^ 
ipg. we bcg^n to a&end the Pia, b^mw» 
fcarce advanced a Mile, asd the Way fieiilg 
oaflable for Horfes^ we left them with ojirSffiWifc 
Ji^ the Afceot of one Mile, fome pf our Comf^ ' 
gtenr very faint and ifick, diforder*d by Fl«xct» Ve> 
mJtings, atid aguiOi Diftempers^ our Hoife*8 Wn 
flanding upright like Briftlei^ and calling fvfm 
cf our Wine, earryM in drnzU Barrels on a Wvk 
*we fband it (b wonderfully cold, that jve couM not 
drink it till we had made a Fire to warm it,e«6» 
withflanding the Air was very calm and na^ 
rate. Luc when the Sun was fet, it began to blow 
with fuch Violence, and grew focold, thattaking «ip 
our I-odging amoiigit the hollow Rocks, we WWC 
nccc/n rated to keep great Fir<;s in the Mouths of 
'em all Might. About four in the Morning we be- 
gan to mount again ; and being come another Mile 
up, one of ojr Company fail d, and was not able 
to proceed any farther. Here began tlie black Rocks. 
The rell of us purfu'd our Journey till we came tt> 



the Sugar-Loaf, where we began to travel r> gain in 
a white Sand, being fitted with Shoes, whok nng'^ 
Soles are made a Finger broader than the upper U^'

* before. The Top on which we ftood being not 

* 'above a Yard broad, is the Brink of a Pit, callM the 

* Colder a, which we judg'd to be a Mufket-Shot^ 
' over and near foirfcore Yards deep, in Form of a. 

* Con€y hollow within like a Kettle, and cover'd with^ 

* fmall loofe Stones, mix'd with Sulphur and Sand»-. 

* from among which iffuM divers Spiracles of Smoak 

* and Heat ; which being ftirr'd with any Thing, puffft^ 

* and makes a Noife, and fo ofFenfive, that we were, 
' almoft fuffocated with the fodd^ Emanation of. 

* Vapoors, upon the lemovlng one of thefe Stones,^ 
' which were fo hot as not eafily to be handled. We,

the Clouds began to rife fo faft, as that they inter- 
cepted our Profpeaboih'of the Sea, and the whole 
JHand, except the Tops only of the fubjacent Moan- 
tains, which feem'd (o pierce tfaqn thro*. Whether 
- thefe Clouds do ever furmount the Pico, we can't 
« fay, but to fudi M are far below* they feem fome- 
^ timet to hang above or rathor wiap themielves 
^ about as conSaady when die Wea WJadtUow 

* this ; they call the Cap^ and h the fafidlibkPMg* 
« noftick of enfuuig Storms. One of oar Company 

who made this Joamey again two Yieafi afier« aniriiV 
at^eTopofdie/'/VtfbeloieDay, and creeping under 
a great. Stone to (broad himfelf. from the coU 
after alitde Space found bimfelf all wet, and peicenr*^ 
jt to corner froai a perpetual trickling of Water frtwn 
the Rocks above him. Many excellent and exube- 
rant Springs we found ifl'uing from tiiC Tops d 
moft of the other Mountains, gufhing out in great 
Spouts almoil as far as the huge Pine-tree^ which 
we mention'd before. Having" /lay'd a while at 
the Top, we all defcended the Tandy Way, till we 

* camc to the Foot of the Sugar Loaf, which being 
ileep, even almofl to a Perpendicular, we foon 
pafs'd ; and here we inet with a Cave aboiit 
Vards- deep* and 15 broad, being in Shape like an 
Oven, or Cupola^ having a Hole at the Top, near 
g Yards over. This we defcended by a Rope tii^' 
our Servants held faft at the Top, while with the 
other End (being faibed iUK>at our jMiddles) we 
fwung ourfelves, till beii^ over a Bank of Sum

This Account was given to that Ingenious and Rc- 
tef^d Divine Dr^Sprat^ Bifhop of Rochefier, by fome 
EngUp Merchants, who had the Curiofity to afcend 
f Pirv, one of the higheft Mountains in the World 1 
Bekher could I find him out in any Thing, but in the 
heighth ; he allows it to be but two Miles and a haHilbut 
all the Inhabitants a^ee to make it a foil League high. 

Qwpt, Young and I attempted to afeend It t but there 
was fucb a t^ck Fog, that we were perfnaded to the 

H 6 contrary } 
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contrary ; we went up about a Quarter of a Mile, but 
were (o wet with the i^og, that we had aot a dry 
Xhread about us. 

.When we had fatisfy'd our Curiolitics as far as wc 
could, we fet Sail bom Timnf^ and made our Courfc 
for the IVefi Indies. We met a Dutch Ship from Ai- 
fawot that was drove by ill Weather feveral Degrees 
0uC of her due Courfe; we fpard 'cm what Necef' 
£uics we con'd, being they were in grqit Want, and 
cook oar Leaves of 'em. The fame Evening a Stwni 
overtook nt, and drove us out of our Ooorft^ bat in 
the NIglit it tum'd ftark Cahn. The nest MocaifiS 
ditoverM a Galley with Turkijh Colours put, row* 
jng up to us with all their Strength ; we were all fat* 
prJ^'^ ^"^^ amaz'd, and could hardly give Credit to 
Q^t Eyes, being no one on board us ever heard of a 
^ lit' kip Galley fo far from their own Coalt; but it 
fecJi^s we were nigher Jfrkk than we i'uppos'd, as ic 
py0ved afterwards. Our Captain told us we had nothing 
^ do but hght it to the lail ; for if we Were taken, we 
j^ight be Sl|ives aU our Lives long. I advis'd our 
Q^pdoxi to put out our Boat, and tow our Ship fro^ 
'iffffg - for, laid I, if a Wind does not rife in the mean 
•fitnef that we may efeape *em, yet we ihaU g^n 
jiioro Time to put oarfdves in Readinefi to recebs 
*^0t wbm they come up with us. This Advice was 
^pprov*d on, and the Boat was got ont immedistdf 
\vith fix Men to row, and I obliged myfelf to go affl^ 
^itb her to lleer her right, that they might rOW «i* 
their Strength. We tow'd lo tightly for an HooTf 
(liat we made pretty good Way with our Ship ; 
but ^"^^ 2II our Endeavours, we found that in about 
another Hour they would get up with us; but wc 
aefign'd to row till they were within a Qaarier of a 
]^iio of us, and then go into the Ship agani. In the 
jpean Time, oar Men on board had prepared every 
Thing' and were in good Order to receive 'cm. We 
iJad fixteen Gui«i .end forty Meo^ and. AmmiiDition 
oooogh. We were preparing to eome on board, 

" when. 
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when we found they were almoft up with us, but 
our Captain advis'd me not, and ordered us to have 
Anna in the Boac> with fome Hand-Granado'a ; and ^ 
as (bon as we (hould fee them engaged, to go to the 
^ eontraiy Side of the Enemy, an4 fire upon *eni, and 
hy that Means we ihould amafe them» that they 
would not ventare to boa^ ob., ThMncdjaiely it wi» 
apreed» and two more Men, together* with one 
Aims, were put into us. Tlie Galley came up wUi 
OS in' an Innaat, and hatlM os in Englijh^ and bid ot 
ftrike our Colours immediately, or it (hoald be worfe 
for us; but were anfwer'd by us with our Cannon, 
inilead of our Voices, and we went to. it. Now, to 
obey my Orders, I loos'd my l'ow-Rope> row'd to 
get on the other Side of the Galley, but was migh- 
tily furpriz'd to tind their Boat out, and about the 
Number of tw^nXy Turks getting into her ; our Men 
in the Boat advisM immediately to return, but I told 
^em *twa» too late, for it would be worfe £or us if we 
did : Nay, our Captain caU*d us to come on board 
but I thought they would do us more Injury in eet« 
ting up the Ship's Side, than if we flood ""em bolmy^ 
which we refoiv*il ta do : There were nine of us,. 
aiid:we had Arms enough ; fo before they ooold £re 
at OS, we dt&haf^*d out Mufloets at Vm^.and-kid ooiv 
fidves under the Gunnel ot our Boat to chargp a^aia 
When we were prepared, I ordeaM'em not to ftir till 
the T urks had iiml ; and as foon as* they had done fo, 
to fet Fire to the Fuzee of their Hand Granadosy and 
throw 'em in upon them; as foon as we heard the 
!r urks fire, which did us no Damage, we fet Fire to 
our Hand'Granadoesy as agreed upon, and threw *em 
in upon 'emj but they fufped^ling, fomething, it feems, 
ordered but half their Number to fire firll, and the 
Other half hred upon us fo unluckily, when we role 
to difchaige* oar Granadoesj that .Uiey kiird three of 
any Men out-right, wounded another* dangecoudy, 
nnd myfelf in tlie Ljcft: Arm. It is true our Granadoet

He that c»m- 
inanded the Slaves (which Jenkins) found Fault 
with 'em for fomething, and chaftiz'd 'em as ufual, but 
took the Opportunity to, unlock 'em all, and order d 
*em to tie ftill» as if thdr Chains were fad, till they 
bad Commnd to do otherwife. Every Thing fuc* 
owied to dmr WiOiet, for the 7 urh got up to their 
De? otioo iboner than we expeded» even^berore it waa 
til^i and hodling down t<^her» we dapt down 
thnHatcbeit and foar'ddie beftParf of *em. ..The 

Qiptatn, with XmEngUJbmen^ attd tscetFrinchman^ 
were fdzM in the Cabbin, and bound Handf and Feet ; 
Md this Without any Noife. About eight * othen diaa 

had

Si-i]ttle. Then as they came up, we bound 'em; bat 
being bat few Englijh^ \ve C0uid not hinder the Slaw 
from killing fevciaJ «f thefc too. At laft we bound 
*em aJI, being twenty -fi^c, there being kill'd by the 
SJaAtes 6xt«»crr; and afierwards, by the Confent and 
J^greement aU, we . cbai'nM twenty of 'em to the 
O^T iathe Room of^ tlkdfe We had udeu ^ } tet tbey 
began «o V teiy ftubbohy at fiirft# Utr^we pat tk 
Slaves to 'em; and ^faejr. 4boi^ *em wotk, by 
riving •em the &me Ufage as they generally »'<! » 
eceivcflom'em. v " ♦ 

When we had fee ur'd 'em, wereturn'd God Thifib 
Ot our happy Succefs, and then confulted which Way 
lliouid fteer. We EngU/h agreed to go fori"*!' 
but the Slaves we redeemed, being moftly^/'^* 
fiaf^^ and Portuguc^.r, were for going to t5>/^<"»' 
It Ihort, there was no agreeing, for thiy being tl^e 
greater Number, the^ pretended to have tlic Com- 
[i^nd oVer us, jiever coiifidenng 'twas to os iney 
hirff ow*d their Liberty, f muft confers I 
ery muctf diflfetijfjr'd at thw Ingralitddr, but coad 
ot find any Meaas to Iwflp omfcl ves. Mf . MrJ//^^^* ' 
joke 10 'em ini5/wi/A ^aJlafcl bcftr^^em th«i^e. 
efic it woQ^a be fo* *eiiii<o go iotEnglimdx but « 
ras like preaching to fo Beafl^v ^ i[* 
araedhtm not, but refohr^d to follow thrir M 
gn of direaing their Courfe iox Spain. When 
doadtliere was no Remedy, we defir'd to toucft 
t LiJionmF^tugal, |nd iei ailiotc there i 
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they confcnted with much Intreaty. If we had beea 
of an equal Number, we would have endeavoured 
to have fbrQs'd 'em with us for Efj^laml, that they 
might have repented tlieir Ingratitude. 

They would not let atiy'of us have the Command 
of the Vefiel, but one y elafques, a Spaniard, was chofca^ 
• Captain, who immediately tum'^d Out Mr. Matthenvs^ ' 
that we had given the Captain's Cabbin tb, and took ; 
Pdfii^otl'of it himfelf. This fet us all a murmur.' 
flig, anc( we confcdted to contrive fome way to be even 
with *em; but they were fo nhitdiful, ajid alwiiya 
Qpoiv thfcirGuiird^ that it was to nt) Parpiyfe CO plot 
any Thing. Thi^ \i9<d to put Ceiitihels iipod as every 
tirite we ivent to. Reft. Otie Nrght we were awaked , 
oat of i^'Skep by Gitleys'lfrom oar it^W (i^aoUm 
Wglafques i yihtxk ^e^i9€ti upon Beck, his tdla us 
-there was a Ship difcover'd to Wiitdwatd of os. Now, 
my Realbn of fending for you, laid the Captaitt, fs, 
we dcfign to attack her, and make Prize of her, let 
her be of what Nation Ihe will, excepting ^panijh. 
When Mr. Matthc^vs had told us in Engli/h what he 
faid, my Indignation rofe that I could hardly forbear 
rufhing upon him, and tear his Throat out : But at" 
lafl: my Reafon conquered my Psffion, ard T became, 
calm. 1 bid Mr. Matth'eivs let him know he could 
not exped us to fight, if they were Englijh^ bur 
Countrymen: But' he fwore we Ihould fight, or be- 
kili'dy if they were oofiown Fathers. I bid Mr. Mat* 
iktnM tell him, as for my own Part, I would 061, 
fight a Stroke, let' it be what Nation it would ; znA 
fin* his threatirihg'to- kill us, Kdid 'not know bvit ir 
woold be better to die, than to foc&te wUh ft^V atn' 
oogtatefbl Crew as (hey were, ^'he $iip nbw h&ftes^ 
oFlkeeping her Coiirie, as fttt dtd at iirft,'n^de d t&e 
.&ul Ihe could, and bore down upon us, >vhich they 
did not mind in our difput ng. The Captain then 
began to change his Tone, and thought it the wifeil 
*way to fteer away before the Wind, and endeavour 
to get from 'em. VV hereupon ^he crowded away, and 
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belaboured the ^foor Turks with his Baftinado to row 
with all their Strength, that I pitied 'cm. Looking 
toivards the Ship that purfu'd us, we could perceive 
Englijh Colours out, which rejoycM us Englijh mighti- 
ly. We now confulted how we (hould ftop the Gal- 
ley ; for with failing and rowing we went faller than 
, they. At laft I reloJv'd to take a Piftol, and Iboot 
him through the Head, let the Confequence be what 
it would. So I laid hold of one of the Pillols unper- 
ceiv'd, (they having prepared their Arms for their 
Engagement) goes up to yelafques^ and took him by 
the Throat with my Left Hand, and holding the Pi- 
flol to his Breall with my Right, I threatned to ftoot 
him dead if he or his Men offered to flir. Several of 
his Companions were running to his Affiftance, but 
^ere flopped by Mr. Mattbe*ws^ telling 'em, if they 
offered to llir, their Captain was a dead Man. This 
Buflle caus'd the Turks to lye upon their Oars, and 
In the mean Time Mr. Sloan brought the Galley to 
the Wind, and lay*d by, and the Ship got up witii 
ys in an Inftant, and without hailing us, pour'd in a 
proad'fide upon us, which kiird us two of theTiri/, 
and five of our Spaniards^ among which was that un- 
grateful Monfter Felafques, and the Wind of one of 
lYiC Shot^' threw me down upon Deck without any 
farther hurt j we had no Colours up at all but the 
yane upon the Top-Maft Head, which fhew'd us to 
be a Turkijh Veffel ; I fent up Getrge Kirk to take 
down that, which prevented their firing again ; upon 
this they hailed us : But after we told 'em we were 
£nglij^> tbey fent immediately two Boats well arm d 
on board us, and when we had fatisfied 'em how it . 
^as with us, we feized upon our vile Spaniards^ and 
portugutzcy and bound 'cm ; we faw it was an l^ng^^ 
fA^^ of War i and upon Enquiry found it was the 
Jiuh* Captain IVahon, Commander, bound after the 
picet for the Wejl-Indies. They had met with Cap- 
tain Young and his Crew fleering their Courfe for Ji»r 
land^ being they were fo difabled with the Engage- 
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ment they hai with the Galley of the Turks^ that we 
were in, they durft not hold Oft their Way for the 
W^-lndies. Sp the Stores were moft of 'eol put on 
board the Ruhr, and the reft were to follow as foon 
ai Wnef coold ftip 'em In another Vefiel. Now there 
were two Men that were Paflengers m Captain 
yMMrjf*s Ship, pot on board ^^ Ruhy to parrne chehr 
Voyage, and they feeing the Galley, knew her to be 
the fiiine that engaged with Captain Tbung in the 
ger^ and that was the Reafon they fired Upon tts'Withj 
out hailing, as is uiual in thofc Cafes. * ' 

I was very glad of an Opportiuiity to purlae my 
Voyage, I made my Addrefs to Captain Walton^ who 
very friendly received me ; while we were confult* 
ing what wc (lioiild do about our Prifoners, the Gal- 
ley feem'd to lye deeper in tiie Water, and going to 
examine her, found a Shot had pierc'd her between 
Wind and Water,, but it was impoffible to come to 
it- to ftop it J fo we took what we could out of her, 
and goings unlock the Gallcy-Slaves Chains, theKey 
was not to be found, and the Galley was finking eyei7 
Minixte, and before we could bleak tbe -Chains Ih^ 
£ink downright, with the whole 20 onforto* 
nate 7urh^ and all the Sfi^mards^ (who being ty*d) 
coitid not help themfelves, neither had we time to give 
?em any Affiftance. I moft* confefs I was Veiy^mucfi 
concerned to fee (o many poor unfortunate Cita^ 
tures meet with Death, when it was in oar Power 
ten Minutes before to have fav'd 'em. Captain If'al'^ 
U'n was realiy griev'd at it, and fhcw'd a Temper 
^ull of Humanity. Wc had juft brought onboard 
the Captain, and two more Evg/ijhmerty with th^ 
Frtnchman^ RenegadQ\. The Captain was fo fullen 
that he would not eat or drink, 
we fuppos'd) to ftarve himfetf to bot Intendi-d ifif^ 
i^alton us'd all gentle Means po Heath. C9i^\t 
into Temper, but to no Purpofe flib»e to briwr bim 
fomuch as give any Anfwer to , ^ 
and w ftbaot % Week. or eight^i^at afkM b?iP ? 

Days after we took 
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was fouud dead in his Hammock : 
Qfieci^t Engljjktnen told us he had poifon'd him- 
feJfi for he iilways faid jf he was ever taken by the 
Engiyh he would make away with himfelf, to pre* 
vent the Punifliment he fhould undergo. The other 
four Englijhmen. that were inftrumenial in our De- 
Jiveraiice, were all Mahometans in Appearance, as I 
(aid before, that is, thty forfcok their Ciuf^iwutv in 
outward Show, but were.'icilly Chriftiaijs in vm 
flCj^Xs, as wa$ likewife my 4ihiee C^inpfiiiBifi M 
^ere taken in the Apftt with mci but as they told 
Xbcy only did it to have {om Oj^oaxmy of get- 

^ PAC; their Ubernf i and tlie Words thai wtft liffc 
i]k>' it W9S ifi a Speech they did not aodetftaoi per^ 
feflly fliockM them in thehr Uttmace ; and tk^rii 
hoped their Peace was made with God ftr tUi 

y Crinies, with* a fincere Penitence from thc'Mwaiil 
ll^ey haS committed it. 

Mr. Matthenx^s the Surgeon, George Jenkins, Wil- 
liafn JJhton^ and Ralph Smallwood^ were taken itt 
^ Ship calPd the Bret hers of Briftol, bound fof 
$ca^^(roon^ after an obliiiiate fight, where all were 
IjjU'd, excepting the abovemention'd four, who were 
mk^n and fold for Slaves, and ccntinujji foforforoe 
VeA^^ * ^'^^ feizi^g Qj|i. a Bq^.wjih^,^ four frr«^^- 
Jthat did dcfi^n tOrO^qxe^f their Lilierty witb 
dtefOf th^ put tp S«U. aSd j^:^ithoc chofe to truft » 
Wa^es, nod ap Ppfen Bp^t, th*i ftay thcrt.t^ig 
5laycs for ever; ^sfX lUnkt th/Rencgado, 
r:hrii^t> Name wa^ ti^fi^JporM, Jiaving NflHiQC of 
their Flight, followed iiji VWfa fwift GaB^* «•* 
got i^ight of them ; MV'. UittbfVfs (who tehifOS *5 
Story in this Manner) acd his Companions isGS%^

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Ihould immediately row back, as if they ha^ no Dc- 
figo of running away, and make out their Story as 
well as they cou'd ; accordingly we drew, and the 
Lo^ fell upon the four Frenchmen, Immediately we 
bound 'eo^ Mod low'd Inck, and were foon met by 
tk Odley, where ve nade our Tale good, by te)U 
i|g; the Titrhp that fpm^ a FiOmg with the four 
fi><i$fi$U0;, ihcy vfcM* km cQmpeird us ^ f^rce 
HMrPi^'A t^'^em in tMr $mtfttf SpifHuf M 
1^ Ji^Itig jiQt wfSOiags M to grappling wl^ tkMhl 
lad overcame *ein by mam Poi«^.«iiMl>-ilMni^''ttRt 
were bringing *em Th»R^tmih$m^ kept nme to 
Apir Promife, and nevercotttndidid os in oar Stor^; 
Humt upon this became very civil to us, and put us 
in Truft : He made me immediately Surgeon to the 
Galley, Mr. Jenkins Matter of the Siavee, and our 
tvyo other Companions had fome little Office that 
pleas'd 'em. A^e went feveral Voyages with him, 
and took many Veffels, but never met with any 
Engli/h Ship before the 'Tyger that we had tjie defpc* 
rate Engggement with. The ibur frtmebmen were 
made SiUves to sow in' another Galley, which was 
tatm abovit twQ. MonAs aga by a Sfmmjb Mao ^ 
ySv^ and by ^at Meant got thiir Liberty. 

Tbe otbor ma E»gii/£mim^ find Frtncbmewi^ tkat 
weie taheq^^in tiielCubkv cottMsM that iIm^ ha4 
bftnt gttil^ >€£ ipamr Giimait but more efpeeiaily ki 
Amying their. SavWi Aipi thcjr now Wt in thrfi^ 
tteairts and Minds. Wi Veammg to RepcHitanctf ; ' and 
hqgg*d that Captain PFalton would forgive Vm, and 
not take their Recantation for a Falftiood, being they 
were in fome Danger, but a true Light of the divine 
Brightnefs. Captain Walton freely forgave them, and 
having a Chaplain in the Ship, we rechrillen'd *em i 
and the Fellows feem'd ever anerwards to have a true 
Senfe of their happy Condition. Captain Walton and 
m}'felf were Gojd-fatheca^for 'em all. Therefore it be- 
hov'd us to fee, tiiat they were now inftru6led in their. 
iKakh $ tiiougb.^fi^irat of fofficieat Y(»rs to kn(%Hr 
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their Duty without Sureties for 'em. We have many 
people that undergo that Office, but never consider 
vvhat their Duty is ; and, in Ihort, make it nothing 
iHXt an outward Ceremony, when if they thought of it, 
as^xhey ought to do, they would find it of <he amok 
Concern for the true Ofice oC Smties» or God- 
fathers, i^c, are to train up the young Plant, till it 
js capable of beanog Ftuk itfelf of Good Worb. 

Hilkoy iiow-a-dajra do aa die Turtles do by tkii 
jgggs^ lay them» com them with Sand, and aem 
ai^ejr«Visd'tiiem. : - 

We came into our oU Coarfe agaiii» and purfuM H 
^ith Suoeeft^ When we were got into the lAtttodetf 
theTropick, wedackM our Men as before; batdkie 
^as a great Mutiny of the Saiiors : The Captah W 
three Dogs on board, and they would have "em duck'd 
a.s well as thcmfelves, unlefs he would pay the ufua! 
I^ate; which bejiig promised 'em, cliey were com- 
posed again, and the Sailors and Dogs were seconcud 
without going together by the Ears. 

We overtook an EngUJh VefTel that had fufferM 
jiluch by an Engagement with a Spanifl? Pyrate ; 
l,ad loft all her Mafts, but had rais'd a Jury-Main- 
]^aftf yet could made but Httle Way, by reafon d 
)ier Leaks. Our Capt^ feat a Boat on board, and 



ga^e *em all the Affiflance he could ; but fa£H ^ 
^as but two Days fince the Eng^ement» we 
feme Hopes of coming up with her, bebg wetovv^. 
ffOin the other Ship Ihe was mightily ^iMA • 
^ell themielves. So we crow ded all the Sab f» 
could ; and tho' it was in ihe Night, we ins*^ 
beft of our Way. The VefTel we kfc, fakted us m 
£ve Guns to take their Leave, which we ^^**v 
^Ith three ; and in a quarter of an Hour afterwaws 
heard fevcrai Guns fired now and then, as ifloin^ 
-Veilcl was in Diftreis ; and in an Hour more <^"C0' 
yer'd a 
coming 



r'as mDiltreis; and in an ii our more u"^- 
Light, which we made diredly towards, 
up with it, found it to be the Vefltl 
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lkj% bcfdre i the Light that they ma^ was only a 
hige Lanthorn fix'd on their Main -Top- Maft-Headj 
that we might the fooner perceive *em. We imme- 
diately haii'd *em, and oominanded *em to forfender : 
Thqr readily obeyed, and biegg'd oor Affiftance, wbich 
tkqr bad great Need of 5 for the Water gainM upon 
'en arery Moment, and in an Homr^s Time the Ship 
fonk, but we had prefcrv*d all the Men, being in 
lumber 23, having loft in the Engagement with ^he; 
EngliJhShip 27, and receiv'd fev^pSl'^'^hot between , 
Wind and Water, which they did not perceive till 
they difcover'd two Foot Water in the Hold, and ' 
found no Hopes of being fav'd from the mercilefs E- 
iiemy the Sea, if we had not fortunately for them came 
timely to their Affiitance. But to allay their Joy for 
their Deliverance from Death, they were madePri- 
jEMen f «Ad being Pyrates {as we fttpposM) for there 
was no War dedar'd between the two Nations 1 and 
tiwiefe re<hey might very probably think they weK to 
be TOni{h*d with Death when th^ came on Shore. 

The Ship funk fo Aft* that we coaM fave nothing 
hot the Men, which took as. up about fonr Hours, 
and then we pnrfaM our Conrfe, and about Four in 
the Evening made the Wand Barb a does ^ where we 
fet our Spanijh Prifoners on Shore. Captain Walt on 
gave the Governor an Account of wh^t had happenM, 
and left it to his Difcretion to- do with them as he 
thought fit. 

On June the 23^/ we fet Sail for Domini co^ whefe 
we arriv'd without any Accident. Here 1 went on 
Shore along with feveralof our Men to get Wood and 
Water for our Ship. The Natives ieem*d very dvilp 
. and came on board us in their Canoes, 

Thefe Indians are moll of them tail^ lofty Me9# 
Mil featured, and well-]imb*d, but poor Brains, for 
an ordinary Glafs of Rum will make *em dronk : 
l(hKf mightily like dijs Liquor, an^ will call fiar it 
na loon as ever they come on board you : They wear 
M Cioaths, trnt a little Skirt about their Waift ; but 
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xnoft of thefn ri|re Pieces of Brafs in the Fonnof » 
TiirccfUftiter Mooo in their Nofe and Ears. I gave 
0lie of thefe Indians a Pair of Breeches, and he made 
an Eflay to pvit 'em on in this Manner. He firft put 
jiis two Anns into the Thighs of the Breeches, and 
^jjfir'd one of his Compamon* to button theWaift- 
llfod about his Neck ; but whet we ibew'd him tk 
^ht Way, and iie had pvt dQ» ke walked as if 
he M fon&trlf Iroat, aad w«i &> nnci^iiil 
them thtt lie pall*d 'Mofl^ aad made Sig^is to have 
fome Linaen ia Atthaii^ : la Retiiffa I gave hun a 
long Cravat, and ty'd it properly about Us N»5 
pot to fee how the Fellow ftrutted, oae WOaUIW 
taken him for one of the C^tains of the Tj^» 
j l^n ds ready to march. , 
J rambled with thefe Indians feveral Miles ap« 
l^e Country, and faw their Hutts, that were dug 
sbout three Foot deep in the Earth, and then raw4 
about fix Foot high above the Surface, and cover<» 
^iOk Baiks ^ Trees, and fometimes divided into A- 
^^tmen^s by a Couple of long Poles, and Ytmh 
Son*. mA DaiHEhiers^ lie promifcuoafly together. 

The Day befoft we ftil'd, (after we had provided 
oarfelves with Wood aad Water) I wen^ «P » 
r^fian Hiitt to exchange a Trifle or two for one oj 
/heir Bows and Arrows i and retaroine f^/f?^ 
Ship, by myfelf, loft my Way ; and tW I direW 
Iiy Courfe (as I thought right? I came 

the Shore where was no Ship to be found) 
acavouring to go more Weft along the Strand^ 
Way was intercepted by feveral high pointed 
rhicb I made feveral fruitlefs ElTays to pf^-/ JT 
lodeavour'd to ifaake -a Compafs within Land tog 
S the Rocks; which I did. but opuld «ot find 
5ky where the Ship rode. I was i^W m a deep r 



fTc^ty, and tho' very much tir'd, refolv'd to JooJc 
for thcTiack that would -cany me Back to 
am Hats, whto I might get an^ ^^^^^j^f/^'t 
but there wer^ fi> otfuiy vaMaa ootf, net ^'^^j^j^ 
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which to chufe. At lad I. pitched upon oll|^at ' 
brought me (ofeveral of *€in, but not thole TTom 
whence I came. I fearcVd *ein, bat could And no Jm» 
turn in *em. I from thence ivalkM a little farther^ 
fant was furprizM with a Sight that fiiockM me with' 
Honor. 'Near the Skirt of a thick Woo^ I found one- 
of our Men kUrd» with aa Aripw in liis Throat ; 
ipd, by the Poftore he lafr in, I foand It was J^onit. 
when he was eafing Nature. The OhJ^ (o Qvercanie: 
me, that I thought not on my own unhappy Condi- 
tion, till I was awakcnM from my Stupidity by a ^ 
Noife and Gabbling I heard in the Wood on my Right. ^ 
This 43Ut me into a terrible Fright, which made me run 
as far from the Noife as I could ; for I made no doubt, 
that if they caught me, 1 (hould run the fame Fate 
with the poor unfortunate Fellow, who perhaps might 
- Jpfe his Life by his feeking {ne. When I had got a 
^nfiderable Diliance, I entered the Wood, and ven* 
tiv*d to look out, where I could p^tceive {th6\it'wai 
ifooft dark) what they were doing. 

They cut off the poor l^eUow*s Head» • and for^' 
put his Bowek^ in a moft inhuman Manner, tit any 
one judge what my Condition muft bei^Pm iure 
my Thoughts were fo confus^c^ ^hat I might juflly 
by I never thought at all. I oUenrM when they had 
done, they carry 'd him between Eight of them upoa 
four Staves, and went towards their Tents. When 
they were gone, and I had Leifure for Reflef^ion, 
every Thought was a Dagger to me; but yet, when 
my Scnfes were compoi'd, I put my Truft in G o d 
that he would deliver me from this Danger, as well as 
fevcral otlier imm|diate ones» which thro* his Mercy 
X had overcome. 

I crept farther into the Wood to reft my Limbs^ • 
bjH Hay Thoughts kept me waking all Night. When 
.^kqr aoproachM, I went ftill farther into the Wood« 
omy- to avoid ihofe hzrhzxoM^ Indians^ but to fee 
Wheii^on the other Side, I could find fomePach . 
Haat wouid lead.me to the Bay where our Ship rodt ; 

X a . b.i: 
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but before I could get out of it I heard a Cannon dif- 
chareed, that both rejoyc'd and griev'd me ; it joy d 
me to know that the Ship could not be far off, and 

frriev'd me to think that it was certainly the Signal 
or the Boat to come on boaid, and perhaps they 
„i2ht be that Moment under Sail. I ran with aU 
!hc Hafte I could, but with a Mind mix'd wu>|.»«P? 
Ind Fear. I got out of the Wood at laft. and diteaed 
Courfe to that Part as I thought the No.fe of the 
Gun came from, but could find no Path; yet « Utt 
I got to the Top of a Rock from whence I cooM 
Lhold the Sea, and with great Grief fee our Ship 
lldcr Sail, not half a League from the Shore. I .m- 
STediately puU'd off my Shirt, and t«ng °" » .^J 
I had broke to fupport me m niy Walking, 
t,y Signal did not do me any good for they faw 
'^hing of it. My D^faair began to be predominait 
'iT^ my Reafon. and Fhad often refolv'd to th«w 
felf down from the Rock to end my M.W >| 
JTill my Confcience would give me a fecret Cheer.

%i t uTd befall me. with a thorough Refigna..n 
u J Will of Heaven. As foon as the Ship was ou 
Sieb I went down from the Rock (not havm 
S^.w f o ftir before) and endeavour'd to find J 
lood, but wa, prevented by a hideous Noife U^^^^^^ 
*hich drove me to Shelter f e Wood ag^^^ 

farther Lwent. the plainer I h"fd '^^^^j fed 
^It I knew not what to do, for at laft « inert. 
*n every Side: So that coming to a th^k Pa«J 
iSrubs, I laid myfelf down, and couch d o ' «^ 
f^at it was impoffible for en. to fee m . u ef,__ J 
Iltne into the very middle of t. I had in 
low and Arrows away, as being of no Ufe » 
l°t I had my Sword, which, however I d'J^ j 
aeHgn to ufe: The Noile came fo "•Sj'^JC.h.- 
^ould hear the Tread of their Feet, and the BoJ 
^°ftle about me; but at lalt it went infenfibly 
(o that I heard no more of them for fome 1 
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When I foand all was dill, I beg^ to get up and 
look about me^ where I faw them ia the Plain en* 
gag'd with fevenl other JndtMs, whom I thought 
I kneWf tho* at a great Diilance. I faw feveral of 
*eili fall upon, the Groaod. At hid thofe hJians that 
went hollowing through the Woofd .feenned to me 
W lave the worft of it, and were drove by the other 
Party quite back again ; bat did not porfoe then 
any farther, only let fly their Arrows at them ; and one 
of them came among the Shrubs where I lay, which 
llartled me, for I was afraid they would come to look 
' for their Arrows, and fo i\nd me. After the hurly- 
burly was over, 1 refolv'd to go out of the Wood, / 
and follow thofe Indiayis that were Vanquifhers, with 
this Hope, That they might be of a milder Nature, 
and not fo barbarous as the others who run through . 
the Wood, who to my Thinking had more ilern Looks 
thap thofe hdiams I had feen upon that Part of the 
IfliUMl where we ufed to land to get Wood and Wa- 
ter. So as I faid, I got up, and direded my Courfe 
'we of the Wood after the Indians^ bat foon difoover^d 
Uto hdimtVUot and . four Women coming, towards 
me, (which I fnppofe bad hid themfelves dprlng the 
late ConfliA :} It was to no Pttr|)ofe Ibr ii% to fly, for 
diey had got Sight of me ; or if I h^d^ they woold 
have foon fent one of their winged Mefl^gers after 
me ; To I chofe boldly to meet 'em. When we were 
come within forty Paces of each other, one of the 
Indians was going to fhoot at me, but was with -held 
by one of the Women.: As foon as ever I came clofe 
to them, they look'd upon me with ftrange Geftores, 
and diftortcd Countenances : \ put my Hand to my 
Head and Brcall, which is the Token of Submifiion 
with the Indians ; and they let me know by Signs 
that I muO go with them, which I did not deby ^ 
for if I had, 1 knew I ihoold be forcM ; ib I went 
willingly enough. When we had got through the 
Wood, one of the Indian Men wou'd have my Coat 
and Waiftcoat ofi; which 1 dnrft na xefofe; The 
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Coat he4>ttt opon his Companion, and the Waiilcout 
on himfelf, and itruutd llrangely. I g|ve my Hand- 
kerchief and NeckJoth to the Woman that hinderM 
xYiehidian from fhooting at mc, who receivM itwitii 
^3 great deal of Joy, \vho feem'd raightiiy pleas'd with 
jne. When we arrived at their Hut9, there came out 
3t leaft a hundred Frightful-looking who came 
about mc, and had a grisat deal of Talk with thofelkK 
brought mc with them i but the two Indiam were 
fyiC^^ CO paK with their Cloidit the)^ had taken from 
l» two of the oldeftivAVwt who immcMIl 
put *caiioiit and feem'd mighty proud of dtemUm 
•^Thejr ^1* me feme Rke;, and another Softof Vk- 
tuaH boird; bot wh«t it was compot'd ofr I cooU 
peverltei^ neither did I eat any of the fameal lltt 
^hilc I among them. When Night came, I *» 
^^nt into a Hut by myfelf, and the Door ihut upon 
I had a piece of Mat to he on, bat nothing to 
f^QVCT roe. Now I had leifure to reile£t upon my 
j^isfortUDCS, which I could not do before, by reafon 
^ the Fears I was in. I thought my Condition waj 
worfc than ever it was, for I really believ'd 
deiign'd to make a Sacrifice of me, for I thought 
f0 my^^i^ ^iicy were Cannibals, or Mcn-£atcri. i 
^ffd the Night with a thoitfiind Anxiedei and Uo^ 
^ jea ; but neverthdcft nqr Seafes were fo tirei 
that X ilept whether I wovU or noi and ie theMortt" 
%m aWak'd by fear of the ddeft.Meff/ tint 
ca0i^ to vifit flie, who made Signs to me to 
'em# which I did Without any Hefitation; when 
T vja^^ "^'^^ P^^^" Place bcfeietw 

T%oor9 of their Huts, they brought before me feveid 
their Women, and gave me to know by Sign* 
that I Should take one of them to be ir^y Mate, or 
jPcci'f^^^°^» or fufFer Death. I mufl confcls I was 
jjjjghtily (hock'd, but not giving myfclf much Tune 
to weigh, or think of the Matter, 1 pircird upon her 
that f had given my Neckloth and Handkerchief to> 
immediaiel/ all the reH were diiiniis'd ^ and nv/ 

illicit 
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Bri4t and I it wss even fo] were condefled ta m 
Hiitf where diere was feveral old h£ani wailing for 
^me to complen the Ceremoof* ^Nhm my Bride and 
If came before *em, we were orderM to fit down* 
then botk oar Feet were waftiM With Water: After 

, that they brought us a Piece of their Indian Cake» 
or Bread, of which I was ordered to break ofF a ' 
Piece, and give to my Bride. She then came and laid 
her Head on my Breafl ; and then, kneeling, put my 

- Right Foot upon her Neck ; when that was done 
flie rofc, and went out, but immediately return ^, and 
brought me fome Fleih broii'd on the Coals, which 
ihe core into Morfels, and pat into my Mouth, and 
ftood before .me all the while I eat, I mud confefs I 
wat ib hungry, that I had a Terjr good Appetite to 
my Victuals, being I bad not eat an/ Fiefli for four 
Says : fiat 1 liad no great Stomaeh to my Bride, ai« 
dloo|;]i a yoang wdl-featorM Woman, vk her Com- 
fkxian did not pkafe me* When 1 had di^e eating. 
Ay Bride and I were pat into a Hat, and fiiut dofe 
widiottt any Light ; but the old Proverb, J^Wj ms 
good as my Lady in the Darky had lik'd to have prov'd 
no Proverb with mc. In the Morriing wc were wak'd 
with a rude Noiie round our Tent, which ftartled 
me at firft ; but I found afterwards it was a Sort of 
Epithalafmum, When they hnd made their fright- 
ful Noife for fometime, they cnrer'd promifcuouHy 
Men and Women. The Men came and took hold of 
lae, and the Women of my new Spoufe, led us out 
with Shoots, unpleafmg Noifes, and antick Geftures : 
They continued it till we came to a River, and then^ 
we parted; the Men with me, and the Women 
wkh my Wife. They put me mto the Riw, and 
wafii*d me i^l over, and I foppofe the Women did as 
moch by my lawny Rib.- After . they had given ^ 
Notice by their Shouto, that they had made an End . - 
of Scowring me, they put on lAy Shirt Drawers 
again, and led me to the Bank where my Spoufe 
waited for me wiih her She-attendaat5, and we ra- 
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ttirnU wicli the fame Noife as we came oii(. Wka 

we came to the Huts, the old Miitm met ds ; the 
olid Men took tne» aod the old Women mj Wift, 
and gave us an fiateitaioment feptraiely, whkk 
cdttvoHoars, according to m/ CompuiatumrwkeQ 
they had made an End, they fetdi*d as ootof bor 
' dtdcrent Tents, and feated us on a Bank, and dien 
4ancd, and play'd fuch mad, rude, monkey Gambok, 
'that put me in Mind of the mad Feafts of the^^t- 
^/jii in n?gz7, for they would tear their Faces with 
their Nails, and fcratch one another fo violently, 
that one would have thought tiiey had been (o 
jnany Bethhmiies^ and yet all in Mirth ; for ihcy 
- v/oM laugh fucIi Her fc laughs when ever any one 
^f*em was hurt, they quite llann*d me. When this 
. Sport was over, the young Minns of both Sexes 
'cook my Bride ajid I iato one of their Huts, siid 
gave us an Entertainment of Fifli broil'd upon die 
Coals, and apleafant LiqQor.in a Cii/ir^>l&, that was 
' exceeding ftrong, which foon got into ^ their 
jsjoddles ; and as faft as they grew a little tipry,*tliey 
jecV^ ont jone by one ; and laid themfelves before the 
j}oot of the Hut, and went to deep. My good Wife 
^ixjong tiie reft, got her Dole too; but was fo nM«- 
Uroufly loving withal, that I could not tell weU what 
to do^^^^ When Night came, we retir'd to our 

"gicS^ as before, and were wak'd next Morning by ano- 
th€^ kind of Noife that was made, witli rude knock- 
ing *^ our Door, or rather Balk et, for it was nothing 
and five or fix of the old Indians came in v^ '^^ 
«jAtchets, and other Inftruments, to enable us to get 
^0od for ourfelves, as I underflood My Wife took 
fgie Ott^ the Arm, and carry*d me into the Wood 
'^jtli our fiows and Arrows, and by her Sigps g^^^ 
to underlland that Ihe • would bring me wiicre 
1 ihould kiU fome Creature* At laft we came to the 
Foot of a HiU» where we afcended with fome Pii' 
culty f but when wo had gain'd the Summit* 
aifcover'd vaft Numbers, or Herd^ of Goats. My 

Spoufe 
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Spoafe fhot, and kilPd one the firft Time ; but I 
was fuch a Baiigler at it, that I could never do any. 
Execution . But my Spoufe was very dextero i , as 
all the Indians are in the Ifland of Dominico, My Wife 
feem*d to have a great Love for me, and would al- 
ways make much of me her Way. When we had 
ikin'd oar Goat, we took out oor Impleinents^ and 
made a Fire to broil fome of it. When it was ready^ . 
I gave my Creator Thanks for providing for os poor 
iniignificant Mortals ; and looking towards Heaven 
the Refidence of iiim tliat form*d nsall. My Wife fix^d 
her Eyes ttpon me, and dien lookM^apwards too» 
with a kind of Concern, After we had denei I ^re^* 
tom*d Thanks again in the fame Manner as before^ 
and my Wife did the fame ; that is, (be ftar^d ap« 
wards again as if Ihe had a Mind to fee fomething as 
(he thought J look'd at : And when Hie found ilie 
could not fee any Thing", fhe came to me, and put her 
Axms tenderly about my Neck, and with a fort of a* ' 
begging Tone, feemM to afk me by Signs and Words^ 
which 1 could not underftand, what I meant by look- 
ing upwards. I was really griev'd to know that 1 " 
could not make her underftand,^ for I could not leara- 
any of their Speech, but here and there a commoa 
Word ; neither dki I ever perceive they had any Man^ 
nerof Worihip to any Thing i otherwife if I could ^ 
have made her comprehend what I meant, I might 
have iband it no hsni Matter to have converted hct . 
from their abominabre Heatlienifin i for flie was of 
a mighty mild Nature, very loving and cooiteons, and 
aixiiing like the reft of the Savage Crew, who'werd 
prone to all Manner of Wickednefs. Her Voice too, | 
. difter'd from theirs, for moll of the Indians pro- 
nounce their Words in their Throat, as indeed you i 
could not well fpeak *em without a Gutteral Sound i ! 
yet fhe, whatever was the Meaning on't, fpoke her 
Words a diiferent Way from tlic reft, fnd had a 
: pleafing Manner. I really began to love her, anjd on- 
ly wiih'd ihe ixad been my Wife in the ufual f onns : 
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81i0 cou'd pronoooce aay Word b Engliji thit I 
^ould by CO h$if .but I coaU niver M her to lepeK 
Vbole Sciit«iicM| and all flie did wiu like a Panot. 
After wa had done our hunting- work, I v» for 
going ovfT the Hill to view the Louiury, and walk'd 
up and down a good way ; but J obferv'd my Wife 
was very imcafy, but eCpeciaily when I got to the 
;Prow of the Hill. On the other Side, (which was 
^bout half a League over) 1 made an EUay to go 
^ovvn ; fhe laid hold of my Arm, and puITd me back 
^ich all her Force, and with .many fupphcating Ac- 
xioas feem'd to beg of me not to go> and whea ik 
i^and I was o%erii\g at it again, ihc. fcreein*d out fo 
^grrnliy, jthat it frighted me from making any more 
Jitttcmpts. 1 eodeavoojc^d to know what ihe meant, 
l^c coald gathor aothiog from her Wotds or Adions. 

coaU lei ma into any Thing : But ihe would 
^fce0 handle Mr Bow and Arrows, and. with me- 
.ns^cir^S Anions let me know there was tmtl>9^ 
^1-. As we went homeward this odd Accident l» 
very "^"ch in my Head, and I was mighty dcfirow 
IQ find out the Meaning of it, and every Time I went 
to ^^^^ there with iny Wife, J wanted fadly to get 
JoW^ the Hill on the otlier bicie. This Hill was of 
y^ft Length, and extended from Eaft to Sooth' 
l^eA ^^^oii a-crols the laand. 1 did not know how 
to ^CO^^^^^ Hunting I made believe I 
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^ ^aiy much tired, and laid royfelf down in ord 
ileepi ;and my Wife with her nfual good H 
gr, iccompany'd me, and in a very little Time I 
^^,nd Ao was in a iooad Sleep. I iEMnediatdy wfe 
, rd ^<^tiy "P<** '•y intended Journey* 

V got away ffom my Wife without her awakinft 
J trama to the Brow of the Hill, which I funrey'ot 
and fonnd no DiiBculty in the defcending. W*^^ 
had g«^to the Bottom of the Hill, I was mighmf 
1^^, d with theEvcnnefs of the Ground,, and d* 
I'Tofp^"^ round me, which I could compare to to* 
thii»g the Vale of iiiWondhrjUn^ 
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ing the Houfes and Towns in*C. I had waUc'd up 
and down (he Vale for near an Hoar, and was pre^ 

Smng to go back the fame wi^I eame. When Ickik^ 
g biek to tiske my laft Survey, I faw ft Smoak 
aDi(lance> and it ran hi my Mind it was the very 
Place that oar Men asM to go ^ from on beafd» 
to track with the Inhabkaats. The Thought toek 
up feme of my Time i and I bdieve. If it h^ not 
been for a tender Regard foe my Wifty I had . eeri 
tatnly dire^ed my Coarfe to tha£ Smoak i faw therer 
But r mud ccjnfefs I could not think of leaving her 
behind me, but Cariofity put it into my Head to go 
a little nearer that Smoak I had difcover'd : But juft 
«5 I was moving that Way, I heard a dreadful Screarn- 
ing behind me ; and ^i^riing about, I faw my Wife 
upon the Brow of the Hill, making the moll piti- 
ful Lamentation imaginable. The tender Regard I 
now began to have for my Wife, made me make 
all the Hafte I could to her Relief, as thinking Ibme 
Mifchance might have befell her- When I came 
the Bottom of the Hill^ I faw feveral of the IntHam 
%iS oor Neighbonrhockl Wiucing Ibif me abote^ and 
feme were cori&iog down. As foon as Thad got ta 
the Top of' the HiU, ,1 was inimediately feizM by thfr 
hSmts above, and <kaggM along as if t hhd bee'n th^r 
greatcft Criminal imaginable, and my poor Wife 
hanging apKm my Arm all drown'd in Tears. I could 
not imagine what was the Matter, and what could 
be the Reafon of their ufing me in that Manner. I 
found it muft be fomething extraordinary by the 
Grief of my Wife, vvhofe Sorrow increased the fur- 
ther I went towards onr llutsj but cVe we could 
get there, k rain'd and thundered fo violently, that 
we were well walh'd before we came to our Jour^ ^ 
ney's End : When We were witKin ken of car Hats ; 
this whole Tribe came near us, fome ikipping and 
dancing, as mightily rqoyc'd; others with the Face* 
of Concern, apd hanging their Heads in fign of Sor- 
iOWj and mightily lamented over 0/ Wife« Afiar 
- * • I ike^' ^ 
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i9€,eoa wkher'dTree tlyitftMdatdieMooiliaftte 
Hots I then I began to onderfiand what they mmt^ 
for I cou'd perceive they were bringing Boughs of 
green Wood in order to burn me. This Sight made 
jljy Courage fail me, and it was impoffible to ex- 
-prefs my Defpair and Horror. I found now tktthe 
Jail Day of my- Life was come, (for it was impoffi- 
|>Ie to forefee any Thing to the contrary.) My laft 
Jtccourfe was to the Maker and Giver of all good 
Thingf, for I had try*d all other Means in vain ; as 
0lio had my poor Wife^ whofe Rage and Defpair o- 
^efcame hcri and (he waiciunyM away by the Wo- 
in the oaaoft Agony. After my Wife was 
gone, they fet fire to the Wood which enclosed me; 
^bieh being green and wet wjtli the late Baio, was 
9 great while in burning; all the while it was a kiul- 
fi'ngf feme of the laJiimi jumped ronnd 
^aiic*d after cheiir barbarous Manner, while ottos 
fiood ready with their Bows and Arrows to /hoot 
3t nie (as 1 lupposM) if the Fire fhould barn the Biwb 
gl^Skt ty^d me, and I ibould offer to run away. The 
'-^^ood being green (as I faid before) was very ftub* 
t^orn in kindling, which made the Apprehenfion more 
dreadful: 1 made feveral EfTays to break the Bands 
gl^t heki me, but all my Efforts were but in vain J 
I obferv'd every Time I made my fruitlefs En- 
^HYOurs, the barbarous Crew ihouted and laugh d for 
ley. The Fire encreafing, I pray 'd to Almighty God 
ia eive me Strength to bear the horrid Pain I w^S' 
loiag to fhgen and, if it was poffiUe, to go ooto^ 
Weffld» with the Patience and Fartkade of a g«» 
^hri^iian, who was only a going to change this troa* 
l^lefome Life for a better. I compared myfelfag^ 
^Quaded Perfon, that muft bear probing of hisiPfw 
li, order to cure 'em. I now had given myfe» "P 
entirely Ito my Thoughts of the other World ; and 
this feepi'd to me like abandoning a barren Ifland, «» 

oxdcj to go 10 one where was fieniy of every Thi^g? 
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Butt before the Fire reachM me, there fell fuch a pro- 
digious Shower of Ram, mix'd with Thunder and 
Lightning, that extmguiih'd it. The Storm Jafted ipr 
feverai Hours with the utmofl Violence, and I re- 
mained Hill ty'd to the Tree. When the Storm was 
over, they began to renew the Fire, and brought 
the Wood nearer than before, it being at hrit ha& a 
Yard from my Body all roiwdy but now they pil'd 
it clofe to xatf that the Fire might the fooner be iaxf 
Executioner^ which I wifh'd for, as knowing jc 
would put me to a fpeedier Death. But before thef 
had well plac'd the Wood* they heard Shouts^ and 
Noiies in the adjacent Woods; upon which thei^^• 
duiMf immeditiely nw away from tik, and took to 
their Anns in an Inflant, ol J and yoang. The NoiTc 
came aearer, and nearer mU, tiU at laft I coald perceive 
feverai Indiam bolt out of the Wood^ who were met 
by our Indians, and a bloody Fight enfu'd. The Ene- 
my lndia?ts feem'd to have the beft on*t, by reafon of 
fome fire Arms that they had, wiih which they 
made ftrange Havock with our Indians ; the Battle 
continu'd for fome Hours with a great deal of Hear, 
and many of our Jndiatrs fell. At lall the Enemy /»- . 
4iians drove ours, even beyond theHuts, and 1 could, 
only hear the Noife they made, being I was ftill 
faftened to the Tree. The Fight continu'd out of ^ 
Sight about half an Hour, when my Wife came run- 
ning with all the Tranfports of Joy imaginable; and 
after having put her Head under my Feet, ihe unty*d 
Hie^ and fell upon me with all the St^s of afincere 
Love* I muft confefi J was mightily rejoicM to 
fee myfelf at Liberty, and let what would happen, 
my Condition coald not be worfe than it was fome 
^- Hours ago. I cou'd not forbear exprcfling my Love 
to my Wife by KifTes and Embraces. We went to 
' our Hut, and 1 took my Sword that had been laid up 
from my firil being amongfl. 'cm. I was going out 
of my Tent in order to go with my Wife to Come 

' Other fart of the JUlandi, that was not knowa to thefe 
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» /*.v//V^.*f/ Bat jaft as we came among the Tent?, three 
JnMam met us that had run away from the Fight 
(as I conjeaurM:} As foon as they faw me and 
Wife, they came up with a great deal of ill Na- 
ttire jn t^heir Countenances 5 and after fome Talk with 
mjr Wife, one of 'cm with his wooden Sword iw« 
to make a Blow at me ; hot my Wife imcrpofing, 
jrecci v'd che Blow upon her Heftd» which ftrocfc her 
Xo the Ground, bloody and fenfdcTf. My Rage roft 
ffy bieh upon this, that I could not contain nyicK 
but Tdrcw my Swordp and thrtift it up to tlieHik 
iji the Wretch's Bodys the other two, feeing their 
Companion's Death, ran upon me with tiic Rage of 
Lions, but I flipping on one Side, avoided the Strokes 
intended me : They 'tum'd immediately upon me, and 
let drive at me feveral Blow?, which had tne good 
j,'ortune not to hit me ; but I run one of them into 
T'hroat with my Sword; upon which he (et up 
fach a Cry that frightened me, and ran away, and was 
iani^e^'^^^^y followed by the other. 1 then ran to the 
ftancc of my Wife, who lay almoft Wrangled io 
lier o^v" Blood. I rais'd her from the Earth, and 
l^ted her under the Tree where I was ty*d, and 
bfoug^^t her to herfelf a little j but I found her Skoll 
was crackM with the Blow the Indian gave her, 
to g^^^ Grief perceiv*d (he was juft expiring. 
i^xxt the Sorrow and Tendernefs to part with 
(as her Adlions) flruck me to the Sofl'. 

gjie ^^^^ 9^'^ -'^^^ about my Waift, and her Head lO • 
jj^y i'ap, but with fuch piteous Looks with her Eyes, 
that aWoft diflradted me. She made Signs to me to 
look upwards (as I fancy'd) to pray for her, thof* I 
wTuId* not tell for certain what ihe meant j bat flje 
^onounc'd feveral Words with Earneflncfs aiid Pai' 
fion ; and I really fancy 'd, if we could have under- 
stood one another, I (hould have found fhe W<wld have 
jiad fome Notions of a faprcme Being. Before ilie 
cxpirM, the Enemy Indiant return'd with all of oo' 

Indian PnfoflCTB* I mean aii that they had not kiU*^ ' 
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for out of two hundred Indians of our Party, there 
was not above twenty -two left. They were migh- 
tily iurpriz'd to End me, for many of the Entmy 
Indians knew me ; and when I came to examine their 
Faces, I remember^ they were the Indians that in^ 
labited about the Bay where our Ship lay. One or 
two of them coold fpeak a little Englijhy that they 
laihi*d by converfing M^th the Engiift> that ufually 
aaehorM iii the Bay. One of them knei^ my Name, 
tbat he had githerM from our Sailors enquiring 
me, when fent- by the explain before the Ship fail'd. 
Matter Falconet uid he, me be glad to fee yoa, White 
Men belong to greaf Ships ; come look, for you very 
Greatj and not iook you here go away miich Sorry. 
My Wife took up all my Thoughts, who was juft 

. dymg; and though her Strength and Speech fail'd her, 
yet (he endeavourM to pull down my Face to hers, 
which (he kifs'd ; and then fnnk her Head into my 
Bofom, and expired. I was really as much concerned 
as if I had marry 'd one of my own Complexion and ' 
Country ; for I had great Hopes, if ever I could have 
made my Efcape with her, and could but ha\ e taught 
her Englijhy to have made her a good Cbriftian. With 
the Afii^nce of my now friendly biiians^ I laid her 
la the Earth : They told me (he was Daeghter to 
one of the Chief of their Enemy-Tribe. From thefe 
tn^ntX learn'd» that thofe I had fell amongfl were 
a Tribe of Indimns that had liv^d on this bide the 
Ridge of Mountains for many Years, and declared 
open War with thofe of the other Side for holding 
Correfpondence mthJV/jitts; and were fo ftri(^\, that 
they put all IndicCns to Death, that ever attempted fm- 
gly to go over the Mountains, which was the Reafon^ 
of my Danger of Burning. The Women that they 
took (all that were with Child) were fliOt to Death, 
and the Men in general ran the fame Fate ; for they 
were refolv'd not to have any one of the Breed alive. 
When they plimder*d the UaU» they went through 

the WoQd»> and ofer the Motrntain again» and fo 

to 
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to their own Huts, which I knew. The Old Men 
and Woaeo met 'em. Skipping and Dancing for Joy 
of their SucceTs, and fome Mourning for U6 of a 
Hufband, Brother, or Father that was flaia inB«tlff. 
Thek friendly J^fians were often plagu'd with their 
fudden rufhiag apoo them, and deftroying many of 
tbem, t3I at Jaft they took ap a RefotutioB to affinlt 
tfaem, and if poffible to extirpate the whole Race; 
and tbeyhad often made Inroads upon :hem, which 
[clftn'd their Number, till this hil ended 'em, as I faid 
before. The Women and Female Children dwelt con- 
rentedly among 'em, being the/ had no where to go. 
f b^gan to live comfortably among thefe Imiiam, and 
jfed to partake of their Diveriion and Labour; as 
Ranting and Fiflung, ^V. Thd^M/ans were fo a- 
ycrt in Shooting with their Bows and Arrows, that I 
'^slvc ieen them hit the Mark three hundred Yards, 
within the Coinpafs of a Half Crown. 
This Tfland of Dominico took its Name from its 
difcover'd on a Sunaay. It ia oompnted to be 
0 Length about thirty Leagues, and about twenty- 
.fgfat in Breadth. It is very mottntamous, efpecially 
o the Nortfa^Eafi. I have heard there are feme Frmb 
;^ttleinents upon the IHand ; bat I enqoir'd of 
bove-mcntion'd Indian^ who adur'd me there W 
,ot any Inhabitants but Nativ es, and of thofe noi aboTC 
XI handred Families, who were moftly feated netf 
[lat P^rt that coniposM the Harbour. Said thtyinn 
[lat r ufed to talk with, there be fome indeed a great 
^r^y orf in de Jiland, dat are our Fathers and Mothers} 
ud ^ome of our Wives that when dey die, we throw 
ito ^ Sea, and dey fwim to dat Place i and when 
fC ciCf.we fwim dere too. By this vre might per- 
pivc they had fome Notion of the Immortality of 
Soul. I did my Endeavour to make h^m Genti- 
le of the Joys of Heaven,.and Pains df HeH>:b«^^ 
o Porpofe. I told him ota fupcrior Being that com- 
manded all Thinp below, and that Righteous People 
welt with him after this Life. He alk d, wiffejuj; 
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Ood di4 livck? His Tlurone is ia Heaven, aDfwer'd I, 
pointing upward, whm ht fits to judge tkuR Qjpsk, 
j^nA He bve up dere^ bigh.i how yoa get op

Country, and detained there tiil Uie Ships wer^ gone, 
and ibeii iiv'd with 'em as before. Bat a fmall VeiSit 
patdig nt there by Niglit> ,tlie Bmgltfimm ^yM it bt- 
fore wf of tktMiimj^ and were got to the Shoit 
Sidg^ conyediDg widi tiM Qtw of tke V^eitiy befons 
the /jiJg|f»* fbond duen out]; .but wImi tkef faw 
*«m lalkmg together* di«y were jnightily enraged The 
four MA went m boftrd the Vtfel to erake OMTiy 
with Acir C o wrt i rym ep, and afterwards came enSketie 
agaifty cod nade it no Secret, that they delign'd tt> 
go oa board that Veflcl, in order to go to their own 
' Country. The Indians took no Notice for the pre- ' 
fcnt : But the Day they delignM to embark, they fct 
upon the VeiTel with their Canoes^ and kiii'd every' 
Perfon on board it. When they had done that, they 
took as many Tkiags out of her as they had Occa- 
£on for, aod fet her adrift. He told me, that the four 
EMgliJhmen were the £rft that Jaught 'em to ofe f irt« 
Arms; »id the Ship they took, they had fevei^ 
MvAxXBy and Quantkks of Powder attd'Shot. Ate 
canyiag the Powdor to their HoU, a Boy met them 
Smoaking in a Oine diey call i| Smoakin^ Cane, and 
Ibme Acdileiit tePito cmiight hold of the Powu 
der» aadblew jtopt with dwi ])eath of jrighi /ei^iiiRr, 
oad wonndii^ federal (Bthett. After thej^ had broa^ 
^crevy thmg op to thA* Huts, they took the Wives 
of the four Sailors, (the Indians with their Ch^dren) 
and ftiot them to Death with Arrows. This is the 
Senfe of the Story Indian Will told me, which was 
pretty hard to pick out to, conlidering his Manner 
of telling it. The Relation made me very uneafy, yet 
put me upon thinking to make my Efcape the f.rft 
Opportunity. I waited a fu]! Mon:h before I cOuid 
fee any Veflel, but at lalt one came into the Harbour. 
I perceiv'd they came in order to get Wood, by hoift- 
ing out their Long Boat ; but as i was obferving 'ent, 
I was feiK'd by feveral Indians^ and carry 'd at Icaft fix 
Miles op in die Countryt in Older to b^ fecur'd till 
the Ship was gone* I begaii now to defpair of ever 

getting 
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getting away, being it was natural to 45ppofc, that 
they would be more watchful over me for the fu- 
ture, fiefides, I did mt know but they would ufe 
jnc after another Manner, and not ^ me have To 
much Liberty as I bad before* I wiDttd for nothiog 
in my Confinenent, and was only gadxdioi^hy foot 
. jb^MSf that went to Sleep-when I did. 1 once thoagbt 
I fliklit^iiiake my Bfcaiw whilft they ilept ; toafter. 
wms repented dint Tlioaght, in knowing if tkef 
.ilioold dumce to iwnkc^. I mi certablf n dopljm 
for A^fm toU m I Wat carryii« mmK 
.tbUt Ihe Mans had'Ordere to fhoot me if IdEBiV 
.to nuke my Efcape : Befides, I fliould havcfe«pi4" 
.dtficulc 'enough to have known my Way, efpcciall/ 
in the Dark ; for they carryM me to a Place I 
had never been at before. I had been here foarD«ys» 
«^nd had given over all Hopes of ray Liberty, m 
. began to call together my fcatterM Thoughts, that 
f^ere flu(ler*d upon that Occaiion ; when, on iHe 
' foarth Day, aboi»t Noon, I was agreeably furpriz'd, 
^0gid wiKb-d tbey might eome to the Place where I 
I was not long in expe^ing 'em; for one of 
them fpyang the Hot, where I waa, caird out to the 
others to come along, for here's an /«^/Ws Hut; 
iSud heb we'll go jn it, and fee what.ihey'U g^re 
/VCTjth that ther immediately caalie in, befbie two at 
xtiy JMiam cttild hide me, (the other two being gpn« 
in the Morning to the ViUage :) Aa foon as cv« l 
fsLW them, tho' Strangers, I could not forbcir flW* 
Jog my Tranfports at the Sight of my Countryi^ 
^hcy were mightily furpriz'd to fee me ; and wKO 
J told 'cm my Condition, they faid, they would have 
along with 'em in Spite of theif Teeth : But^ 
told 'em that was very dangerous ; for if ^hefc ^' 
jians fhould raife the Village (that lay within a Miic 
©f the Shore) we fhould all lofe our Lives. Some 
jidvis'd to knock them on the Head ; but I cou'd not 
agree to that, for ihefe were Indians that had never 
iojar d me. Two of my Conntiymcn had got a ^^ j 
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pie of Spaw- Water Fialks filled with Rum, upon the 
Sight of which a Thoaght came into my Head, that 
imi*d the moft ItMy to compafs my Defign< J told 
my Countrymen, if we could make the Indians drunk, 
ther|<inight be fome Hopes of getting off without 
eithdr kurting them» or. endangering oorfelves. We 
dmnk to one aaother, and the hdiams did as JoiUGe 
in Pledging os; for I beliere out of the two Flaiks 
thcjr drank one and three qoartert. It Ibon beg^a 
10 work with them, and they got up and mi a v 
Dancing mod madly, and awhile after dropped down 
drunk. We refolvM to tye them Hands and ^et, that 
if they awak'd they might not follow us, and raife 
the whole Bod/ of Indians upon us. With the Help 
of our Garters we ty'd 'em fall enough without Wak- 
ing 'em, and made the beft of our Way towards the 
Sea-fide. All the Danger we ran was in meeiing with 
any of the^other Indians^ but we happily avoided ^em^ 
and came to the Place wheie^the Boat Jay. The Ship 
was leady to fail» haviag got their Wood and Wa- 
ter aboard ; and thefe ei^t Men were ^ofe that had 
been labouring hard in catting Wood, isfc* and fo ' 
were refolv*d to go up th^ Cpnatijr to IMp^^ ne-^ 
ra having been farther than the PtMe^^B^iflikptbey 
iell*d dielWs, and happily for me came to gixeilbe my 
Liberty, under Providence. As we were getting into 
the Boat to go on board (the Ship haying made a Waft 
in her Ancient) Indian Will came running down al- 
moll out of Breadi, and cry'd, get quick in Ship, they 
come down prefently kill all, me go wid you de kill 
me clfe for tell you. We hurry'd away, and Indian 
Will with us, and got on board in very good Tune ; 
for before we were well under Sail, we could perceive 
at leaft two hundred Indians bringing their Canoes 
with them. We had a briik Gale, ^ that they oould 
not well overtake us ; for thfey never go above two 
lieagnes firom Shore. Naverthd^^ they pot :$heir 
Canoes into the Water, and b^O'to pad^o^l^Aios. . 
Captain was for firing atthem,i[iri4k;;M!r,j|IM 
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Guns, but I perfvvadcJ him again ft it, by telling him 
it might be worfe for other Engltjh Vefiels that Hioald 
come after us j and as they could not overtake c« to 
do us nny Damage, it was bcft not to take any No- 
tice of em. When we had loft Sjght of Dnma, 
I m&Cd Mian Will the Reafon of their cn^^avoniifig 
re dMiB afl WM^s in that clandeftine Manner ; and 
Ike gav6 me t» leixMi^, that thejr fcar*4 if thei#^i/«r 
HMMiki know Hhe Snuilliieft of theii" Nonber^ (Key 
^iiltf pot *cm an 10 DMh» and liene opon the whoW 
iflairi* TkeShipdialteokiM iip wMcairdtheTwMf 

ffXOit C0lhl$imi Captain Fuller^ Commander ; iheCW 
tJiC" ^ora Barbadocst and was bound ior Jamtkii 
J Look In^Iian Will my Servant, and did defignto 
gl-ve him fome CJoaths, as foon as we arrived atj^- 
f/ta 'ica ; but for the prefent I had none for mytelf,

^as pretty long, and being lomething inclining to 
j^ecl, look'd bu^ oddly : My Linnen was all gone, fo 
()iaiC my whole Drefs ^nfifted of a Hat, a Waift 
. a pafr of Breethes, and a pair of Shoe?. Tk 

^^plam innlft ib kind to lend me a Shirt, and a pair 
Stocking*, and I got mf Beard oir, and once more 
jo£*'^Jii«e a Chnftjan. We made JmAkm without 
^ eetfifg with asf^hing material, and fbood the Fl^t 
>^nchor. I went on board the Adnural, andpi» 
Refpeds to hfm, which he took very kindly. 
|- there once more met with my Friend Mr. 
^g^<vey and the reft of my Compatyons who had giv- 
^ me over for loft ; for Captain Walton told the 
^jrnira! and my Comrades, that I was certainly mur^ 
^ffi^d by xh^ Indians, I had all my Things reftor'd 
that were brought in the Albion Frigate, that 



fjrtv'd about a Week before me, with the Stores of 
the Fleet, after flie had been in the Dock nt Plyr»i^f 
and wcM mended. She alfo brought News ot War 
bci<>S dcdar'd between England and France, and the 
neath of his Sacred Maje% King William the TM 
^ G^ncm MeiBoiy, and tlie CoxonatiDn of l»r M^' 
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k^y Qceen Ann. ^ July the iith, 1702, the whole 
fleet fet out from Jamaua, in order for a Defcent-, 
upon St. Domim'co, as was fuppos'd, but I'hings not 
anfweriog, the Admiral,, in the Brtd^, Captain Fog^ 
with fix other Men of War, viz. Defiance, Captain 
Kir by i Grten^ichy Captain /fWir ; Windfor^ Captain 
CutfiabJe ; Captain H aitoit^ FalmofHh^ Captain 

Vincent ; and Bendennis^ Captain Hud/cn^ ia qjteil of 
Mctni^eur du Caffe^ the French Commodote^ tlMP 
was defiga'd for Amerka^ vwith Ammunition^ Forces,^ 
Kro?ifioa, and Money to pay the Garrifao» Kefides fe** 
i^Govmion to -pttt in tteRoon of oihm 4uit' 
were called back. We direQcd oiir Couife Id Fort 
Ungone, Where 4t CMffk waf expeAed e?ttry Day: 
Bat when we cane there, we wdne informed that du' 
Caffc was failM for Carthagena^ "pon which v/e di- 
rected our Couife for that PJace, aiier iiaving taken- 
lliree Ships, one of iix cen, anoiher of thirty, caird; 
Reine de AngcloSy or tiie Queen of Angeh, and ano* 
ther of fix Guns richly laden, bcfide three Barks taken 
by Captain ConftabU^ in the IVivrffor^ and a fourth 
funk ; Hkewife 2l Ftwck MsiXk of War of ^rtyGons* 
hiimt. . , 

On the 19th of Auguft^ O. S. abottt ten in the^ 
Homing, we difcover*d ten Sail to the Eaftwan) of 
118, whKh we bore up to, and foand *eni to be tiiof 
fleet we wero in qoeft of 4 -dio^ ifaere was ten Sail, 
yet there was bit fix fighting Ships, the reft were 
Smre-Ships^ which made die beft of their Way; 
wfaea the Admial came up widi*esn we had b^at 
to engage. The Line of Battle was formM about' 
Three in the Afternoon, the Defiance led the Van, thd 
Wiiidfor the fecond, and Benbo^jj in the Breda the 
third. Thefe three kept pretty clofe together, but the 
other four were a League behind. At four in the 
Afternoon we began the Engagement, but the De* 
fiance after firing three Guns bore away to Leeward, 
and lay there out of Gun-ihoc ail the Evening, fo 
time the. wbole*Saengthof^i^r#jM&.Fi«ocliif upon 
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tbe Admind and ti|ie m»dfir tUI it wat d«4£' 
tlie Night the /T/ir^ fell foul of our Ship; wl 
flarded a great many, that were not open I)«ck» is 
believme it iftig^t be a French Fircfliip, tho' we knew 
th^y had not one in the Fleet ; but Fear, as well as 
paflion blinds our Reafon. ''lie Wind chopp'd about 
in the Night, fd that we had the Weather-gage of 
^ein ; upon which wc bore down upon *em, and 
^gagM for three Hours ; bat the Ruhy, Captain WaU 
font ^'^^ difablcd, and ordered by the Admiral to make 
fyt Port Royal. My Man InMmttWUl^ who was or 
|^ard» drefs'd like an Eurofian, was terribly ffiglued 
^fixh the Noife of* oar Gnns, and every Tiioe he 
^yif the Fiaih of our Enemy's Caaoiii,, he woud 
fquat down upon the Deck, and lye flat apoa to 
gieUy ^omc Time; omM oar Man that m 
£liot in the Guts lay expiring^ and IuMm Wtll w« 
^retting away oat of Danger, he (aid, but nafomi' 
ii^tely ilttmbled over the Dying Man, who ia tte 
p^gs of Death gralp Vi // V// io faft, that be cry*d out 
l^iXily for Help, but it was more than I could do» 
^clench his Hand till he was quite dead, and then 
released poor IVfU frighted out of his Wits, who 
^0ald not be prevail'd upon to come upon Deck any 
^orc till we told him we had done Fighting. 
^ok one Ship from the French, that they had uk^ 



the Mngm in their Voyage. The Fight lafted 
JOay»» on and ofF; but the Admiral being wound- 
in the Thigh, and finding that ^tf^^, Kn h. 
jisidfon^ did not care for Fighting, we left 'em, af«f 
aifaWing two of their Ships, and dimacd oar Co jrlc 
l,ack to Fort^R^al As fooo as we arrived there, i^e 
Ajmiral fent Orders to confine Captain Cw^mUj 
j^f/ade, Kirhy, and Hudfon, and fanamon'd aCooit*. 
jyl artial, try M 'em, and found 'em Guilty of CoW«^' 
jlce, excluding C<?7?/^/^/r; and accordingly the 
fjnrce were leu: to Engiuhd to receive Sentence ot 
j:>eath, which was executed upon two of 'em. 
tjtiird, Captam Uudfon^ dy'd in the V oyage, at>4 
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prevented ignommiQus Death. How ctly it had 

been for the EngUJh to have taken the French^ if they 
had been unanimous ; but fuch an Inftance of Pufilla- 
nimity is not to be ^upd in the Records of the, 

Navy. 

December 14th, 1702, We were all concerned 
it the News of Admiral Benbo^fi Death, who dy'd. 
of the Wound in his Thigh that he received in the 
Engagement with Monfieur du CaJJe, lamented 
^1. 1 obferv'd there was a perfect Groan in every] 
Ship in the Fleet, when the Admiral waa lowered 
with a WhifF, which is the Cullom at Sea. He was 
bar^M zi Kingfto'wn, where he dy'd. He had (everal^ 
r^h Plaintations in 7a;»/7/V^7, and biany Slaves. He 
hid ouide fivis fuccefsful Voyages to Jamaica, and 
home laden with Wealth and Hononr ; but 
the fixthjprQy*4 fatal to him. He had a perfect Kaow- 
le^ge in the l4avigation of j/merica, haring been fe-s 
vcral Years Captain of . a- Prirateer there. He was 
a Man belovM of both Oflicers and Common Sailors ; 
a Perfon of true Courage and Fortitude : For whea 
he was wounded in the Engagement, he ordered the 
Carpenters to malce him a Cradle, that he might be. 
upon Deck to give Orders. Nothing went more near 
his Heart than this unfortunate Expedition ; and the 
Surgeons reported, that the Grief he conceived from 
it, hlndred the healing of his Wound, which was 
%l^ti by a Muiket-6all, and not a Chain^Shot, as 
hai J^een reported in our Puhlick Papers'. Admiral 
Ktarfivy as being the eldefl Officer, ' fupply'd his Plac« 
tiH. Admiral JFbttJlone arrived in the Bojre, My very 

S>d Friend Captain Henuhs Mitchell^ Captain o^ 
itrombiio Fire(hip, was inade Captain of ihePHn^^ 
Jmri aiul Admiral Benhew being dead, I removed 
nqri<df^ with Captain Tof^% leave, into his Ship. The 
fvet let Sail with the Merchant S.hips fot EnglavJ^ 
Mkrrh the* 8th, 1703, and' met with nothing wo^* 
rhjr. of Note,

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On May the 5 th, wc cnter'd St. 7o/&«'s Harbour* 
in Newfoundland, and ftayM thefe till JM^ the 12th, 
fiiCO fct Sail for the Bay o/Bmlh^ a convenient Har- 
bour for Wood and Wtter U the ftme lOand; hiixt 
Kad provided every Thing wanted thcrCb. W 
tfi^«igh*d Andior m order jto fidl ifor Sngtmid, In

]Vlcn, and broke the Back of a fourth, who dy'difl

No*v ember the ift, we were feparated from the 
Fleet by a dreadful Storm that threw all our Marts 
by the Board, and our Boltfprit was alfo fprung, bat 
fifli'd that which prefervM it. We were in a ve7 
pitiful Condition, and I am fure in great Danger, for 
J really heard fome of the Sailors' at their Prayrs, 
•^e loft two of our Men, who fell with theMain- 
jfc^aft overboard! The Storm lafted for two* Days, 
^od the Weather continued fo h^sy We could not 
^ take oar Obfervations. We pat np' otir Jury-Malls^

For in this Moment of Death, when we were 

without the lead Expectation of any Deliverance, He 
fent a Ship to us, which we mufl needs confcfs to 
be Digitus Dei, the Finger of God, that pointed and . 
directed that Ship to our Deliverance : For though 
many Ships come from the fame Place, and are bound 
for the fame Haven, yet they feldom meet in the vaft 
Ocean, and fail in the fame Line ; for there are no 
beaten Paths in the Floods, no High-Way^ and Cona^ 
mon Roads in the Sea. But fuch was the Goodncfr 
of God, this Ship made toward us, and we what 
we could lowards it: But wf had but twoOar9» and 
the Seamen counted that a great Difadvantage both

(ana ^ h-re is no CompIimcDt, or changing of Places

AK^BOWwe grew into another Defpair; foruith 
our Endeavours we toald not teach the Slup, 
fjor the Shtj^ iis : Yet that' good Man^ the Skippr, 
[lung oa tht Lee, and did what he coold to retard 
.^e CowA of his Ship; and we on the other Side 
lid ^hat we could to fpeed our own. His Sfcf 
^od^ on furioufly before the Wjnd, like the Chariot 
j4minadah \ and ours flowly, like the Charioti OJ 
vf/^aruoh. And how could we expert that our Sm 
Y^o^^^ overtake this Dromedary! Thus our prcg- 
>2int Hopes bfought forth nothing but Wind and 
f/^i^^ fJ^at before flattered ourfelves vvitn 

^ y^fi'urance of Safety, arc now as much confounded 
Uth a Certainty of Perifhing. It had been better, 
gjiink, and lefs Affliaion to us, 10 have had no 
^^pesat all of a Deliverance, than prefently to iaii 
it. It did redouble the Punifhment of f antahu 
Id6 thofc Apples with his Lips which he mult 
taae with his Tongac : To have Happincfs near 
ia oor Eye, and not to^njoy it, is the Extremity

looked Safety in the Face : And that which, in all 

Probability, increafed our Danger, and made our 
Fate inevitable, it grew dark Night, io Uxat we did 
not know which way to row. 

But this, though it was an Evil in its own Na- 
ture, by Accident became a Benefit to us : for now, 
not feeing our Danger, we underftood it not, and 
ib- grew bolder, and applied Two to an Oar, and fo 
brake through the Waves in a moll defperate Con- 
dition towards the Ship, as we conceived : And that 
Good Chriftiao» Maker of the Veffel, li^ng out a 
Light to us, which' was^asaStar to gaideiistohiffl; 
and fo by degrees we grew nearer and nearer.;, 

Btit led the Houuzomr, (for the Mafter was one of 
IbwiconJ fhoald think we were loft, and fo hoife ttp 
his Saib and be gone (for he coald not fee as by 
reafon of the Night, though we fiiw him by virtoe 
of the Light he ]eat us) Qrdejr was giiren,, tluit when 
a Waire took Us up, we flioiild give a gneat Shout f 
Which we did fo loud, that I believe our Cry was 
heard to Heaven ; for by God*s miraculous Affiftance 
we grew very near the Ship, and our own Safety. 

Now were we in difpute, which Side of the Ship 
we fhould go aboard, which was concluded on the 
Lee-Side i and Prooiife w^as made we fliouid go op 
by Order as we fat, left by a hafty Riling we fiiould 
endanger ourfel vcs, and by making too much FI alle 
to fave our Lives loofe them. But we had no iooner 
come to the^hip, but they all ftrove to run up at 
once ; aiid> the Seamen being dexterous in the Art <^ 
Ciimbling, got up in a Moment, and iefi me alone , 
in the Boat : Neither do I blame thcm, for Life is 
fweet, and when that i»* in Jeopanly, we care only' 
for ourfelv.es. 

And now was I the third Time loft> and in the 
greateft Danger of 4ipwniDg j for jbefidas the NAturai 
W.eaknefs 1 had in my £[andv they^^w^e fo^bo^ 

au*mb*d 
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jiiifnb'd with CoW atid Wet, and made ufclefs, that 
f could not climb up n Rope, though it was to favc 
yny Life. But I held the Rope which was fiung to 
^g%C out of the Ship, fall in my Hands, that our 
. ^O^t might not Itave off; for it Uruck three Time? 
^gainft our fowling Ship, or rather our Ship againll 
and as often ffruck me down in the Boat, whick 
I half full of Water ; fo that I was afraid I ftiould 
b^n drowned in that Epkome^cMf the Sea. li 
Bid have grieved a MsUi» bat now to have efofsd 
^te vafi Chanopain of the Sea, and to be drowned 
fn itrBnclofiire: And ft was God*s FrovidaM tbt 
^oat, lienig fo' often finicky did not break ioFiscesi 
^5 it dM preknt^f afterwards, when it had done its 
C^fBce to my Delixerance, Bat having oM fiawil 
'%V^ys to get up in vain, there came, at laft, two. 
^^amen down to rne on the Side of the Ship, and 
^otild have heaved me up by the Arms: But being 
often wet, my Cloaihs, together with ray own 
-^^e'lght, \vere too heavy a Burthen to be trulled in 
^jjei^ Arms ; and in this Streight and Exigency I really 
j^^ew not what to do,' I began to have fad Thougl^is 
^^'myfclf, and to think, that I alon« was the Of- 
^oder, and ntuft now be facrificed to the Fury of 
Sea, to apfeatfe* and calm the Tempeft. But 
^^ilft I wa^ thus wounding my Brcaft with theie 
#2^1ioughts, 6nedf the Seamen gave me down a Rope

l^t defiring him to flay awhile, I then JOt.Jt ofjr

fiy that he hrft drew me into the Sea, and my owtt 
eight drew the Rope fo faft through his Hanoi, 
^^at had there not been a Knot at the End of tW

Signs likeWifeof it on my bruifed Body • 
'^Bttt I rofe.i^om Cabin, veiy defirotis to know 
bow It fared with my Fellow SaiFprers ; and traly; 
X fband them, contrary to my Bxjpefbition, heavy, 
not with Sleep, but with Sorrow. I thought I fhould 
have ken Joy ride in Triumph in their chearful Coun- 
tenances; but their Looks were dejected, aud they 
tnurmurcl within themfelves, fuffering (I fuppofe) 
over their Shipwrack again in their iad Th6ag:ht5, 
and every Man tcUing himfelf of his own Misfor- 
tune : But the Truth was, they having faved their 
Live^, ' Wer6 now at leifure to think of the Lofs of 
their Goods : And I know it was a heavy Lofs to 
ipwdCy. who loft much; and yet a greater Lofs to 
others, who loft lefs. For they having but a little 
loft a ^r^at deal, that little being all they had. For my 
<J\irn part, I loft morp than .1 had, (for it caft me in . 
a Debt I which I have not yet waded through : ) But 
the Quantity of my Lois doth. not fo much troaUe mo 
as the Quality ; for (befides my Goods and whole Li- 
brary) I ioft fdl my Sermons, Notes and Obfervations " 
of fome Years f ravel Hbrokd, things ih themfelves 
of no Value, nor much iA my Eftecra, yet th^ were '

3m ^o it plcafed God, that the Ship with full Sails

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Kocks, with her Bow over the Main Rock, fo that 
it ilood as iirm, for the prcfcnt, I mem the fonner 
Fart of the Ship, as the Rock itfclf. So T prefently 
jrofe, ^ind puiJed oJF roy Coat, with an Intention to 
Cftft myfeif into the Sea, and fwim thither; but wu

I?or prefently there arofe a high and roighty Wave,

^ Complement, bot that I Aiq;ht' know tew to iKde 
4owai for I.&w none of them go before sic, and Z 
did not know whither I fhoold go with my Head of 
Heeb ,foremoft. I had no Time to alk Coanfel, ot 
makt Experiment, bat piefdirly I got upon the Rope, 
with mytieels forenion, and .Bade uppermoft: *bdyt 
die Waves beat upon me, and-tte Wind {whtdi was 
high ) blew me round, and had almoft mad«, me let 
go my Hold ; but, I praife God, i came fafcly to the 
Side of the Rock, and they cried, Off^ off ; not out 
of Unkindnefs tome, (whom they knew not in the 
Dark) but that I might make fpcedy Way for another, 
which I quickly did : For having laid one Hand upon 

- the Rock, I came off ;hc Rope, and fo oa all Four^ 
climbed up to the reft of the Company. 

I was the lad that came down the Ship that Way, 
in that very Moment the Ship began pi decline 
and give Way i which the Matter perceivii^, 
(who was dill aboard) made lamentable Moan to us 
to help him, which w^ did with our utmoft Endea- 
votin ; bat t^e Ship bnike, and ihnk 'immediatdy : 
There was this good Man and fbor of the Marmeri 
dlft>wned. I fa\v the Matter, with a hiiAt in bis 
Hand, h\\ into tb^ Sea, the faddeft S^ht oiat I ever 
yet beheld in this World, and that which pierced roy 
vefy Soul, to fee him, chat fa\»ed our Livc:3, Jofc his 
own : There was notiiing io bitter to me in all my 
Suffering at Sea, as the Lofs of this Man ; it raifed 
luch a Storm and Tempeft again in my Affeclionr, 
that I am not yet calm within. I never think of 
him, but I am cart in a troubu^d Sea of Sorrow, and 
fuffer Shipwreck daily in my Mind ; for as he was 
a Man of a meek and charitable Difpofition unto all^ 
fo I found him kind unto myfelf aller n; more fpe* 
cial Manner. How follicitous was he for as in our 
Didrefs^ and ufed all Means, tho' it' was to his own 
^indranc^, to fave us f and in all Probability, had he

-yfjt went from Place to Place, up and down, I

•pened in a Hole in the Rock, which was a warm 
Shelter to us againft the Wind. And now the long 
expedled Morning drew near, and we fain would 
have feea before we could. In that Twih'ght every 
black Cloud we difcerned, we flattered ourfelvcs was 
Landi and here it was, we faid, and there it wa« : 
bjAt when the Sun arofe, we faw it no whcfe, only 

^ we liad a Glimpfe of the Coaft of Ncrwojfi but it 
was at. that Dillancej that we were not in any Capflr 
city to fisach it| but with oar Defires. 

Truly, when I rofe op and took' a view of the Seat 
nnd^the Place where I was, I was ftrnck down agjaik 
with Amazement to fee many Hundreds of Rocks 
ronnd about us, lying for the nioft Part under Wa- 
ter, which tho Seamen call Breaiirtf beqiufe they 
break the Sea, and torn it into leathers. It was a 
'great Providence of God, that we (hould in the Night,

The Ship came nearer and nearer^ and then we went 
all of us to the Top of the Rock, and waved our 
Hats to fhew ourfelves to the Men of the Ship : But 
I know not the Caufe, for they never came at 'us;

How ioon was our fair 
Morning clouded over, and our beautiful Hopes turn'd 
into Deformity, and black Defpair ? to teach us that 
Man's Happinefs is bat for a Moment, and the Joy of 
this World but a Span long. And now we were all 
ioft, even in our owtt'Eyesj omt- Condition, being 
ready to famiih, would not give ns Tii|ie to expert 
another Ship, n^either had we now Fabh enough to be*.

And. now I may fay» God ftretched forth UaHand^ 
as Christ did to Saint Peter^ when he was ready to 
fink, and faved thefe Men, and brought them to Shore s 
which yet. we were ignorant of, and fo pull'd in 
Pieces between two feveral Pailions, Hope and Fear^ 
and both of them equally troublcfome ; as we fee in 
an Ague^ which hath two fevcral Operations, con- 
trary in themfelves, as Heat and Cold, yet both of 
them alike aiHittive. Our Hope being with that 
Violence of PalUon^ was as wounding to our Af^ 
le&ions as our Fear* 

But thefe Fits were foon over, for before Night we 
ipied feveral Shawls rowing towards us, which gave 
119 a certain Knowledge of the Safety of our Men, and 
a Promifi of our own Deliverance: They brought 
with them Provifion; but we were more greedy of 
the Shore than our Meat, and therefore we made haffe 
into the Boats, and by God^s Goocinefs unto us, we 
. came all of us once more to Land. 

The Place that we arrivM at was an Ifland in 
Nornjuajt caird by the Vco-p]e IVnller J/Iur^{^ ; fo mean 
and inconfiderable, that Ortdius takes no Notice of 
it in his Mips; for I have fearched 
with better Eyes th-in mine own, I ^^«d «f £•

and could not hnd it. A Place it feems not worthy 
to be rememberM, but I am (ure never to be forgottea 
by us.

We llaid in this^lfland till Sunday : In the Morn- 
ing we went to hear our Landlord preach ; after Ser- 
mon he gave us Ccrna duh}a\ a doubtjul Mi^al, full 
of V ariety, in one Di(h, a^ Beef, Mutton, Lard, Goat, 
Roots, and fo many of God's Creatures, that it feem'd 
to me to be the firft Chapter Genejss in a Difii ; 
but fo confounded, that the bcft Palate could not read 
what he eat, nor by his Taile know and diftinguifh* 
the Creatures. Though God hath given all his Crea- 
tures for the Ufe of MaUffo that we nia3r do what 
we pleafe with them ;* yet I think it not handfome 
with our grand /k/z/^'s and Ollapriiidftt to confound 
' «nd ondo the Clreation, cook it into » new Chaos, and

After much Thanks, and a little Money, we parted

were upon It ; but by the Goodnefs of God we fail'd 
clofe by it, and cfcapcd it ; the leaft Touch of it had 
been our Ruin. Thus God of eiuimes dotii bring his 
Children as near the Mouth of Danger as may be, but 
he lets chem not fall th^rejo, tha( tl^y m^y both iw 
and praiie his Name. 

About Noon we came clear off all the Rocks on 
the Coail of Nornvay^ and were iailiog for England 
wk a fair Gale of Wind. But in this Profperity aa* 
^ ether fa4 Acddept befell us} thk iturd Ship fprapf a 
lieak, a aew. one I cannot fay, b«C.,fa|j^ fepefliM 
an ^Id oae, and ib oi»'Sibtp beKaQ~:t0 fwua v^tltfV 
as well a9 wUkmt ; and bad ne Wa^ te Ytlieve 
ooffelves, (for the Leak could net be foaad) but. bf 
Pumping I which we <Ud Day and Night, and fo tpok 
Revenge of the Sea, by fpkting that Water Imck tr 
gaifi in ks Face, at faft as it came into our Ship. 
But nov/ again we were in a fad and deplorable Con* ^ 
ditioo, being in danger to be drowned from the Spring 
that rofe within us, and to luffer an inteftine Ship- 
wrack» which, like a Civil War, is moft dangerous. 
We had our Life now at our Finger's £nds j and If 
we had not lifted up our Hands to pump, as l\lo/es 
did to pray, thefe AmaUkitcs had prevailed ; T mean 
theie mercile(s Waves had overcome us. Good God ! 
in what, and, how many Streights haft thou brought ' 
tt8^ Our Sins are many, as the Waves of the 1 
Md,fohaft thou, O IfOrd, made our Ponifiiments. 

For now w^ were, as I conceive, in a worfe Coa- 
dition than ever before; for though our .Daiigci» 
•were great, or rather greater, yet they came apoa 

That 
Banger is left aflidive which we lefs underSand , 
and that Mifery we apprehend not, is none at all, or

In^onr former 
Dangers we had like to perifli Aiddenly, *fvhich had 
been lefs Penal to our AfFedions : We were now td 
jie Leifure, and to be drowned with Premeditation; 
^yj^ich is more afflidive to our Thoughts, though a 
|^f5 Punifhment for our Sins : Me/ius e/I perlre ftmel, 
/m^r^ Jitnfer: the Fear of Death is more dread- 
^ than Death itfelf ; and it 19 better once to die, 
jwg^jO to be always dying. 

• ^Vith ihefe Fears about us> and black Apprebenfions, 
^ failed on ftill with a fair Wind ; and after four or 
qv« pays and Nights Sail, fo it pleafed God, wc came 
1 rli« View of the Coaft on }^orfolk Side, near 

\w/£fgtirton \ where we faw the Ruins of a Shipwreck, 
^ J the d^ountjy People enrichittg themfelves with the 
xr%iCe!^ of other Men \ the worft Way of getting in 
'^^^^^W. This was the Epilogue to our Tragedy, 
■^j. vve haVi ofeie Scene of Sorrow more : For when 
^ came near Yarmouth Road, on our Left Hand lay

In this Conteil they made a fearful Noife and

ihould mifcarry, we itiight 'fwini to 'Land. Thde 
were but fad Hopes ; but it pleafed God, wc came 
ijafe into Yarmouth Road ; and having call oar An- 
ciior^ thought ourfelves fecure. But our Anchor came 
Home to us again ; and the Wind, which \\ as v ery 
high, had like to have driven us on a Scotch7nan: 
They cried out, and fo did we ; for they could not 
be more afraid of us, than we were of ourfelves ; for 
had we boarded them, we certainly had endangered 
both bur Ships : fiut that God that had begun and 
gone 'along With tis in fuch vjfible CharaAers of his 
extraordinary Mercy, would not noW leave us at 'th^ 
laft, but did perfe^fl our Deliverance; for our Anchor 
field, and we rode my fecure that Nigjbt* - ^The neact 
Morning we hung out a Whiff, ^od ' there fei.aifte feut 
Men in a Shallop from Yurmouth^ and demanded no 
lefi than Thirty Shillings to carry me/ a fingle Periim; 
to Shore, when our .whole Stoci? was but two Pieces 
of Eight. Though I did long for Land, yet I could 
not purchafe it at fuch a Rate : But at length ihcy 
were cofitent to take kis, becaufe they could not get 
any more; and took fomething, rather than to turn 
back with nothing. 

But they no fooner bad got me into the Boat, but 
they row'd me up and down, to wejgh Anchor^ ; for 
there had been a g^reat Storm the Nifht before, and 
many Ships had broke their Cables, and were drivea 
away by the Tcmpcft. They tried at feveral Anchors, 
not without great Danger, as Ixonceived; but find- 
jng themfelm not iirong en^^ugh, they at length 
brought me to the Shore, which was no landing Place: 
But four Men, which ftood waiting for us on the 
Shore, ran into the Sea up to their Middles, laid Handa 
on our Qoat, and fo ran it on the Sands, and tumbled 
us over and over $ fo that I cannot .fiLy> whether I fet 
-sny Head, or Foot iirft on the Shore. After this 
Manner fure Jonah was caft upon the dry Land, 
when the Whale^vomitcd him upi I fuppofe that g;rcarc 

Leviathan 
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l^e</io^^^^ did not caft him upon his Lepjs : But I 
jylSLti chat had made fuch a Tiadff of fufienog at Set 
%ve did, and after fo long a Succeflloa of Evibp

prom the Shore I went into Tarmuth Town, witJ»

Nous fommes perJus, 
We an ali hft. He did ftrive,' by putting his Rod* 
der againft the Bridge, tQ keep ofF the Blow, but 
broqght It .tijpon himfdf ; for it beat him all along, 
and £riick on one Board of oar Boat, that we fwam 
almoft eqcnd with the Stream,** and the Water looked 
in upoh as : One Teach more would have dalh'd our 
Boat in Pieces, and fo we had been all drownM in 
wholefale ; for there was no fwiniming out of a Crowd, 
when our Arms were pinion'd together with fitting 
dole to one another.

thie he whifper'd fomething, jwhich I believe it did 
flM^hredr,' no more than we. I thanked them both, • 
t>ne for his civil Ignorance, the other for his religiou^ 
Fdlly. I confefs, in fo fad and icrioas a Matter as 
drowning, 1 do not love fuch Puppet Pi^ty, fuch me- 
chanick and handicraft Devotion ; my Thanks mull ' 
be addrefied to God, the Author and Fountain of our 
Deliverance, after a more Spiritual Manner. '^'^ ' 

Aftex this, the fame Year, it was my Buiinefs to 
^^iira imoEitgJafui. - l came to Ca/ais 'tbt Day after 

• • • 
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the PacqueuBoat was gone, being weaiy of a charge- 
able Towfl, and burning with a ik&n of feeiog mjr 
own Country agaiii» having taken Advice hy a Mer- 
chant, I ventured to Sea in a SbftUop, which theTidf 
|>cfore came from Dwer, and brought three itfjUMW 
fafe to Ca/at\ without any Danger. The Example of 
their fafe Arrival, was a fufficient Argument to pcr- 
fuack me to venture from thence to Do^er. So at 
fa or of the Clock in the Morning, wich the Tide, we 
^ent to Sea ; bat had not gone Half a League, but 
there arofe a great and mighty Wind, which did blow 
fJOt only our Candle, but our Lanthorn out, I meaa 
put of the Boat, fo that we were tsua to let our Boat 
J|-ive till it was Day-iight. 

X offered the Seamen their Fare to carry us back

Wc 
could not fay to the Pilot, as the Emperor rid, Cr- 
farem n,*ehis, ^c, — but there was in our Boat a No- 
blt Gentleman, both by Birth and VtrCue, (the beft 
and' trued Nobility ) and likewife another civil Per- 
fon. Thek Gantleincn had fo much Worth and Me-< 
riC in them, that they ihouid not need fear the T hreat« 
iiiiig of an iiifolcat Wave^ but might holdfy hf onto 
cbe Sca» Se^ J» tty n^rfi.

writer into Do'ver, and fo with a frefh Gale of God's 
jVdercy, as well as with a fair Blafl of Wind, with 
f^W Sails, we, not wiihoul lome Danger in hittiog 
P^^^ afhore. 
X mull not omit one Mercy more, (which I forgot 
|0 sxiy ^3^) becaufe it fo.near of kin, and idlied to 
jDeliverances at Sea, a Pre Deliverance, aPdi- 
^^ance beforehand, an antedated Mercy. 

for after I had fpent fome Time in Pruffia, and hid

, To deliver his (Jhildrcn when they 
are fallen into any Calamity and Trou- 
ble, is an high and broad Ex predion 
of hi?
